SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 


For  the  Year  ending  Sept.  30,  1885. 


The  principal  events  in  our  household  history  this  year  have 
been  the  changes  in  our  officers.  Our  matron,  Miss  Maria  F. 
Ladd,  who  has  been  with  us  for  over  six  years,  required  relief 
from  the  uniform  strain  upon  her;  and  her  assistant,  Miss  Catha¬ 
rine  Maloy,  who  has  been  here  nearly  as  long,  wishes  to  study  the 
profession  of  nursing.  They  have  both  left  us,  and  carry  with 
them  the  cordial  good  wishes  of  the  Board,  who  fully  recognize 
the  zealous  and  efficient  service  they  have  always  given. 

Our  resident  physician,  Dr.  Whitney,  after  three  years’  service, 
is  about  to  begin  private  practice  in  Boston.  She  has  given  great 
satisfaction  in  her  work  in  the  Hospital,  and  has  been  much  be¬ 
loved  by  all  the  inmates.  She  will  continue  her  connection  with 
us  as  attending  physician  at  the  Dispensary.  We  are  thus  giving 
to  the  community  a  band  of  well-educated  and  experienced  physi¬ 
cians,  whose  work  justifies  the  claims  we  have  made  upon  the 
public.  The  woman  physician  is  no  longer  an  anomaly  in  society. 
She  has  proved  her  worth,  and  is  welcomed  as  the  trusty  adviser 
and  faithful  friend.  Nor  does  the  succession  fail.  In  our  new 
resident  physician,  Dr.  Pagelsen,  we  think  we  have  secured  a 
worthy  successor  to  the  long  line  of  women  who  for  twenty-five 
years  have  represented  our  cause  in  this  community,  and  won  its 
approval  by  their  capacity  and  worth.  Dr.  Pagelsen,  a  gradu¬ 
ate  of  Ann  Arbor,  continued  her  studies  for  a  year  in  Germany, 
and  had  begun  practice  in  a  Western  city,  when  the  position  of 
assistant  physician  in  the  Massachusetts  State  Almshouse  was  of¬ 
fered  her.  This  place  she  has  filled  satisfactorily  since  May,  1884. 

A  sadder  task  it  is  to  record  the  changes  which  the  year  has 
made  in  our  list  of  consulting  physicians.  Two  of  our  oldest  and 
most  faithful  counsellors  have  been  taken  away  by  death.  Dr. 
Jarves  served  on  our  staff  as  consulting  physician  in  his  own 
specialty,  and  was  always  ready,  not  only  to  give  us  professional 
service,  but  sympathy  and  generous  help. 
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Dr.  Samuel  Cabot  was  our  earliest  consulting  surgeon  ;  and, 
when  we  had  no  experienced  woman  to  take  charge  of  that 
department,  he  took  upon  himself  all  the  labor  that  was  desired. 

He  lived  to  see  the  surgical  work  of  the  Hospital  equal  that  of 
the  other  departments  in  extent  and  importance,  and  the  women 
who  have  developed  their  skill  under  his  close  observation  and 
with  his  cordial  help  have  taken  high  rank  in  this  important  and 
difficult  branch  of  the  profession.  He  has  been  a  constant  guide, 
counsellor,  and  friend ;  and  it  is  with  deep  respect  and  heartfelt 
sorrow  that  we  pay  our  tribute  to  his  memory. 

It  is  a  sincere  gratification  to  us  that  Dr.  Arthur  T.  Cabot  has 
consented  to  take  his  father’s  place  on  our  staff  of  consulting  sur¬ 
geons. 

But  death  has  not  taken  the  aged  only.  One  of  our  younger 
physicians,  Dr.  Adelaide  A.  Richardson,  who,  as  student  in  the 
Hospital  and  assistant  at  the  Dispensary,  became  dear  to  many 
patients,  has  passed  away.  Dr.  Richardson  went  to  Holyoke 
Seminary,  South  Hadley,  where,  as  resident  physician  and 
teacher  of  physiology  for  several  years,  she  gave  great  satisfaction  ; 
and  her  loss  is  as  deeply  lamented  there  as  by  her  professional 
colleagues  of  the  Hospital. 

We  have  also  changed  our  superintendent  of  nurses,  whose 
office  is  a  difficult  place  to  fill,  as  it  requires  not  only  professional 
training,  but  large  judgment  and  experience.  As  Miss  Billings, 
our  present  superintendent,  is  a  graduate  of  our  own  school,  and 
has  thus  had  opportunity  to  understand  our  special  work,  we  feel 
that  we  have  secured  in  her  an  efficient  coadjutor  in  the  work  of 
the  training-school.  Notwithstanding  all  these  changes,  the  work 
of  the  Hospital  has  gone  steadily  on.  The  outgoing  officers  have 
remained  long  enough  to  induct  their  successors  into  their  duties, 
so  that  no  break  has  been  apparent  in  the  care  of  the  patients. 
The  Hospital  has  been  full,  as  you  will  learn  from  the  report  of 
the  resident  physician.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  private 
patients  who  pay  full  price  continues,  and  the  interest  thus 
aroused  is  of  great  service  to  us.  We  should  rejoice  to  have  a 
sufficient  endowment  to  enable  us  to  carry  out  our  plans  ;  but  we 
would  not  willingly  give  up  our  dependence  upon  our  annual 
subscribers,  whose  every  dollar  comes  as  evidence  of  present 
knowledge  of  and  interest  in  our  work. 

The  Treasurer’s  account  will  show  you  the  improvement  in  our 
financial  position.  But  as  this  is  largely  due  to  the  results  of  the 
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fair  held  last  autumn,  and  as  we  do  not  propose  to  give  you  the 
pleasure  of  a  large  fair  during  the  coming  year,  we  must  ask  you  to 
remember  that,  without  increased  contributions  as  subscriptions  or 
donations,  we  cannot  maintain  this  favorable  state  of  the  treasury 
for  another  year.  We  rejoice  in  the  revival  of  business,  which 
seems  to  promise  a  more  prosperous  year  for  the  whole  com¬ 
munity.  And,  as  we  have  struggled  through  the  years  of  famine, 
we  hope  that 7 some  of  the  new  wheat  will  be  poured  into  our 
garners,  to  help  us  to  give  comfort  to  the  suffering  and  needy  even 
more  largely  and  abundantly  than  heretofore. 

By  the  prompt  kindness  of  friends  of  the  Hospital,  we  have 
been  able  to  secure,  at  a  moderate  price,  a  part  of  the  field  oppo¬ 
site  the  main  building.  It  is  very  important  to  our  welfare  that 
this  place  should  be  kept  free  from  any  troublesome  neighbors, 
such  as  noisy  factories  or  crowded  places  of  resort ;  and,  by  invest¬ 
ing  some  of  our  unrestricted  funds  in  this  way,  we  secure  to  our 
patients  the  privileges  of  light,  air,  and  quiet,  which  they  have 
always  so  much  enjoyed. 

We  have  carefully  considered  the  wants  of  our  student  nurses, 
and  hoped  to  be  able  to  fit  up  the  stone  cottage  or  make,  at  a 
moderate  expense,  an  addition  to  one  of  the  brick  buildings, 
which  would  answer  the  desired  end ;  but,  after  the  most  thorough 
consideration  of  plans,  it  was  decided  to  be  unwise  to  do  anything 
until  we  had  means  to  build  and  carry  on  a  house  really  suitable 
for  the  purposes  required. 

The  fair  held  last  autumn  proved  a  financial  success,  bringing 
to  our  treasury  about  $10,000.  It  was  also  a  delightful  occasion, 
equally  noted  with  its  predecessors  for  the  order  and  harmony 
with  which  it  was  conducted,  for  the  beauty  of  the  articles  offered 
for  sale,  and  for  the  pleasure  expressed  by  the  visitors.  The 
plan  of  giving  up  raffles  and  all  appeals  to  chance  —  which, 
indeed,  the  law  of  the  State  enjoined  upon  us  —  did  not  interfere 
with  our  success,  our  method  of  selling  at  just  prices  seeming  to 
give  entire  satisfaction  to  the  purchasers.  The  concert  given 
under  the  auspices  of  our  Director,  Mrs.  Mack,  was  also  a  success, 
bringing  in  $1,850,  of  which,  at  her  request,  $300  was  devoted  to 
the  fund  begun  by  the  members  of  our  training-school  to  build  a 
Nurses’  Home. 

We  have  had  fewer  entertainments  given  for  us  this  year  than 
usual,  much  effort  having  been  concentrated  on  the  fair.  We 
would  call  the  attention  of  our  friends  to  this  point ;  and,  as  we 
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are  not  to  have  a  large  general  fair  this  fall,  perhaps  they  will  be 
disposed  to  arrange  some  performances  which  will  give  help  to  us 
and  pleasure  to  those  engaged  in  them.  We  here  offer  our  grate¬ 
ful  and  hearty  thanks  to  those  who  aided  us  in  the  concert  and  in 
the  fair.  We  have  had  many  welcome  donations  this  year,  for  all 
of  which  we  are  grateful.  The  garden  chairs  and  hammocks  have 
added  much  to  the  comfort  and  restoration  of  our  patients,  as 
they  can  by  means  of  them  enjoy  the  open  air  and  sunshine,  even 
when  feeble.  The  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  have  given 
rides  which  are  pleasant  and  beneficial,  and  Messrs.  Rueter  & 
Alley  have  supplied  the  ale  and  beer  which  physicians  have  found 
needful  for  their  patients. 

The  report  of  the  Dispensary  Committee  will  show  the  gratify¬ 
ing  fact  that  it  is  not  only  wholly  self-supporting,  but  it  also 
furnishes  medicines  to  the  Hospital  at  low  prices.  The  services  of 
the  apothecary  are  shared  by  both  houses.  The  training-school 
has  no  distinct  treasury,  but  is  an  integral  part  of  the  Hospital. 
The  Dispensary  accounts  are  separated,  not  from  any  difference 
of  interest,  but  in  order  to  be  able  to  show  how  far  this  branch  of 
the  Hospital  can  be  made  self-supporting.  The  economy  of  the 
household  is  a  subject  of  constant  supervision  and  care.  Our 
principle  is  to  do  whatever  is  essential  to  the  restoration  of 
patients,  but  nothing  for  show.  Sickness  is  inevitably  expensive ; 
and,  as  we  aim  to  teach  our  internes  and  nurses  to  give  the  best 
possible  care  to  their  patients,  we  must  provide  them  with  all  the 
necessary  appliances  for  their  work.  Labor,  fuel,  and  food  are 
all  costly,  but  they  are  indispensable ;  and,  while  we  try  to  use 
them  as  carefully  as  possible,  we  could  not  reduce  them  below  a 
certain  standard  without  incurring  your  reproach  for  not  properly 
guarding  the  health  and  comfort  of  our  inmates.  I  wish  I  could  show 
you  in  detail  the  blessings  of  our  Hospital.  I  wish  you  all  knew 
how  its  name  is  cherished  and  loved  by  the  working  classes  in  our 
city.  A  young  husband  has  been  working  for  me  this  fall  whose 
wife  had  been  suffering  from  want  of  care  ever  since  the  birth  of 
her  first  child.  I  wish  you  could  have  heard  the  tones  of  his  voice 
as  he  thanked  me  over  and  over  again  for  getting  her  into  the 
Hospital,  and  told  of  the  care  she  received  and  the  kindness  of 
those  around  her.  I  wish  we  had  time  to  tell,  and  you  to  listen 
to,  story  after  story  that  would  cheer  your  hearts, —  of  refined  teach¬ 
ers  regaining  health  for  their  work  ;  mothers  restored  to  the  care 
of  their  families ;  the  aged  sufferers  cheered  and  comforted,  if  not 
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cured ;  helpless  and  crippled  children  to  whom  life  has  been  made 
tolerable,  though  cure  was  impossible.  Let  the  future  novelist  who 
will  truly  paint  the  life  of  Woman  in  our  day  go  to  our  Dispensary 
for  studies  of  life.  See  the  pale  and  sickly  women  from  shops 
and  factories,  the  worn-out  housekeepers,  the  shop-girl  struggling 
in  loneliness  and  temptation,  the  sick  babies  suffering  from  the 
poverty  or  ignorance  of  their  parents,  and  then  note  the  care  and 
patience  of  the  physician,  with  what  keen  eyes  she  sees  not  only 
the  physical,  but  often  the  mental  and  moral  condition  of  her 
patient,  with  how  few  words  she  obtains  the  facts  of  the  case,  and 
how  wisely  she  counsels  and  helps,  giving  the  prescription  in  a 
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charmed  setting  of  kindness  or  reproof  or  counsel.  It  is  curious 
to  see  how  the  knowledge  of  our  methods  spreads  among  the 
people,  how  they  accept  the  regulations  once  deemed  severe,  how 
they  tell  their  stories  more  quickly  and  concisely,  and  are  able  to 
state  their  cases  intelligibly  to  the  doctor.  From  all  this  goes  out 
an  education  which  is  felt  in  the  houses  from  which  our  patients 
come ;  and  we  believe  that  much  sickness  is  prevented  and  much 
comfort  is  secured  from  the  indirect  as  well  as  direct  ministrations 
of  our  doctors,  internes,  and  nurses.  We  close  the  year  with  re¬ 
newed  faith  in  our  work.  We  cannot  relax  our  efforts  or  fold  our 
hands  with  a  sense  of  rest  for  work  done ;  but  we  can  feel  what  is 
far  better, —  confidence  in  our  cause,  that  we  are  doing  good  service 
both  in  education  and  philanthropy,  satisfaction  with  the  labors  of 
those  who  bear  the  main  burden  of  this  work,  the  physicians  who 
give  year  by  year  their  services  with  no  reward  but  the  knowledge 
gained  and  the  good  done,  and  renewed  trust  in  the  approbation 
and  generosity  of  the  community  in  which  we  live,  that  they  will 
not  suffer  our  light  to  go  out  for  want  of  the  oil  with  which  it  must 
be  fed. 


DISPENSARY  REPORT. 


During  the  past  year,  the  names  of  4,523  new  patients  have 
been  recorded  at  the  Dispensary,  representing  12,296  visits,  or  an 
average  of  forty  patients  a  day,  an  increase  of  five  a  day  over  last 
year.  In  addition  to  these,  1,265  patients  have  been  attended  at 
their  homes,  the  largest  number  visited  in  any  one  year.  The 
patients  attended  at  their  homes  generally  need  more  visits  than 
those  who  are  able  to  come  to  the  clinics.  Consequently,  the 
internes  find  their  time  fully  occupied;  and  many  cases  must  be 
refused  for  want  of  time  to  attend  them.  Each  interne  makes 
about  one  thousand  visits  during  her  four  months  at  the  Dispen¬ 
sary,  and  that  is  in  addition  to  her  work  at  the  morning  clinics. 

There  were  given  at  the  morning  clinics  19,579  prescriptions, 
and  to  the  out-patients  4,704  prescriptions.  All  but  one-twelfth 
of  the  Dispensary  patients  paid  for  their  medicines,  but  over  one- 
half  of  those  attended  at  their  homes  were  unable  to  pay.  The 
out-patients  are  generally  of  a  poorer  class  than  those  who  attend 
the  clinics,  which  accounts  for  this  fact.  As  usual,  the  work  has 
been  very  interesting,  and  the  benefit  derived  by  both  patients 
and  internes  valuable. 

In  the  last  Dispensary  report,  Dr.  Smith  spoke  of  the  satisfac¬ 
tory  results  of  the  addition  of  a  trained  nurse  to  our  working- 
corps.  The  experiment  had  then  been  tried  five  months.  A 
year’s  additional  experience  proves  more  than  ever  the  importance 
of  the  undertaking.  The  nurse  usually  makes  from  one  hundred 
and  fifty  to  two  hundred  visits  each  month.  She  accompanies  the 
internes  to  the  midwifery  cases,  following  out  their  directions,  and 
afterward  makes  her  daily  visits,  when  she  not  only  attends  to  the 
comfort  and  cleanliness  of  mother  and  child,  but  puts  the  room 
in  order,  and  sees  that  it  is  properly  ventilated.  In  addition,  she 
often  teaches  some  member  of  the  famdy  how  to  prepare  gruel 
and  tea  properly,  toast  bread  so  as  to  be  relished  by  the  patient, 
and  do  various  other  things  that  may  be  needed.  As  she  has  so 


much  more  time  at  her  disposal,  she  can  attend  to  these  details 
more  easily  than  the  doctor,  who  finds  it  impossible  to  give  so 
much  time  to  any  one  patient.  So  the  work  of  the  nurse  supple¬ 
ments  that  of  the  doctor. 

The  nurse  also  goes  to  other  cases,  both  medical  and  surgical, 
where  she  may  be  needed,  to  carry  out  directions  that  it  is  impos¬ 
sible  for  the  patient  to  attend  to  herself.  When  it  is  remembered 
that  these  homes  are  often  devoid  of  the  most  ordinary  necessities, 
it  will  be  seen  that  it  requires  a  great  deal  of  tact  and  ingenuity  to 
make  the  most  of  such  means  as  are  at  their  disposal.  The  pa¬ 
tients  are  generally  very  grateful  to  the  nurse  for  her  efforts  to 
relieve  them.  Although  one  month  is  the  allotted  time  for  each 
nurse  to  stay  at  the  Dispensary,  in  several  instances  her  interest  in 
her  work  has  been  so  great  that  she  has  gladly  stayed  a  second 
month. 

We  feel  we  cannot  too  strongly  express  our  gratitude  to  the 
kind  friend  whose  continued  bounty  has  enabled  us  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  the  nurse  while  at  the  Dispensary,  and  can  only  hope 
that  her  gratification  at  the  success  of  the  undertaking  equals  our 
own.  Owing  to  the  amount  of  work  done  at  the  Dispensary,  over 
three  years  ago  some  of  the  clinics  were  divided.  During  the 
past  year,  all  of  the  clinics  have  adopted  the  same  arrangement, 
so  that,  at  present,  two  physicians  attend  on  the  same  day,  thereby 
conducting  two  clinics  instead  of  one.  This  division  of  the  work 
renders  it  less  fatiguing,  and  also  gives  each  physician  more  time 
for  each  case. 

We  have  added  to  our  Dispensary  staff  Dr.  Adaline  S.  Whitney, 
our  recent  resident  physician.  Her  familiarity  with  the  Dispen¬ 
sary  work,  gained  from  her  former  connection  with  it,  makes  her  a 
valuable  and  welcome  addition.  Miss  Johnson  still  remains  as 
our  apothecary,  and  it  is  to  her  economy  and  ability  that  we  are  in 
a  great  measure  indebted  for  our  successful  showing  in  the  ac¬ 
counts  for  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN. 


I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  1884  and  1885. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  Oct.  1,  1885,  was  39  : 
the  number  received  during  the  year  was  400.  Of  the  439  pa¬ 
tients  who  were  treated  in  the  Hospital,  195  were  in  the  Medical 
department,  125  in  the  Surgical,  and  119  at  the  Maternity. 

Of  the  439  patients,  183  paid  the  full  price,  175  were  free,  and 
81  were  free  part  of  the  time.

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There  were  but  three  cases  of  puerperal  fever  at  the  Mater¬ 
nity  Cottage,  only  one  of  which  was  of  a  serious  nature.  This  one 
recovered  after  a  prolonged  illness.  We  had  the  great  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  discharging  all  our  patients  from  this  department  in  a  good 
condition. 

Among  the  babies  born  in  the  Hospital,  four  were  still-born, 
and  six  died  within  two  weeks  after  birth. 

Two  cases  of  scariet  fever  and  three  of  whooping-cough,  which 
appeared  in  our  Children’s  Ward,  were  removed  immediately 
to  Annex  No.  2,  where  they  were  cared  for  by  physicians  and 
nurses,  specially  detailed  for  this  duty.  The  care  taken  is  shown 
by  the  recovery  of  the  patients,  and  no  spread  of  the  disease. 

Among  the  births  at  the  Maternity  was  one  showing  very 
strongly  the  transmission  of  physical  defects.  A  child,  a  boy,  was 
born  with  hands  deformed  in  a  peculiar  manner,  the  mother  hav¬ 
ing  nearly  the  same  deformity. 

Among  the  cases  of  infants  received  for  treatment,  two  had  per¬ 
sonal  histories  of  peculiar  interest.  One  was  a  child  of  Norwe¬ 
gian  parentage.  It  was  born  at  sea,  the  father  being  captain  of  a 
sailing  vessel.  This  child,  a  male,  had  a  double  hare-lip,  and  was 
brought  to  us  for  surgical  treatment.  The  mother  had  died  a  few 
hours  after  the  birth  of  this  baby,  which  was  afterward  cared  for 
by  his  father  and  the  sailors.  During  its  stay  at  the  Hospital,,  the 
father,  generally  accompanied  by  one  or  more  of  the  sailors,  vis¬ 
ited  it  often,  showing  in  various  ways  his  great  fondness. 

One  side  of  the  lip  was  successfully  operated  upon.  Before 
the  other  side  could  be  attended  to,  the  child  showed  symptoms  of 
whooping-cough,  which  interfered  with  further  surgical  treatment, 
for  the  time.  The  father  was  then  about  starting  on  another  sea 
voyage ;  and,  wishing  to  have  his  little  son  with  him,  he  took 
him  away,  promising,  however,  to  bring  him  back  to  us,  in  case 
he  should  ever  return  to  America. 

The  other  case  was  one  showing  the  opposite  mode  of  treat¬ 
ment  of  a  child  by  its  parents.  During  the  month  of  May  last, 
a  gentleman,  residing  at  the  West  End,  heard  one  day  in  his 
garden  a  cry  which  seemed  to  come  from  an  animal  in  distress. 
On  investigating,  he  found  a  baby,  apparently  two  or  three  weeks 
old,  on  the  ground.  The  arms  were  bound  tight  to  the  body, 
and  the  mouth  was  filled  with  a  cloth  saturated  with  carbolic  acid. 
The  gentleman  took  the  child  to  the  Home  in  Chardon  Street. 
From  there  it  was  sent  to  the  Massachusetts  Infant  Asylum.  The 
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authorities  at  the  latter  institution  >ent  it  to  on:  Hospital.  When 
admitted,  besides  various  serious  bruises  about  the  hear’  ind 
neck,  the  leH  arm  was  so  much  injured  that  it  seemed  an  impc

TREASURER’S  REPORT. 

Sept.  30,  1885. 


The  mortgage  debt  on  the  hospital  property  is  still  $15,000. 
The  Sinking  Fund  is  about  $5,400. 

We  have  received  three  legacies  :  $2,000  from  Mrs.  Mary  W. 
Swett,  by  Mr.  E.  M.  Brewer,  executor  ;  $10,000  from  Mr.  Samuel 
W.  Swett,  by  Messrs.  Edward  M.  Brewer  and  Francis  V.  Balch, 
executors ;  and  $500  from  Mrs.  Susan  O.  Brooks,  by  Messrs. 
Charles  E.  Stratton  and  Jacob  C.  Rogers,  executors.  These  were 
all  unrestricted. 

Our  Hospital  Fair  held  last  December,  in  Horticultural  Hall, 
brought  us  $10,051.08.  Through  the  efforts  of  one  of  our 
directors,  Mrs.  Mack,  a  minstrel  entertainment  was  given  in 
Music  Hall,  which  gave  us  $1,540.5 p,  besides  $300  to  a  fund  for 
a  Nurses’  Home. 

The  above  sums  were  used  in  paying  our  debts  and  replacing 
the  Becket  Fund  and  others  borrowed  last  year  on  the  security 
of  the  Fair.  We  invested  in  $23,000  of  good  railroad  bonds,  and 
at  a  later  date  transferred,  at  a  profit,  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
$4,000  of  these  bonds  to  the  purchase  of  some  48,000  square  feet 
of  land  opposite  the  hospital  grounds,  which  will  give  us  room  for 
growth,  and  was  secured  at  a  very  reasonable  price. 

We  still  have  some  funds  uninvested,  and  kept  so  for  contin¬ 
gencies. 

The  Dispensary,  after  being  charged  a  moderate  rent,  as  income 
of  the  funds  invested  therein,  shows  a  profit  of  $218.57  on  making 
our  medicines  there  rather  than  elsewhere. 

Our  current  expenses  are  $1,539.97  less  this  year  than  last, 
and  our  current  receipts  $2,398.15  more,  a  better  showing.  The 
saving  was  mostly  on  fuel,  lighting,  repairs,  and  supplies.  Re- 
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pairs  are  less  than  for  two  years  past,  and  $1,301.20  less  this  year 
than  last.  Milk,  meat,  and  wages  increased.  Of  the  increase  in 
receipts,  $1,184.06,  or  about  one-half,  is  from  board  and  treatment. 

Board  and  treatment  receipts  have  gained  $3,073  in  three  years. 
The  income  of  our  funds  has  increased  some  $330  this  year. 
Free  bed  payments  and  subscriptions  and  donations  show  some 
gain,  the  first  for  three  years.  In  this  direction  we  hope  our 
efforts  will  be  seconded,  since  the  best  managed  institutions  are 
those  which  are  supported  by  the  existing  generation  ;  and  we  feel 
that  the  present  generation  ought'  to  support  us. 

Other  than  the  minstrels,  there  have  been  no  entertainments 
given  for  us  this  year. 

During  our  Fair,  a  friend  started  a  subscription  for  us,  offering 
to  be  one  of  ten  to  make  up  $10,000,  if  we  would  raise  the  rest. 
So  far,  we  have  raised  in  all  $6,900,  and  look  to  somebody  for  more. 

We  close  the  year  with  the  same  mortgage  debt,  and  have  only 
run  behind  $495.27.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  NURSES. 


Miss  Tucker  having  resigned  her  position  as  superintendent  of 
nurses,  Miss  Marcia  E.  Billings,  one  of  our  own  graduates  of  two 
years  ago,  has  filled  the  place  very  acceptably  since  last  January. 
During  the  year,  twelve  nurses  have  graduated, —  Mary  A. 
Rolland,  Flora  M.  Branscomb,  Sophronia  Hodder,  Josephine  A. 
Clark,  Margaret  Martin,  Angelina  A.  Watson,  Harriet  A.  Cooke, 
Josephine  Braxton,  Fanny  W.  Lincoln,  Amelia  Hodgkiss,  Eliza¬ 
beth  H.  Stafford,  Cornelia  -L.  Eckhardt.  Seventeen  young 
women,  after  a  month  of  probation,  entered  on  the  course  of  train¬ 
ing.  All  but  three  of  these  proved  satisfactory  on  longer  trial,  and 
are  now  in  the  Hospital.  We  have  twice  as  many  applicants  as  we 
can  receive,  and  are  thus  able  to  choose  those  best  fitted  for  the 
training.  It  has  been  possible  to  make  further  improvements  in  the 
school  by  increasing  the  length  of  the  term  from  sixteen  to  eight¬ 
een  months,  which  will,  we  believe,  be  advantageous.  Last  year, 
we  reported  that  each  nurse  had  spent  one  month  in  nursing  the 
poor  out-patients  under  the  care  of  the  Dispensary.  This  year,  a 
second  month  will  be  spent  in  outside  private  nursing.  A  card 
will,  in  this  case,  be  sent  to  the  person  employing  the  nurse,  with 
printed  questions  to  be  answered,  that  any  deficiencies  in  training 
may  be  discovered  in  time  to  correct  them.  A  difficulty  in  carry¬ 
ing  out  this  plan  is  the  want  of  a  room  in  which  the  nurse  can 
sleep  when  not  thus  employed,  the  accommodations  for  those 
really  needed  for  care  of  patients  here  being  at  best  somewhat 
limited. 

Here  is  again  seen  the  need  for  the  Nurses’  Home  which  was 
spoken  of  at  our  last  meeting,  where  they  could  have  the  perfect 
rest  and  recreation  which  are  not  possible  within  the  hospital 
walls.  Such  a  one,  with  all  necessary  appointments,  has  just 
been  provided  for  the  City  Hospital.  Shall  we  not  have  one 
also  ?  Our  friends  must  answer.

BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children. 

IS  \ DOPTED  UNDER  THE  ACT  OK  INCORPORATION,  FRIDAY,  JUNE  5,  1863, 

AND  AS  AMENDED  UP  TO  NOV.  10,  1 869. 


1.  The  name  of  the  institution  shall  be  The  New  England  Hospital 
for  Women  and  Children. 

2.  The  objects  of  the  institution  shall  be  :  — 

I.  To  provide  for  women  medical  aid  of  competent  physicians  of 
their  own  sex. 

II.  To  assist  educated  women  in  the  practical  study  of  medicine. 

III.  To  train  nurses  for  the  care  of  the  sick. 

3.  The  Government  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
forty  Directors,  who  shall  have  the  entire  management  of  the  business  of 
the  institution. 

4.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  Secre¬ 
tary,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  chosen  from  the  Board  by  the  Directors. 

5.  Subscribers  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

6.  Subscribers  paying  fifty  dollars  at  any  one  time  may  be  considered  Life 
Members. 

7.  Subscribers  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually  are  entitled  to 

a  free  l>ed.  « 

S.  The  visitors  for  each  month  shall  be  chosen  from  the  body  of  Directors. 

9.  The  Medical  Officers  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  Resident  Physicians, 
one  or  more  Attending  Physicians,  and  not  less  than  two  Consulting  Physicians, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

10.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  October,  at 
which  time  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  read. 

11.  The  annual  subscription  shall  date  from  the  first  day  of  October. 

12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  give  notice  of  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  in  one  or  more  papers.  Of  this  and  all  special  meetings,  the  Secretary 
shall  notify  the  Directors  by  letter. 

13.  1  he  Directors  shall  hold  a  regular  monthly  meeting  for  the  transaction 
of  the  hospital  business. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  the  clerk  of 
the  Corporation,  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the  meetings  and  doings  of  the 
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Directors  and  of  the  society,  and  to  conduct  all  necessary  correspondence, 
subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  Directors.  Also  to  prepare  a  full  report 
to  be  read  at  the  annual  meeting. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys 
on  account  of  the  society,  and  to  keep  careful  account  thereof,  open  at  all 
times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Directors,  with  proper  vouchers  for  all  payments. 

16.  The  Auditor  shall  examine  the  accounts  annually,  and  oftener  if  nec¬ 
essary,  and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident  Physician  to  submit  to  the  Board 
of  Directors,  at  the  annual  meeting,  such  report  of  the  year’s  labor  as  may 
be  deemed  profitable  to  the  objects  and  interests  of  the  institution. 

18.  The  visitors  of  the  month  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  the 
Hospital  during  the  month,  co-operating  with  the  permanent  officers  of  the 
institution. 

19.  Five  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  their  Board. 

20.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  sufficient  for  transaction  of  all 
business  at  any  special  meeting  of  the  society. 

21.  The  Directors  may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  their  number  during 
the  year. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  by  the  Secretary,  on 
the  written  request  of  three  Directors. 

22.  The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  society  by  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  two  weeks’  notice  that  amendments  are 
proposed  being  given  by  advertisement.

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AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  ENGLAND  HOSPITAL  FOR 

WOMEN  AND  CHILDREN. 


Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follozus  :  — 

Section  i.  Lucy  Goddard,  Marie  E.  Zakrzewska,  Ednah  D. 
Cheney,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by 
the  name  of  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  in  the  city  of  Boston  or  its  vicinity 
a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  the  diseases  of  women  and  children,  and  of 
giving  therein  clinical  instruction  to  female  students  of  medicine,  and  of 
training  nurses  ;  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the 
duties,  liabilities,  and  restrictions  set  forth  in  the  sixty-eighth  chapter  of  the 
General  Statutes. 

Section  2.  The  said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate  not 
exceeding  in  value  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceed¬ 
ing  in  value  fifty  thousand  dollars,  all  of  which  shall  be  devoted  to  the  pur¬ 
pose  aforesaid. 

Approved  March  12,  1863. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  to  hold 
additional  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Property. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows :  — 

Section  i.  The  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  real  estate  not  exceeding  in  value 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding 
in  value  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  instead  of  the  amounts  of 
real  estate  and  personal  property  authorized  by  its  act  of  incorporation. 
Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Form  of  Endowment  of  a  Free  Bed  in  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children. 

The  donor  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  bed 
which  shall  always  be  free ;  to  nominate  an  occupant  for  such  bed,  and  to 
appoint  a  successor  to  the  right  of  nomination  for  such  occupancy. 

Every  successor,  for  the  time  being,  to  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  suc¬ 
cessor  who  shall  in  turn  have  the  like  power  of  nomination  for  occupancy. 

The  occupant,  however,  must  be  in  needy  circumstances,  the  case  one 
suitable  for  said  Hospital,  and  the  nomination  in  conformity  with  the  by¬ 
laws,  rules,  and  regulations  of  the  same.

SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 


For  the  Year  ending1  Sept.  30,  1886. 


The  work  of  our  Hospital  has  become  so  well  recognized 
a  part  of  the  life  of  the  community,  as  well  as  of  our  own  indi¬ 
vidual  lives,  that  we  are  hardly  conscious  of  its  magnitude  and 
value,  unless  we  gather  up  the  experience  of  a  year  in  a  con¬ 
densed  report,  or  take  the  opposite  method  of  fixing  our  atten¬ 
tion  upon  a  personal  experience  and  letting  the  imagination 
picture  the  change  made  in  the  life  of  a  woman  by  the  help 
given  to  her  here.  1 

The  relation  of  hospitals  to  the  community  is  very  different 
from  what  it  was  even  within  the  memory  of  many  here  pres¬ 
ent.  Hospitals  were  formerly  a  painful  necessity,  established 
to  meet  the  exigencies  of  war  or  as  a  religious  foundation  of 
charity,  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  poor  and  needy.  In  the  first 
case,  the  utter  insufficiency  of  the  supply  to  the  demand  made 
them  places  where  human  beings  were  too  often  crowded  to¬ 
gether,  a  mass  of  suffering  with  little  help  and  comfort,  and 
hardly  allowed  the  means  to  “  die  with  decency.”  The  accounts 
of  the  early  condition  of  the  famous  Maison  de  Dieu  and  other 
French  hospitals  are  quite  sufficient  to  justify  the  popular  horror 
of  such  institutions,  so  that  “  to  die  in  a  hospital  ”  was  the  last 
expression  of  neglect  and  contempt. 

The  science  of  medicine  and  surgery  has  become  so  much 
more  complex  that  it  often  needs  for  its  application  the  ma¬ 
chinery  of  a  hospital,  with  its  staff  of  trained  watchers  and 
nurses,  so  that  those  who  have  good  homes  and  the  command 
of  all  that  wealth  can  procure  still  find  their  best  chance  of 
recovery  in  a  well-ordered  institution,  where  efficient  help  cam 
be  administered,  and  where,  by  a  wise  and  kind  authority,  the 
patient  may  be  secured  from  unwise  intrusions. 

The  confidence  thus  shown  in  hospitals  in  general,  and  our 
own  in  particular,  has  largely  dissipated  the  prejudice  which 
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has  prevented  many  a  sufferer  from  obtaining  relief  from  hos¬ 
pital  treatment.  To  secure  this  confidence  from  all  classes  in 
the  community,  and  thus  enable  the  institution  to  fulfil  its 
whole  beneficent  mission  to  society,  the  utmost  care  must  be 
exercised  by  those  in  charge  of  it,  that  the  feelings  and  inter¬ 
ests  of  humanity  should  not  be  sacrificed  even  to  the  claims 
of  science,  and  that  the  welfare  of  the  patient  should  be  the 
object  held  steadily  in  view.  We  believe  that  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  women  into  the  medical  profession,  and  into  the  care 
and  management  of  hospitals,  has  promoted  this  most  desirable 
result,  and  that  their  influence  has  extended  even  where  they  have 
not  direct  control.  While  claiming  for  our  own  work  that  we  have 
most  religiously  maintained  the  great  principles  of  humanity  and 
thorough  consideration  for  the  rights  and  wants  of  the  humblest 
patient  within  our  wards,  we  most  cheerfully  bear  testimony  to 
the  high  excellence  of  the  larger  hospitals  in  this  city,  with  whom 
we  have  had  cordial  relations  of  mutual  co-operation  and  inter¬ 
change  of  patients,  where  special  reasons  seemed  to  render  the 
one  or  the  other  better  fitted  to  promote  their  welfare. 

The  Directors  feel  pride  and  satisfaction  in  the  general  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Hospital  throughout  the  year.  We  have  to  report  a 
change  in  our  Resident  Physician.  Dr.  Pagelsen  left  us  on  the 
i  st  of  October,  to  become  the  wife  of  a  physician,  and  to  con¬ 
tinue  her  professional  career  under  those  happy  auspices  at  Idaho 
Springs,  Col.  We  have  appointed  as  her  successor  Dr.  Anne  A. 
Angell,  of  New  York,  who  has  already  had  a  number  of  years’ 
experience  in  institutions,  and  who  comes  to  us  highly  recom¬ 
mended  by  Dr.  Mary  Putnam  Jacobi  and  Dr.  Emily  Blackwell,  of 
New  York.  We  hope  that  this  relation  will  prove  satisfactory  and 
lasting. 

The  great  work,  the  education  and  the  recognition  of  women  as 
physicians,  is  steadily  progressing,  women  having  been  admitted 
into  the  Massachusetts  and  other  medical  societies.  We  are 
pleased  to  record  that  our  former  Resident  Physician,  Dr.  Sarah 
Crawford,  has  been  elected  a  censor  of  the  Norfolk  District  Med¬ 
ical  Society. 

We  have  made  no  change  in  the  staff  of  physicians  since  the 
opening  of  the  year.  We  have  always  found  our  consulting  phy¬ 
sicians  and  surgeons  ready  and  willing  to  give  advice  and  assist¬ 
ance  whenever  it  is  asked,  and  we  offer  them  our  cordial  thanks 
for  their  uniform  courtesy  and  aid.

The  household  has  gone  on  steadily  and  harmoniously,  the 
Matron,  Assistant  Matron,  and  Housekeeper,  appointed  a  year 
ago,  having  proved  capable,  economical,  and  efficient ;  and  we  are 
glad  to  be  able  to  report  no  change  in  this  department. 

The  interest  in  the  Training-school  for  Nurses  steadily  in¬ 
creases,  and  the  trained  nurse  has  become  a  recognized  and  im-  . 
portant  functionary  in  society.  Each  hospital  offers  some  special 
advantages  for  such  training,  but  we  believe  that  ours  does  not 
fall  behind  any  others  in  the  thoroughness  of  its  instruction.  We 
have  constantly  a  large  number  of  applicants  ;  and  our  graduates 
readily  obtain  employment,  and  seldom  fail  to  give  satisfaction. 
Still,  we  must  remember  that  the  training  of  any  school  is  but  the 
beginning  of  wisdom.  It  is  only  the  experience  of  life  that  can 
make  a  perfect  nurse ;  and  we  must  not  wonder  if  the  old  nurse, 
who  has  gathered  wisdom  from  hard  and  long  experience,  gives 
often  more  satisfaction  than  the  young  graduate,  who  has  done 
well  in  the  regular  life  of  a  hospital,  but  has  yet  to  learn  how 
to  meet  all  the  trials  and  difficulties  of  a  business  career.  To 
aid  her  in  this,  the  months  of  nursing  among  the  poor  have  been 
added  to  the  course ;  and  the  best  of  our  nurses  most  cordially 
recognize  the  great  value  of  the  experience  thus  gained. 

The  Dispensary  Committee  will  give  you  the  details  of  their 
important  work.  I  wish,  however,  to  speak  here  of  its  great 
educational  value.  We  have  been  cheered  and  encouraged  by 
hearing  from  old  graduates  that  the  year’s  residence  at  the  Hos¬ 
pital  is  of  inestimable  value  to  the  physician.  “  It  is  worth  five 
years  of  private  practice,”  said  one.  Another  said  to  a  young 
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physician,  “Nothing  would  make  up  to  a  woman  starting  in  the 
profession  for  the  loss  of  a  clinical  training  in  that  Hospital.” 
After  the  slower  training  in  the  full  care  of  the  sick  at  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  the  experience  of  the  four  months  at  the  Dispensary  enables 
the  young  doctor  to  see  a  large  variety  of  cases ;  and,  in  this  more 
immediate  relation  to  actual  life,  she  learns  how  people  live  and 
what  are  the  causes  of  disease,  she  feels  the  bearing  of  want 
and  sorrow  upon  health,  and  learns  how  she  must  do  her  work 
under  even  most  unfavorable  conditions. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  will  show  a  gain  in  our  financial  condi¬ 
tion  from  the  payment  of  certain  legacies,  some  of  them  long 
expected. 

Our  subscription  list  has  somewhat  increased ;  but  it  still  does 
not  meet  the  deficit  in  the  annual  expenses,  for  which  extraordi¬ 
nary  efforts  must  be  made.  We  have  had  few  entertainments  this 
year,  but  are  indebted  to  Miss  Helen  Kimball  for  the  plan  of 
a  lawn-party,  which  took  place  on  our  grounds  June  18,  and  was 
both  delightful  and  remunerative. 

A  subject  of  great  interest  is  the  care  of  giving  out-door  refresh¬ 
ment  to  our  patients  in  summer,  and  even  in  winter.  Any  visitor 
to  the  Hospital  this  summer  must  have  seen  with  pleasure  the 
number  of  patients  sitting  in  easy-chairs  or  lying  on  cot-beds 
under  the  shelter  of  our  little  group  of  cedars,  and  drinking  in 
the  healing  influences  of  sun  and  air.  This  treatment  is  not  only 
very  important  for  the  recovery  of  our  own  patients,  but  as  demon¬ 
strating  the  value  of  such  natural  hygienic  influences ;  but,  like 
all  the  best  things  in  life,  this  good  cannot  be  secured  without 
much  labor  and  expense.  Many  of  the  patients  must  be  carried 
down  and  up  stairs ;  and  this  makes  us  desire  more  than  ever  the 
convenience  of  an  elevator,  which  would  save  much  very  hard 
work. 

We  look  also  with  longing  eyes  to  the  open  space  on  the  oppo¬ 
site  side  of  the  r  street,  the  possession  of  which  would  secure  us 
from  the  intrusion  of  noise  and  discomfort,  and  enable  us  to  ex¬ 
tend  our  workjin  the  future. 

1  he  necessity  of  a  Nurses’  Home  also  becomes  more  and  more 
pressing.  We  have  made  plans  and  secured  estimates  for  the 
plainest  building  that  would  serve  our  immediate  purpose,  but  as 
yet  we  have'not  the  means  to  build  it  and  carry  it  on. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  name  here  all  the  kind  help  we  have 
received  in  donations  and  personal  service.  Messrs.  Rueter  & 
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Alley  have  again  liberally  supplied  all  the  ale  and  beer  which  have 
been  needed  in  the  Hospital,  and  the  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Union  have  helped  us  in  the  fresh-air  treatment  by  giving  our 
patients  an  occasional  ride.  Everybody  has  loved  to  help  us,  and 
all  is  gratefully  remembered.  One  of  our  visitors  found  two  little 
boys  seated  on  the  doorsteps,  making  up  bunches  of  flowers  for 
“  the  sick  ladies.”  The  gospel  of  love  is  thus  taught  by  object 
lessons  to  all  who  see  our  work. 

We  close  the  year  with  renewed  confidence  and  faith  in  the 
success  of  our  work,  but  we  still  need  as  ever  the  active  co-opera¬ 
tion  and  generous  help  of  all  who  believe  in  the  New  England 
Hospital  for  Women  and  Children. 
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DISPENSARY  REPORT. 


In  the  morning  clinics  of  the  Dispensary,  during  the  past  year, 
11,073  visits  have  been  received  from  patients.  Prescriptions  in 
these  clinics  (including  applications  to  diseased  surfaces)  amount 
to  17,094;  while,  in  the  out-practice,  2,429  prescriptions  have  been 
dispensed. 

The  books  of  the  Dispensary  show  that  4,184  new  patients  have 
been  seen  in  the  clinics,  and  1,051  by  the  internes  in  their  homes, 
making,  a  total  of  5,235.  Of  this  number,  4,424  were  adults,  and 
81 1  children. 

The  apparent  predominance  of  Americans  is  due  to  our  statis¬ 
tics  including  children  of  foreign  extraction,  and  to  the  fact  that  a 
considerable  number  of  the  gynecological  patients  belong  to  the 
lower  middle  class,  whose  narrow  means  do  not  admit  of  an  ex¬ 
tended  course  of  treatment  at  a  private  office. 

The  “  Abuse  of  Medical  Charity  ”  has  been,  of  late,  a  subject 
of  much  discussion  in  both  England  and  America ;  and  a  variety 
of  plans  has  been  suggested  for  the  correction  of  this  evil.  At 
least  a  partial  solution  of  the  problem  has  been  attained  in  our 
Dispensary  during  the  past  six  months.  Each  patient  is  required 
to  sign  a  statement,  giving  the  name  and  address  of  some  respon¬ 
sible  person  as  reference.

i  hese  blanks  are  bound  in  book  form ;  and,  in  any  question¬ 
able  case,  the  attending  physician,  after  recording  all  data  on 


the  stub,  cuts  out  the  signed  statement,  and  sends  it  to  the  As¬ 
sociated  Charities  for  investigation.  We  have  found  the  practi¬ 
cal  effect  of  this  plan  to  be  a  sifting  out  of  many  who,  because 
paying  a  small  sum  for  medicines,  had  not  considered  them¬ 
selves  as  cha?'ity  patients,  and  who  soon  discovered,  when  asked 
for  a  reference,  that  they  preferred  to  pay  for  office  treatment 
of  the  cases  investigated ;  but  very  few  have  proved  unworthy,  and 
the  physicians  feel  that  more  real  good  is  now  being  accomplished 
than  when,  as  formerly,  the  excessive  number  of  patients  pre¬ 
vented  due  attention  to  individual  cases. 

The  system  of  Dispensary  nursing  continues  to  prove  very  satis¬ 
factory.  Our  nurses  have  made  1,865  visits,  of  which  1,159  were 
to  lying-in  women,  591  to  medical,  and  115  to  surgical  cases. 

The  Dispensary  staff  has  been  increased  by  the  creation  of  a 
corps  of  Substitute  and  Assistant  Physicians,  to  whom  we  are 
indebted  for  valuable  assistance  during  the  absence  of  regular 
members  of  the  staff. 

Our  Apothecary,  Miss  Marian  Johnson,  still  continues  her  faith¬ 
ful  and  efficient  services. 

We  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  many  kind  donations 
of  Messrs.  Kelley  &  Durkee  and  of  the  firm  of  Parke,  Davis  & 
Co.,  through  their  representative,  Mr.  Raymond,  and  in  again 
expressing  our  continued  indebtedness  to  the  South  End  Diet 
Kitchen,  whose  Directors  so  generously  co-operate  in  our  chari¬ 
table  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN. 


During  the  year  from  Oct.  i,  1885,  to  Oct.  1,  1886,  there 
were  treated  in  the  Hospital  379  patients.  Of  these,  38  were 
in  the  Hospital  Oct.  1,  1885,  and  341  were  admitted  during  the 
year.  The  whole  number  of  patients  treated  has  not  been  so 
large  as  during  the  preceding  year.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
for  nearly  six  weeks,  during  the  whole  of  the  month  of  March 
and  the  latter  part  of  February,  most  of  the  wards  were  closed 
while  they  were  being  painted,  and  the  plumbing  in  the  bath¬ 
rooms  throughout  the  house  was  carefully  looked  over.

Of  the  379  patients  treated  during  the  year,  179  were  free  and 
200  paying.  Of  the  latter,  128  paid  the  full  price,  and  72  were 
free  part  of  the  time. 

The  whole  number  of  days  given  to  free  patients  is  5,9 16J. 
This  represents  but  a  small  portion  of  the  applications  for  aid 
from  really  worthy  persons.  Scarcely  a  day  passes  but  one  or 
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more  must  be  refused.  Our  free  beds  do  a  vast  amount  of  good, 
not  only  in  the  way  of  relieving  pain  and  suffering,  but  in  re¬ 
storing  to  usefulness  and  making  self-supporting  a  large  number 
of  otherwise  helpless  women.  They  are  always  filled,  and  the 
occupants  are  grateful  for  the  care  they  have  received  and  the 
improvement  they  have  experienced.

The  cases  marked  “  Discharged  with  no  change  ”  remained  in  the 
Hospital  too  short  a  time  to  receive  any  benefit  whatever. 

At  the  Maternity  Cottage,  we  have  to  record  the  happy  expe¬ 
rience  of  not  a  single  case  of  puerperal  fever ;  also,  the  some¬ 
what  remarkable  fact  of  the  birth  of  five  pairs  of  twins  in  as  many 
months.  All  of  these  were  born  alive  and  well,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  one  child,  which  bore  evidence  of  having  been  dead  for 
some  time. 

One  case  of  measles  appeared  in  the  children’s  ward  ;  and  four 
cases  of  erysipelas  were  transferred  immediately  to  annex  No.  2, 
and  no  further  trouble  experienced. 

In  closing  this,  my  report  as  Resident  Physician  of  th,e  Hos¬ 
pital,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Directors  for  their  kind 
support  and  assistance  during  the  year.

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TREASURER’S  REPORT. 

Sept.  30,  1886. 


We  have  realized  this  year  $5,000  on  our  Sinking  Fund,  and 
have  used  besides  $3,000  of  the  Francis  Amory  Fund,  and  have 
paid  off  our  mortgage  debt  of  $8,000,  which  was  due  to  others. 
The  only  mortgage  debt  now  owing  is  $7,000, —  a  mortgage  on  our 
adjoining  land,  held  by  two  of  our  funds,  which  must  be  replaced 
before  the  Hospital  is  wholly  free  from  mortgages. 

We  have  received  five  legacies  during  the  year  :  $5,000  from 
the  estate  of  Mrs.  Valeria  G.  Stone,  by  Messrs.  Alpheus  Hardy 
and  W.  H.  Wilcox,  trustees,  unrestricted,  except  so  far  as  holding 
the  trustees  harmless  for  its  payment ;  $5,000  from  the  estate  of 
Mr.  John  L.  D’Wolf,  by  Messrs.  William  I.  Bowditch  and  Henry 
Guild,  executors,  “  for  the  support  of  a  room  to  bear  the  name  of 
his  deceased  wife  ” ;  $300  from  the  estate  of  Miss  Caroline  Simp¬ 
kins,  by  Messrs.  Samuel  G.  Simpkins  and  George  P.  Bangs,  execu¬ 
tors,  unrestricted;  $20,000  from  the  estate  of  Mr.  Francis  Amory, 
by  Messrs.  George  A.  Goddard  and  Samuel  Snow,  his  executors, 
the  terms  being  “from  which  one  free  bed  shall  be  provided  and 
maintained”;  and  $750  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Fenno  Tudor,  by 
Messrs.  John  C.  Ropes  and  George  A.  Dary,  executors,  unre¬ 
stricted. 

Through  the  efforts  of  one  of  our  directors,  Miss  Kimball,  a 
lawn  party  was  held  near  the  Hospital,  which  has  realized  $450, 
and  this  sum  is  to  go  toward  the  $10,000  fund  we  are  trying  to 
raise.  There  is  now  promised  toward  this  fund  $8,025,  and  we 
hope  soon  to  get  the  remaining  $1,975.  We  print  a  list  show¬ 
ing  the  subscribers  to  the  $10,000  fund. 

A  final  balance  of  $15.83  from  the  Hospital  Sunday  Fund  was 
paid  to  us  by  the  executors  of  its  late  treasurer,  Mr.  Henry  P. 
Kidder. 
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We  have  invested  for  income  all  the  above  legacies,  but  still 
have  uninvested  $1,000  belonging  to  the  Susan  Dimock  Free  Bed 
Fund  and  Elizabeth  Dorr  bequest,  the  proceeds  of  called  bonds, 
which  sum  is  allowed  five  per  cent,  interest,  as  if  borrowed.  We 
have  invested,  temporarily,  nearly  half  the  legacies  in  railroad 
bonds,  but  are  gradually  changing  the  investment  to  city  mort¬ 
gages,  of  which  it  is  thought  best  to  hold  a  larger  proportion. 
We  do  not  favor  Western  mortgages. 

The  Dispensary,  after  being  charged  a  moderate  rent  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  income  of  the  funds  invested  therein,  shows  a  profit  this 
year  of  $58.29,  on  making  our  own  medicines  there. 

Our  current  expenses  are  $1,367.13  less  this  year  than  last,  and 
$2,907.10  less  than  two  years  ago;  but  our  current  receipts  are 
$2,012.84  less  than  last  year,  and  only  $385.31  more  than  two 
years  ago,  so  that  we  are  making  a  floating  debt.  The  saving  in 
expense  was  mostly  on  vegetables,  groceries,  and  meat,  and  on 
repairs  and  wages.  The  repairs  have  steadily  diminished  the  last 
four  years,  as  was  expected,  by  about  42  per  cent,  in  all.  The 
payments  for  free  beds  are  $340  less  than  last  year,  with  one  less 
free  bed.  The  receipts  for  board  and  treatment  are  $2,312.97 
less,  a  change  from  the  last  three  years.  Subscriptions  and  dona¬ 
tions  are  $526.05  larger  than  last  year;  but  this  includes  an  esti¬ 
mated  value  of  $428.76  for  donations  in  kind,  which  are  charged 
to  ward  supplies,  in  order  to  show  all  that  is  expended.  Our 
poultry-yard  shows,  at  fair  market  prices,  a  product  of  $238.76, 
which  goes  upon  our  meat  account. 

There  have  been  no  entertainments  given  for  us  this  year.  We 
close  the  year  with  a  mortgage  of  $7,000,  held  by  our  funds,  and 
a  floating  debt  of  about  $2,300,  which  will  increase  until  our  fair 
relieves  us.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  NURSES. 


During  the  last  hospital  year,  nine  nurses  have  graduated. 
Sixteen  young  women  have  been  accepted  after  their  term  of 
probation.  One  only  of  these  has  fallen  out  of  the  ranks ;  -and, 
in  this  instance,  physical  inability  was  the  cause. 

We  are  glad  to  mark  a  gain  in  this  respect  from  year  to  year, 
a  much  larger  proportion  of  those  who  enter  completing  their 
entire  course.  The  testimony  of  physicians  and  patients  leads 
us  to  believe  that  we  have  now  in  the  Hospital  a  faithful  and 
devoted  corps  of  nurses,  each  inspired  with  a  desire  to  do  honor 
to  her  profession. 

Each  nurse  takes  one  month  at  the  Dispensary,  caring  for  the 
poor  out-patients  under  the  direction  of  the  physicians, —  a  bene¬ 
fit  alike  to  the  nurses  and  to  the  sick  poor  to  whom  they  min¬ 
ister.  We  have  entered  upon  the  arrangement,  anticipated  in 
our  last  Report,  of  sending  out  our  nurses  to  private  cases  before 
completing  their  hospital  course ;  and,  whenever  it  has  been  car¬ 
ried  into  effect,  it  has  proved  satisfactory,  we  believe,  to  all  parties. 

We  have  had  unavoidable  changes  the  last  three  months  in  our 
superintendents.  Miss  Billings,  who  had  filled  the  position  very 
efficiently  for  more  than  a  year,  left,  to  our  regret,  in  July;  and 
we  were  obliged  to  fill  the  vacancy  with  temporary  substitutes. 
We  have  now,  however,  secured  the  services  of  one  of  our  former 
graduates,  Miss  Sarah  L.  Adams,  who  is  heartily  interested  in 
the  work,  and  who,  we  feel  sure,  will  spare  no  effort  to  fill  the 
position  acceptably  to  all. 

The  need  must  be  again  repeated  of  a  Nurses’  Home ;  but 
we  wait  for  a  special  endowment  to  enable  us  to  carry  into  effect 
this  project,  which  would  contribute  so  largely  to  the  comfort 
of  our  nurses,  and  at  the  same  time  furnish  us  with  extra  rooms 
often  needed  in  the  Hospital.

BY-LAWS 


«  OF  THE 

New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children. 

AS  ADOPTED  UNDER  THE  ACT  OF  INCORPORATION,  FRIDAY,  JUNE  5,  1863, 

AND  AS  AMENDED  UP  TO  NOV.  IO,  1869. 


1.  The  name  of  the  institution  shall  be  The  New  England  Hospital  for 
Women  and  Children. 

2.  The  objects  of  the  institution  shall  be:  — 

I.  To  provide  for  women  medical  aid  of  competent  physicians  of 
their  own  sex. 

II.  To  assist  educated  women  in  the  practical  study  of  medicine. 

III.  To  train  nurses  for  the  care  of  the  sick. 

3.  The  Government  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  forty 
Directors,  who  shall  have  the  entire  management  of  the  business  of  the  insti¬ 
tution. 

4.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  chosen  from  the  Board  by  the  Directors. 

5.  Subscribers  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

6.  Subscribers  paying  fifty  dollars  at  any  one  time  may  be  considered  L’fe 
Members. 

7.  Subscribers  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually  are  entitled  to  a 
free  bed. 

8.  The  visitors  for  each  month  shall  be  chosen  from  the  body  of  Directors. 

9.  The  Medical  Officers  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  Resident  Physicians, 
one  or  more  Attending  Physicians,  and  not  less  than  two  Consulting  Physicians, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

10.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  October,  at 
which  time  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  read. 

11.  The  annual  subscription  shall  date  from  the  first  day  of  October. 

12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  give  notice  of  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  in  one  or  more  papers.  Of  this  and  all  special  meetings  the  Secretary 
shall  notify  the  Directors  by  letter. 

13.  The  Directors  shall  hold  a  regular  monthly  meeting  for  the  transaction 
of  the  hospital  business. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  the  clerk  of 
the  Corporation,  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the  meetings  and  doings  of  the 
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Directors  and  of  the  society,  and  to  conduct  all  necessary  correspondence, 
subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  Directors.  Also,  to  prepare  a  full  report 
to  be  read  at  the  annual  meeting. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys 
on  account  of  the  society,  and  to  keep  careful  account  thereof,  open  at  all 
times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Directors,  with  proper  vouchers  for  all  payments. 

16.  The  Auditor  shall  examine  the  accounts  annually,  and  oftener  if  nec¬ 
essary,  and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident  Physician  to  submit  to  the  Board 
of  Directors,  at  the  annual  meeting,  such  report  of  the  year’s  labor  as  may 
be  deemed  profitable  to  the  objects  and  interests  of  the  institution. 

18.  The  visitors  of  the  month  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  the  Hospital 
during  the  month,  co-operating  with  the  permanent  officers  of  the  institution. 

19.  Five  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  their  Board. 

20.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  sufficient  for  transaction  of  all 
business  at  any  special  meeting  of  the  society. 

21.  The  Directors  may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  their  number  during  the 
year. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  by  the  Secretary,  on 

the  written  request  of  three  Directors.

22.  The  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  society  by  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  two  weeks’  notice  that  amendments  are 
proposed  being  given  by  advertisement.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

For  the  Year  ending  October  1,  1887. 


As  this  year  is  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  foundation  of 
this  Hospital,  and  it  is  desired  to  continue  the  history  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  from  1882  to  the  present  date,  it  is  unnecessary  to  make  so 
full  a  report  as  usual,  and  I  shall  only  note  the  most  important 
changes  occurring  during  the  year.  Our  Resident  Physician,  Dr. 
Anna  A.  Angell,  was  obliged  to  leave  us  in  July.  We  have  sup¬ 
plied  her  place  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Helen  M.  Bissell,  as  we 
trust,  both  satisfactorily  and  permanently. 

After  many  unavoidable  changes,  we  have  engaged  Miss  Eugenia 
Hurd  as  Superintendent  of  nurses,  and  hope  that  the  arrangement 
will  prove  a  lasting  one. 

These  changes  have  caused  some  inconveniences,  but  the  Phy¬ 
sicians,  Internes,  and  Nurses  have  cheerfully  endeavored  to  fill  up 
deficiencies,  so  that  the  usefulness  of  the  Hospital  has  not  been 
seriously  impaired. 

The  only  new  officer  of  the  Hospital  is  a  fine  Jersey  cow,  pre¬ 
sented  by  one  of  the  Directors.  She  has  proved  very  useful,  and 
our  Resident  Physician  thinks  her  a  valuable  assistant.  We  have 
had  ample  pasturage  for  her  during  the  summer. 

A  former  patient  in  the  Hospital  conceived  the  plan  of  applying 
to  every  ex-patient  for  a  subscription  towards  erecting  an  elevator. 
She  sent  out  3,000  appeals, of  which  2,500  have  not  been  heard  from, 
and  400  were  returned  from  the  dead  letter  office ;  a  few  more  brought 
only  kind  words,  and  a  wish  for  ability  to  help.  The  remainder 
contained  different  sums  of  money,  amounting  in  all  to  $464.00.  The 
expenses,  $64.00,  being  deducted,  leaves  $400  to  be  applied  to  the 
desired  purpose.  We  offer  our  hearty  thanks  for  this  earnest  and 
laborious  service.  The  same  generous  kindness  in  donations  has 
been  extended  to  us  in  this  as  in  former  years. 

I  herewith  tender  my  resignation  as  Secretary,  but  cannot  do  so 
without  an  expression  of  gratitude  to  all  my  fellow-workers,  and  es¬ 
pecially  to  my  Assistant  Secretary,  Miss  Ellen  E.  Farnham,  whose 
faithful  and  efficient  assistance  has  made  the  duty  of  the  office  easy 
and  agreeable,  and  also  to  Mrs.  Mary  C.  E.  Barnard,  who  has  filled 
her  place  during  her  long  absence  in  Europe.

REPORT  OF  THE  DISPENSARY. 


For  tlie  Year  ending-  September  30,  1887. 


During  the  past  year,  the  number  of  consultations  in  the  morning 
clinics  has  been  9,275,  or  an  average  of  29  per  day.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  visits  made  to  patients  in  their  homes  has  been  3,606,  or 
an  average  of  ten  per  day. 

The  number  of  individual  patients  at  the  Dispensary  was  3,476, 
and  the  number  treated  at  their  homes  was  890,  making  a  total 
of  4,366.  Of  this  number,  3,530  were  adults,  836  were  children. 

The  Dispensary  records  show  that  14,763  prescriptions  have  been 
given  to  patients  visiting  the  clinics,  and  3,251  were  given  to  those 
attended  at  their  homes. 

Of  the  4,366  patients,  1,095,  because  of  their  extreme  poverty, 
have  received  their  medicines  free  of  cost. 

The  clinical  work  at  the  Dispensary  has  been  somewhat  smaller 
than  during  last  year.  It  is  believed  that  this  is  owing  in  great 
measure  to  the  practice,  introduced  a  year  ago,  of  requiring  each 
patient  applying  for  advice  and  treatment  to  write  her  signature 
under  the  statement  that  she  is  compelled  to  seek  medical  charity. 

This  has  now  become  quite  generally  known,  and  doubtless  deters 
many  from  attending  the  Dispensary,  who  might  otherwise  seek 
free  medical  aid,  although  able  to  pay  a  small  fee. 

The  system  of  Dispensary  nursing  has  continued  to  give  very 
satisfactory  results.  The  nurses  have  made  1,576  visits,  of  which 
990  were  to  obstetrical  cases,  117  to  surgical,  and  469  to  medical 
cases. 

Only  those  who  have  worked  among  Dispensary  patients  without 
the  help  of  a  nurse  can  fully  realize  of  how  great  advantage  this 
assistance  is. 
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One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  we  have  to  meet  with  in  work  is; 
the  ignorance  of  patients  and  their  friends  in  regard  to  the  proper 
preparation  of  food,  and  the  application  of  Hygienic  principles  in 
every  respect.  The  nurse  can  direct  them  in  many  ways,  for  which 
the  doctor,  with  her  numerous  calls,  cannot  give  the  time.  The  ex¬ 
perience  is  very  beneficial  to  the  nurse  herself,  as  she  is  thrown 
entirely  on  her  own  resources,  and  must  learn  to  get  along  with  few 
or  none  of  the  conveniences  ready  for  use  in  the  Hospital.  The 
nurses,  as  a  rule,  realize  the  advantages  of  the  work  to  themselves, 
and  in  many  cases  would  like  the  term  at  the  Dispensary  to  be  ex¬ 
tended.  It  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  this  feature  of  our  Training; 
School  may  become  a  permanent  part  of  the  system. 

The  extra  Interne  coming  in  each  morning  from  the  Hospital 
to  the  Dispensary  insures  to  the  attending  Physicians  all  the  assist¬ 
ance  they  could  desire.  By  this  arrangement,  the  morning  clinics 
are  never  interrupted,  although  it  may  sometimes  happen  that  both 
the  regular  Internes  are  called  away. 

The  South  End  Diet  Kitchen  has  continued  to  be  of  great  ser¬ 
vice  in  our  charitable  work.  It  goes  without  saying  that  the  best 
medical  attendance  is  of  comparatively  little  avail  without  nourish¬ 
ing  food,  and  that  the  value  of  our  medical  attendance  among  the 
poor  is  very  much  enhanced  through  the  assistance  rendered  by 
this  excellent  institution. 

The  Internes  co-operate  heartily  with  the  physicians  in  their  work, 
and  prove  themselves  zealous  and  competent. 

Miss  Marian  E.  Johnson  continues  to  hold  the  position  of  apothe¬ 
cary  faithfully  and  efficiently. 

The  Janitress  deserves  honorable  mention  for  her  painstaking; 
care,  thereby  adding  much  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the 
establishment.

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REPORT  OF  RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN. 


I  come,  with  much  hesitation,  to  report  the  work  of  the' 
Hospital  for  the  year,  as  I  have  only  occupied  my  position  three 
months,  and  so  necessarily  am  unable  to  present  it  in  a  man¬ 
ner  which  its  extent  and  the  gravity  of  the  cases  treated  should 
demand. 

There  has  been  but  one  epidemic  this  year,  and  that  one  of 
measles,  when  the  children  were  so  promptly  isolated,  no  trouble 
resulted  therefrom. 

The  need  of  a  new  maternity  building  is  daily  felt,  and  I 
would  urge  upon  the  Directors  and  generous  public  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  the  speedy  erection  of  a  larger  house  than  the  one  in 
use  at  present.  We  also  need  different  accommodations  for  our 
nurses,  who  now  occupy  valuable  space,  which  would  far  better 
be  used  for  surgical  work.  The  latter  is  becoming  of  great 
importance,  as  patients  apply  more  and  more,  and  physicians  in 
our  neighborhood  urge  them  to  come  to  us,  for  surgical  aid  in 
diseases  of  the  most  serious  nature.  Since  my  sojourn  in  the 
Hospital,  we  have  had  six  abdominal  operations,  and  all  recov¬ 
ered.  Such  a  record  would  speak  well  for  any  institution,  and 
reflects  great  credit  on  our  women  surgeons.  As  I  understand, 
this  Hospital  was  especially  founded  for  the  purpose  of  proving 
the  capacity  of  women  physicians  and  surgeons,  as  well  as  to 
give  clinical  instruction  to  young  women  graduates,  this  part 
of  our  work  is  pre-eminently  dear,  and  deserves  all  the  financial 
assistance  that  an  enlightened  and  progressive  community  can 
render. 

We  also  want  more  free  beds,  so  that  I  shall  not  so  often 
be  placed  in  the  sad  and  painful  position  of  being  obliged  to 
refuse  admission  to  afflicted  applicants.

REPORT  OF  TREASURER. 

September  30,  1887. 


The  Ten  Thousand  Dollar  Fund  has  gradually  grown,  until 
pledged  in  full.  This  year  $6,576.87  has  been  received,  making 
the  total  $10,326.87.  The  Directors  have  voted  to  use  the  amount 
towards  cancelling  our  floating  debt.  We  print  a  list  of  the  givers 
of  this  fund. 

We  have  had  another  large  gift  and  five  legacies.  Mr.  G.  F. 
T.  Reed  gave  us  $5,000,  soon  after  the  completion  of  the  Ten 
Thousand  Dollar  Fund.  This  was  unrestricted.  We  received  $500 
from  the  estate  of  Mr.  Benjamin  Thaxter,  by  his  executor,  Mr.  M. 
R.  Wendell,  which  is  unrestricted.  Mrs.  Anne  M.  Sweetser  gave  us 
$6,000,  to  found  a  free  bed  in  the  name  of  her  late  husband,  Mr. 
Isaac  Sweetser.  From  the  estate  of  Mr.  Isaac  D.  Farnsworth  we 
received  $10,000,  by  his  executors,  Messrs.  Elisha  Atkins,  Jona¬ 
than  A.  Lane,  and  A.  C.  Washburn.  This  was  unrestricted.  Miss 
Louisa  Smith  left  us  $50  for  the  Gannett  Free  Bed  Fund,  paid  to 
us  by  her  executor,  Mr.  James  P.  Tolman.  And  from  Messrs. 
William  Minot,  and  William  Minot,  Jr.,  trustees,  under  the  will  of 
Miss  Caroline  L.  Bayley,  late  of  Milton,  we  received  $17,141.95 
from  the  residue  of  that  estate,  which  was  unrestricted.  This 
makes  a  total,  this  year,  of  $38,691.95  of  gifts  and  bequests,  besides 
the  Ten  Thousand  Dollar  Fund. 
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We  have  invested  for  income  all  the  above  legacies,  except 
$8,150.06,  some  $6,000  of  which  we  still  have  on  hand  for  current 
use  or  gradual  investment  in  mortgages.  We  hold  a  somewhat 
larger  proportion  of  mortgages  to  our  whole  investment  than  we 
did  last  year,  and  purpose  still  to  enlarge  this  proportion,  as 
circumstances  favor.  By  vote  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  plan 
of  allowing  book-keeping  interest  on  sums  uninvested  has  been 
discontinued ;  but  we  still  continue  to  charge  the  Dispensary,  to 
show  its  cost  to  us,  the  rent  on  its  real  estate,  which  is  considered 
the  income  of  part  of  our  funds.  And  we  charge  also,  as  mortgage 
interest  on  part  of  our  own  land,  $350,  which  accounts  for  the 
income  of  $7,000,  a  part  of  our  funds  still  invested  in  that  mort¬ 
gage,  until  it  can  be  replaced  by  outside  investments,  and  the 
mortgage  discharged. 

The  Dispensary  shows,  this  year,  a  cost  to  the  Hospital  of  $360.64. 

Our  current  expenses  are  $2,374.24  larger  this  year  than  last, 
though  not  so  large  as  three  years  ago,  the  increase  being  mostly 
in  repairs,  wages,  and  supplies,  food  being  a  trifle  less.  Repairs  ’ 
are  $965.95  more,  an  increase  of  42  per  cent.,  but  still  not  so  large 
as  four  or  five  years  ago.  Wages,  $811.48  more,  the  largest 
amount  we  have  yet  paid.  Hospital  Supplies  are  $305.08  more. 
Our  total  of  current  expenses,  of  this  year,  were  exceeded  in  1884, 
and  nearly  equalled  in  1883,  both  being  years  of  large  repairs. 

Our  current  receipts  are  less  than  for  the  past  four  years,  or 
$3,919.92  less  than  two  years  ago.  This  is  largely  from  a  falling 
off  in  annual  subscriptions  of  $1,336.85  from  last  year,  while 
receipts  for  board  and  treatment  have  also  diminished  by  $890.10, 
and  the  Dispensary  receipts  $373.67  from  last  year.  The  income 
of  our  invested  funds  shows  a  steady  increase,  having  nearly 
doubled  in  six  years.  But  we  lose  our  annual  subscribers,  who 
are  only  slowly  replaced ;  and,  as  we  think  the  living  genera¬ 
tion  may  be  willing  to  help  us  to  improve  and  enlarge  our  work, 
we  urge  upon  them  that  one  thing  we  most  need  is  a  large  regular 
list  of  annual  subscribers.  The  total  amount  of  subscriptions 
includes  $589.50  given  to  the  Wards  in  supplies. 

Signor  Ventura  gave  us  $50.00,  the  proceeds  of  a  French  read- 
ing.  This  was  the  only  entertainment  held  for  us.  The  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Charitable  Fire  Society  has  again  given  us  $100.00. 

After  using  the  Ten  Thousand  Dollar  Fund  towards  cancelling 
our  floating  debt,  we  close  the  year  with  a  floating  debt  remaining 
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of  $3,000.00,  and  a  mortgage  debt  of  $7,000.00,  mentioned  above. 

The  Fund  for  a  nurses’  house  has  been  gradually  contributed 
to  and  accumulating,  and  now  amounts  to  $1,066.48,  of  which 
$1,004.50  is  in  Southern  Kansas  Railway  5  per  cent,  bonds. 

The  Fund  left  to  the  Hospital  by  Mrs.  Victoria  G.  Faulkner  is 
still  accumulating  in  the  trustees’  hands,  and  now  amounts  to  about 
$10,400.00.

Maud  McKenzie,  Sarah  L.  Adams,  Eliza  A.  Tallant,  Amelie  Lake- 
man,  Caroline  M.  Hunter,  Fanny  R.  Johnson,  Sarah  McQuirk, 
Mary  E.  Dorsey,  Maud  Soule,  Nellie  E.  Murray. 

One,  only,  proved  unworthy  of  confidence,  and  was  dismissed 
from  the  school. 

Ten  have  entered,  and  are  proving  satisfactory.  They  were 
chosen  from  a  large  number  of  applicants,  as  best  suited  to  the 
work  by  health  and  strength,  and  with  superior  references  as  to 
character,  disposition  and  intelligence. 

The  term  has  been  lengthened  to  eighteen  months.  This  gives 
opportunity  for  one  month  to  be  spent  in  the  Dispensary  and  one 
month  at  private  nursing,  under  the  auspices  of  the  physicians  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Hospital,  with  the  advantage  of  their  suggestions 
and  criticisms.

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PRELIMINARY. 


In  tlie  year  1859  the  New-England  Female  Medical  College 
invited  Dr.  Marie  E.  Zakrzewska  to  the  chair  of  Obstetrics. 
At  her  suggestion  the  Trustees  proposed  to  add  a  Hospital  or 
Clinical  Department  to  the  College,  in  which  the  students 
might  receive  practical  instruction. 

Dr.  Zakrzewska  is  a  German  by  birth,  who  having  a  fitness 
for  medical  life,  studied  and  worked  in  the  hospital  “  Charite,” 
of  Berlin,  until  she  came  to  America  to  take  advantage  of  the 
larger  opportunities  for  women  here.  She  continued  her 
studies  and  graduated  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  then  took  part 
in  the  establishment  and  management  of  the  New  York  In¬ 
firmary  for  Indigent  Women.* 

Besides  her  duties  as  Professor  in  the  College,  Dr.  Zakr¬ 
zewska  took  charge  of  the  Hospital  Department,  which  she 
also  superintended  as  Housekeeper.  At  her  request,  eight 
ladies  were  elected  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  lady 
Managers  who  then  took  charge  of  this  Clinical  Depart-

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ment,  with  Mrs.  Geo.  R.  Russell  as  President ;  Mrs.  J.  Kb 
Palmer,  Secretary ;  Mrs.  C.  M.  Severance,  Treasurer. 

The  active  management  of  the  Hospital  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  an  Executive  Committee,  of  which  Miss  Abby  W. 
May  was  Secretary. 

Lucy  E.  Sewall  and  Helen  Morton,  two  of  the  students  of 
the  College,  assisted  Dr.  Zakrzewska  in  the  work. 

The  expenses  of  the  first  year  were  $1,463.32.

After  three  years’  service  Dr.  Zakrzewska  resigned  her  po¬ 
sition  in  the  New-EnMand  Female  Medical  College  and  the 
Clinical  Department  was  abandoned  ;  but  the  ladies  connected 
with  it,  and  a  portion  of  the  public,  had  become  so  impressed 
with  the  value  of  the  Hospital,  both  as  a  charity  and  as  a 
means  of  furthering  the  medical  education  of  women,  that 
it  was  determined  to  establish  one  on  an  independent  basis. 

The  friends  of  the  enterprise  met  together  and  organized 
a  Provisional  Committee,  which  conducted  the  general  affairs- 
of  the  institution  until  its  incorporation.  The  hospital  work 
began  July  1,  1862,  in  a  small  house  on  Pleasant  Street. 
Four  of  the  committee  became  responsible  for  the  rent,  and 
each  of  the  ladies  pledged  herself  to  obtain  her  proportion  of 
the  expenses  from  month  to  month. 

Dr.  Marie  E.  Zakrzewska,  Attending  Physician ;  Dr.  Mary 
E.  Breed,  Resident  Physician.  Dr.  Mary  E.  Breed  had  been 
assistant  student  to  Dr.  Zakrzewska  for  one  year  in  the  Neiv 
York  Infirmary,  in  1857.  Dr.  John  Ware  was  the  first  Con¬ 
sulting  Physician,  and  Dr.  Samuel  Cabot,  Consulting  Surgeon. 
Miss  A.  E.  Tyng  and  Miss  L.  M.  Abbot  were  assistant  students.

pathy  and  interest  on  the  part  of  the  visiting  Directors.

NEW-ENGLAND 

HOSPITAL  FOR  WOMEN  AND  CHILDREN 

Was  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  on 
March  12, 1863  ;  Lucy  Goddard,  Marie  E.  Zakrzewska,  Ednah 
D.  Cheney,  their  associates  and  successors,  were  made  a  cor¬ 
poration  by  the  name  of  the  New-England  Hospital  for 
Women  and  Children ,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and 
maintaining  in  the  city  of  Boston  or  its  vicinity,  a  Hospital 
for  the  treatment  of  the  diseases  of  women  and  children  and 
of  giving  therein  clinical  instruction  to  female  students  of 
medicine,  and  also  for  training  nurses  ;  with  all  the  powers  and 
privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities  and  re¬ 
strictions  set  forth  in  the  sixty-eighth  chapter  of  the  General 
Statutes. 

In  the  by-laws  the  objects  of  the  institution  were  declared 
to  be 

1st.  To  provide  for  women  medical  aid  of  competent 
physicians  of  their  own  sex. 

2d.  To  assist  educated  women  in  the  practical  study  of 
medicine. 

3d.  To  train  nurses  for  the  care  of  the  sick. 

These  objects  have  been  strictly  adhered  to,  thus  making 
the  institution  both  educational  and  charitable. 

At  a  meeting  legally  called,  June  5,  this  act  was  accepted 
and  the  by-laws  adopted. 
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The  officers  for  the  year  beginning  Nov.  10,  I860,  were 
Lucy  Goddard,  President ;  Ednah  D.  Cheney,  Secretary ; 
Frederick  W.  G.  May,  Treasurer;  George  William  Bond, 
Auditor  ;  chosen  from  a  board  of  nineteen  directors.* 

The  ladies  who  established  the  Hospital  gladly  accepted 
the  help  and  co-operation  offered  them  by  gentlemen  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  work,  and  the  Board  of  Directors  has  always  in¬ 
cluded  both  men  and  women,  the  latter  being  largely  in  the 
majority,  as  on  them  falls  entirely  the  duty  of  visiting  the 
W  ards,  while  the  gentlemen  have  always  given  ready  and 
valuable  service  in  all  business  matters  connected  with  the 
administration  of  the  Hospital. 

The  immediate  care  of  the  patients  is  in  the  hands  of 
women,  as  the  Resident  and  Attending  Physicians  are  women, 
but  the  counsel  and  help  of  the  other  sex  is  gladly  welcomed, 
as  attending  in  various  specialties  and  as  Consulting  Phy¬ 
sicians  and  Surgeons. 

The  clinical  advantages  of  students  are  very  great,  as  they 
are  under  the  supervision  of  Resident  and  Attending  Phy¬ 
sicians,  who  give  to  them  a  certain  responsibility  in  the  care 
of  the  patients,  which  develops  their  self  respect  and  decision 
of  character. 

The  Medical  Staff  for  the  year  ending  November  10,  1863, 
was  Dr.  Marie  E.  Zakrzewska,  Attending  Physician ;  Dr. 
Horatio  R.  Storer,  Attending  Surgeon;  Dr.  John  Ware,  Con¬ 
sulting  Physician ;  Dr.  Samuel  Cabot,  Consulting  Surgeon ; 
Dr.  Lucy  E.  Sewall,  Resident  Physician. 


♦These  officers  have  remained  unchanged  to  this  day,  with  the  exception  of  a  period  01 
Mr.  Bond’s  absence,  when  Mrs.  C.  C.  Smith  acted  as  Auditor. 

Ten  of  those  persons  who  signed  the  first  appeal  for  aid  in  18G2,  still  remain  upon  the 
Board.  Besides  the  officers  mentioned  above,  the  names  are  Louisa  C.  Bond,  Anna  H. 
Clarke,  Mary  C.  E.  Barnard,  Sarah  S.  Russell,  Mrs.  J.  K.  Palmer,  Hon.  Samuel  E.  Sewall. 
This  shows  the  deep  and  untiring  interest  felt  in  the  work.

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After  the  completion  of  her  course  in  the  New-England 
Female  Medical  College  and  Clinical  Department,  Dr.  Sewall 
spent  one  year  in  Europe  for  further  improvement  in  her 
profession,  and  on  her  return  entered  at  once  upon  the  hos¬ 
pital  work. 

The  Surgical  Department  was  for  three  years,  by  special 
arrangement,  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  Horatio  R.  Storer.  He 
desired  the  privileges  of  a  hospital  for  his  poor  patients,  and 
he  aided  in  procuring  funds  to  carry  on  the  work.  This  is 
the  only  exception  to  the  statement  that  the  internal  medical 
management  of  the  house  has  been  entirely  in  the  hands  of 
women.  Dr.  Storer  resigned  his  position  on  August  30,  1866. 

The  house  on  Pleasant  Street  was  soon  found  to  be  too 
small,  and  in  1864  the  Hospital  was  removed  to  an  estate  on 
Warren  Street,  consisting  of  one  house  of  good  size  on  that 
street,  and  three  small  ones  in  the  rear,  facing  on  Pleasant 
Street.  This  gave  much  better  opportunity  for  isolating  the 
Maternity  patients  and  more  room  for  the  Dispensary,  and 
*  here  for  the  first  time  the  Surgical  Department  became  of 
importance. 

The  money  for  this  purchase  was  partly  raised  by  subscrip¬ 
tion,  by  fairs  and  other  entertainments,  and  the  Legislature 
of  Massachusetts  gave  five  thousand  dollars  towards  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  purchase  and  the  fitting  up  of  the  buildings. 

In  the  year  1864,  Dr.  Helen  B.  Worthing  Webster  was 
appointed  Assistant  Physician  to  Dr.  Sewall.  She  graduated 
in  Boston,  and  had  served  on  the  Sanitary  Commission  until 
called  to  the  Hospital.  In  the  same  year  Dr.  Walter  Chan- 
ning,  at  that  time  the  most  eminent  obstetrician  in  the  city, 
was  added  to  the  Staff  of  Consulting  Physicians. 

The  Consulting  Physicians  have  not  been  put  on  merely  as 
honorary  names ;  they  have  taken  an  active  interest  in  the 
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Hospital,  and  have  been  chosen  for  special  eminence  in  some 
department. 

In  1865,  Dr.  Ruth  A.  Gerry  took  the  place  of  Assistant 
Physician.  Dr.  Gerry  was  a  graduate  of  the  Woman's  Medi¬ 
cal  College,  of  Pennsylvania. 

Dr.  Anita  E.  Tyng  was  employed  as  Assistant  Surgeon 
till  November,  1866,  when  she  resigned.  Dr.  Tyng  was  a 
graduate  of  the  Woman’s  Medical  College,  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  name  of  Dr.  H.  I.  Bowditch,  so  widely  known  for  his 
special  skill  in  the  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  chest,  was 
added  to  the  list  of  Consulting  Physicians. 

In  1866,  Dr.  C.  Annette  Bucket  was  appointed  Assistant 
Physician.  This  place  she  filled  for  three  years,  till  on  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  Sewall,  who  became  Attending  Physician 
in  connection  with  Dr.  Zakrzewska,  she  was  appointed  Resi¬ 
dent  Physician,  for  three  years.  Dr.  Bucket  was  a  gradu¬ 
ate  of  the  Woman’s  Medical  College,  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
during  the  war  had  been  engaged  in  supervising  military  hos¬ 
pitals  in  the  south-western  States. 

At  the  close  of  her  term  of  three  years  as  Resident  Phy¬ 
sician,  Dr.  Bucket  went  to  Europe,  where  she  had  ample 
opportunity  in  Vienna  and  Paris  for  the  study  of  her  profes¬ 
sion,  and  there  developed  her  talent  for  surgery  so  fully,  that 
in  1875,  after  resuming  her  profession  in  Boston,  she  was 
appointed  Attending  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital. 

Dr.  E.  C.  Rolfe  offered  his  services  as  Dental  Surgeon, 
which  were  gladly  accepted,  and  he  did  good  service  until 
his  death  in  1875. 

In  1867,  Dr.  Edward  Jarvis,  distinguished  for  his  skill  in 
mental  diseases,  was  added  to  the  list  of  Consulting  Physicians, 
and  Hon.  Samuel  E.  Sewall  and  Thomas  E.  Currier  were 
appointed  Legal  Advisers  to  the  institution. 
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In  1869,  Dr.  Helen  Morton  was  also  appointed  one  of  the 
Dispensary  Physicians. 

Dr.  Morton  was,  as  we  have  said,  a  student  during  the  first 
years  of  the  Hospital.  She  afterwards  spent  four  years  in 
Europe  in  the  study  of  her  profession,  especially  of  obstetrics,, 
in  the  Maternite,  of  Paris,  where  she  was  employed  two  years 
as  a  tea'cher  in  that  special  branch  of  practice. 

In  1871,  the  last  year  in  Warrenton*  Street,  Dr.  Bucket 
reported

M¥  HOSPITAL  BUILDING. 

Owing  to  the  growth  of  the  city,  the  vicinity  of  Warren¬ 
ton  Street  became  constantly  more  noisy  and  uncomfortable, 
and  the  management  felt  also  that  the  full  success  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  required  a  building  especially  designed  for  its  purposes. 
The  proceeds  of  a  fair  were  therefore  devoted  to  the  purchase 
of  a  site  for  the  building. 

The  spot  chosen  is  on  high  land,  on  the  southern  border  of 
the  old  city  of  Boxbury,  then  lately  annexed.  It  was  im¬ 
portant  To  have  the  Hospital  within  city  limits  for  the 
convenience  of  gas,  water  &c.,  and  at  this  distance  from  the 
centre  of  business,  while  the  price  of  land  was  compara¬ 
tively  low,  the  Hospital  would  have  the  benefit  of  country 
air  and  quiet.

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The  Building  Committee  was  composed  of  the  officers  of  the 
institution,  and  all  the  medical  staff*,  Mr.  George  William 
Bond  being  chairman.  They  took  much  pains  in  inspecting 
other  hospitals  and  in  considering  plans,  and  finally  placed 
the  work  under  the  charge  of  Messrs.  Cummings  &  Sears,  to 
whom  is  due  the  pleasing  appearance  of  the  exterior,  obtained 
without  much  additional  expense  or  the  sacrifice  of  any  in¬ 
ternal  comfort  or  convenience.  The  excellence  of  the  hygienic 
arrangements  is  due  to  the  women  physicians. 

The  front  of  the  building  is  purposely  placed  a  little 
inclined  from  the  north,  that  there  shall  be  no  side  which 
never  receives  direct  sunlight,  and  by  the  extension  of 
the  northern  side  beyond  the  southern,  the  end  rooms  on 
that  side  have  each  a  southern  window ;  all  the  rooms  de¬ 
signed  for  wards  thus  having  the  benefit  of  the  sun.  The 
nurse’s  rooms  and  bath  rooms  are  also  on  the  south  side. 
There  are  no  large  wards,  but  each  s6t  of  rooms  consists  of  a 
ward  for  four  patients,  with  four  large  windows,  a  smaller 
room  of  good  size  for  two  patients,  and  between  them  a 
nurse’s  room,  which  opens  into  both  rooms,  and  yet  can  be 
isolated  from  either  or  both  at  discretion.  These  sets  of 
rooms  are  isolated  from  each  other,  the  bath  room  coming 
between. 

The  Surgical  Wards  are  entirely  separated,  and  are  ar¬ 
ranged  for  one  or  two  patients  in  cases  of  serious  operations, 
and  for  not  more  than  three  in  those  of  lesser  importance.  A 
large  Children’s  Ward  occupies  a  part  of  the  upper  story. 

The  large  bright  airy  halls  serve  both  for  thorough  airing 
of  the  house  and  for  promenades  for  the  weak  and  convales¬ 
cent,  giving  them  almost  as  much  sun  and  air  as  if  able  to 
walk  out  doors.  The  large  southern  bay  windows  in  the 
wards  give  opportunity  for  the  sun  treatment,  even  in  winter. 
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The  Hospital  is  really  built  upon  the  pavilion  plan,  but 
with  more  privacy  than  the  pavilion  offers,  and  still  more 
space  for  fresh  air  and  exercise  under  shelter.  Besides  a  sys¬ 
tem  of  ventilation  by  pipes,  every  ward  has  an  open  tire-place. 
The  building  is  exceedingly  plain,  and  its  beauty  is  alone  due 
to  the  tasteful  and  ingenious  arrangement  of  the  exterior.

Especial  care  is  taken  to  have  no  cornices  or  ornaments  to 
hold  dust  or  bad  air.  The  floors  are  thick  to  keep  out  cold 
and  noise,  and  carpets  are  entirely  excluded  from  the  wards. 

The  Maternity  building  is  entirely  separate,  and  consists  of 
a  small  house  of  two  stories  exactly  similar,  each  having  three 
rooms  of  two  beds  each ;  a  separate  room  for  the  delivery, 
a  nurse’s  room  and  a  tea  kitchen.  The  Hospital  contains 
fifty-eight  beds  for  patients,  besides  the  beds  for  nurses  and 
officials.  The  laundry  is  a  separate  building. 

The  directors’  and  students’  parlors  are  united  by  broad 
folding  doors  affording  a  lecture  room  capable  of  seating  a 


hundred  people. 

A  pleasant  room  looking  north  and  west  serves  as  a 
parlor  and  dining  room  for  those  patients  who  are  able  to 
leave  their  rooms,  and  a  piano,  the  gift  of  a  generous  friend, 
affords  opportunity  for  pleasant  gatherings  on  Sunday  after¬ 
noons,  or  other  times  when  they  meet  to  sing  together,  or 
to  listen  to  a  brief  address  from  some  friend  of  the  institu¬ 
tion.  The  natural  advantages  of  the  location  enable  the 
convalescent  patients  to  enjoy  sitting  or  walking  out  of  doors 
in  suitable  weather. 

A  house  warming  in  the  new  building  on  the  22d  of  June, 
1872,  pleasantly  celebrated  the  birthday  of  the  indefatigable 
chairman  of  the  Building  Committee,  Mr.  George  William 
Bond.  The  wards  were  furnished  by  different  religious  socie- 
ties  of  the  city  and  vicinity  or  by  individuals,  and  are  named

accordingly,  so  long  as  these  parties  continue  to  supply  them 
with  necessary  refitting. 

It  was  intended  to  dedicate  the  Hospital  at  the  annual 
meeting,  on  Tuesday,  October  29, 1872  ;  at  that  time,  however, 
the  “epizootic'’  among  the  horses  was  so  prevalent  that  it  was 
very  difficult  for  people  to  reach  the  Hospital,  and  the  services 
were  therefore  postponed  for  one  fortnight,  until  Tuesday,  the 

12th  of  November,  but  then  they  were  held  under  the  shadow 

* 

of  a  still  greater  calamity,  for  the  great  fire  had  in  the  mean¬ 
time  swept  over  the  business  part  of  the  city  and  carried 
anxiety  and  loss  to  almost  every  household.  This  thought 
seemed  to  give  added  solemnity  and  pathos  to  the  consecra¬ 
tion  of  this  temple  of  humanity,  although  the  repeated  disas¬ 
ters  of  the  time  rendered  the  collection  of  funds  a  much  more 
trying  and  difficult  labor  than  usual. 

Dr.  Susan  Dimock  took  charge  of  the  Hospital  as  Resident 
Physician,  in  August,  1872. 

Dr.  Dimock  had  been  a  student  in  the  Hospital,  and  after¬ 
ward  received  a  medical  education  in  Zurich.  She  was  en¬ 
gaged  for  three  years.  For  two  years  she  discharged  the 
duties  of  the  office  so  entirely  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board, 
that  they  invited  her  to  renew  her  engagement  with  them  for 
an  additional  term  of  three  years.  A  condition  of  this  re-en- 
o’agrement  was,  that  she  should  have  leave  of  absence  for  a 
journey  to  Europe  for  purposes  of  study  and  recreation.  She 
sailed  from  New  York  in  the  ill-fated  steamer  Schiller,  April 
28,  1875,  and  was  lost  on  the  Scilly  Rocks. 

Her  death  was  deeply  mourned  by  the  whole  community, 
and  the  physicians  of  Boston  showed  their  appreciation  of  her 
personal  and  professional  character  by  requesting  to  act  as 
pall-bearers  at  the  funeral.*

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During  the  summer,  Dr.  Mary  E.  Little,  a  graduate  of 
Michigan  Medical  College,  took  charge  of  the  Hospital,  from 
April  1  to  June  30,  and  Dr.  Anna  Jackson  Ferris,  a  graduate 
of  the  Woman’s  Medical  College,  of  Pennsylvania,  from  July 
1  to  September  30. 

In  the  autumn,  the  place  of  Resident  Physician  was  filled 
by  the  unanimous  election  of  Dr.  Elizabeth  C.  Keller,  of  Phil¬ 
adelphia,  who  took  charge  of  the  Hospital  on  October  1, 1875, 
and  is  Resident  Physician  at  the  present  time. 

Dr.  Keller  is  a  graduate  of  the  Woman’s  Medical  College, 
of  Pennsylvania.  She  had  fitted  herself  for  practical  work  as 
physician  and  surgeon,  both  in  the  hospital  connected  with 
the  college,  and  also  by  carrying  on  a  small  free  hospital  at 
her  own  expense.  She  has  been  for  the  last  four  years  en¬ 
gaged  as  attending  physician  in  the  hospital  connected  with 
the  Woman’s  Medical  College,  of  Pennsylvania,  in  Philadel¬ 
phia. 

Owing  to  the  distance  of  the  new  building  from  the  crowd¬ 
ed  part  of  the  city  Avhere  the  poor  people  reside,  the  Dispen¬ 
sary  work  was  kept  in  the  city  proper,  and  is  now  carried  on 
at  33  Warrenton  Street. 

The  original  purposes  and  methods  of  the  Hospital  have 
not  been  changed,  but  its  enlarged  accommodations  have  en¬ 
abled  the  Directors  to  develop  them  much  more  fully  than 
before. 
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THE  CHARITABLE  WORK  OF  THE  HOSPITAL

By  the  payment  of  five  thousand  dollars  a  free  bed  may 
be  permanently  endowed.  The  conditions  of  occupancy  of  a 
free  bed  are,  that  the  patient  shall  be  in  indigent  circum¬ 
stances,  and  the  case  a  suitable  one  for  the  Hospital.  #  By  this 
is  meant  that  incurable  cases  or  long  chronic  ones,  needing 
only  the  comforts  of  a  home,  with  little  or  no  benefit  to  be 

hoped  for  from  medical  treatment,  should  not  occupy  free 
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beds  to  the  exclusion  of  those  who  might  be  cured  by  the  ad¬ 
vantages  here  offered. 

Also  an  agreement  was  made  with  donors  who  pledge  them¬ 
selves  to  pay  annually  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  that  this 
sum  shall  be  used  for  maintaining  a  free  bed  for  the  year. 
Although  this  sum  does  not  suffice  to  support  a  patient,  yet  it 
enables  the  Directors  to  increase  the  charity,  while  it  lessens 
the  work  of  collecting  the  full  amount  really  necessary  for  the 
support  of  the  Hospital.  Under  these  conditions,  six  perma¬ 
nent  free  beds  are  now  endowed,  and  eight  were  supported 
thus  partially  the  last  year,  so  that  fourteen  free  patients  were 
constantly  in  the  wards. 

The  regular  price  for  patients  is  ten  dollars  per  week.  The 
patients  at  the  Dispensary  and  those  treated  at  their  homes, 
are  all  free,  except  that  they  pay  the  low  price  of  tAventy-five 
cents  for  the  medicines  furnished  them,  and  this  only  when 
they  are  able  to  afford  it. 

Patients  in  the  Private  Wards  of  the  Hospital  pay  from 
twenty-five  to  thirty  dollars  per  week. 


THE  EDUCATIONAL  WOKK 

Is  also  much  enlarged.  Six  students  are  now  constantly  resi¬ 
dent  at  the  Hospital.  They  remain  for  one  year,  during  the 
first  half  of  which  period  they  pay  five  dollars  a  week  for 
board.  If  found  competent,  their  services  during  the  last  half 
year  are  considered  as  compensation  for  their  board.  They 
take  the  supervision  of  the  wards,  aid  the  physicians  at  the 
Dispensary  and  visit  poor  patients  at  their  homes. 

These  students  are  not  received  from  any  special  college, 
but  are  selected  on  their  individual  merits,  at  the  discre- 
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tion  of  .the  Medical  Board,  from  the  applicants  who  present 
themselves.  They  are  required  to  have  a  certain  amount  of 
professional  preparation,  and  are  usually  but  not  always,  grad¬ 
uates  of  some  of  the  colleges  which  admit  women  to  their  med¬ 
ical  schools. 

The  number  of  students  who  have  resided  in  the  Hospital 
has  been  thus  far  sixty-four,  of  whom  six  have  died,  and 
many  have  married,  but  all  of  those  living  practise  their  pro¬ 
fession  with  more  or  less  good  result  and  satisfaction  to  them¬ 
selves  and  the  community  in  which  they  reside,  and  most  of 
them  stand  in  good  fellowship  with  their  male  co-workers 
and  have  become  members  of  their  medical  associations. 

The  Medical  Staff  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of 
Dr.  Helen  Morton  as  Attending  Physician,  to  the  Maternity 
Department,  by  four  younger  physicians  as  Dispensary  Phy¬ 
sicians,  and  by  four  gentlemen,  distinguished  in  their  various 
specialties,  as  Consulting  Physicians.* 


THE  TRAINING  OE  NUKSES 

Has  been  always  kept  in  view,  but  was  hardly  success¬ 
fully  carried  out  until  the  new  building  gave  larger  opportuni¬ 
ties  for  methodical  organization.  The  experience  of  the  war 
did  much  to  convince  all  classes  of  the  importance  of  training 
for  this  profession  as  for  every  other.  Before  that  time  young 
women  were  averse  to  giving  even  six  months  to  work  with¬ 
out  pay  in  order  to  acquire  practical  knowledge.  Yet  in  the 
Clinical  Department  of  the  Female  Medical  College,  six  nurses 
were  trained  by  Dr.  Zakrzewska,  and  during  the  time  before 
the  building  of  the  new  Hospital,  thirty-two  nurses  had  been 
employed,  some  of  whom  were  on  full  pay  and  considered

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themselves  experienced  nurses,  but  all  of  whom  gained  more 
or  less  benefit  from  the  theoretical  and  practical  knowledge 
here  imparted  to  them. 

When  Dr.  Dimock  took  charge  of  the  new  Hospital  the 
Directors  especially  commended  this  subject  to  her  attention ; 
and  to  her  is  largely  due  the  organization  and  success  of  the 
present  Training  School  for  Nurses. 

Dr.  Dimock  required  one  year’s  preparation.  After  two 
weeks’  trial,  if  the  pupil  promised  to  do  well,  she  received  one 
dollar  a  week  for  the  first  six  months,  two  dollars  for  the 
second  six,  and  three  dollars  if  she  remained  four  months 
longer.  This  was  not  considered  as  payment  for  services,  but 
simply  as  enabling  the  pupil  to  support  herself  during  her 
novitiate.  A  simple  calico  dress  and  felt  slippers  are  required 
for  the  house.  The  young  women  must  be  in  good  health  and 
from  twenty-one  to  thirty-one  years  of  age.  The  time  of 
training  is  divided  between  medical,  surgical,  children’s,  con¬ 
finement,  and  night  nursing;  and,  the  nurses  if  found  com¬ 
petent,  receive  a  diploma  on  leaving.  During  the  last  yeai 
the  term  of  training  has  been  increased  to  sixteen  months.  A 
committee  of  the  Directors  assists  the  physician  in  the  choice 
of  applicants  and  in  the  general  arrangements  of  the  school. 
Dr.  Keller  has  added  to  the  previous  'instruction  special 
teaching  of  cooking  for  the  sick. 

Besides  the  value  of  the  practical  instruction  in  nursing 
the  physicians  have  given  to  the  pupil  nurses  oral  instruction 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  nursing.  This  has  been  done  in 
private  conversations  with  the  nurses,  at  regular  intervals, 
when  the  physicians  have  explained  to  them  the  prin¬ 
ciples  on  which  the  practice  of  nursing  rests,  pointed  out 
faults  and  enforced  wise  regulations.  On  January  21,  1872,  a 
course  of  twelve  lectures  to  nurses  was  begun  in  the  hospital 
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parlors,  which  were  also  open  to  nurses  not  studying  in  the 
Hospital,  and  to  other  women.  These  lectures  are  still  con¬ 
tinued  each  winter,  and  are  always  given  gratuitously  by  the 
women  physicians  connected  with  the  Hospital. 

Fifteen  trained  nurses  have  graduated  from  the  School  since 
thus  organized,  and  they  have  been  eagerty  sought  after  by 
other  institutions.  They  generally  prefer  employment  in  priv- 
.ate  families,  which  is  more  lucrative  and  which  they  readily 
find.  One  of  these  nurses,  Miss  Linda  A.  Richards,  after 
being  for  a  short  time  head  nurse  in  the  Training  School  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Bellevue  Hospital  at  New  York,  received  the 
position  of  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses 
connected  with  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital. 

The  effort  of  the  hospital  management  is  constantly  to  in¬ 
crease  the  length  and  thoroughness  of  the  training,  as  the  high 
rewards  given  to  really  skilful  nurses  induce  young  women  to 
-give  the  necessary  time  and  study  to  this  important  branch  of 
the  healing  art. 


THE  MEDICAL  STAFF  OF  THIS  HOSPITAL 

Has  not  received  any  pecuniary  compensation,  the  Resident 
Physician,  only  for  the  last  six  years,  receiving  the  small  sum 
of  three  hundred  dollars,  which  is  barely  sufficient  to  cover  her 
transportation  and  other  expenses  incident  to  her  position. 

It  would  be  in  place  in  this  brief  history  of  the  work 
to  mention  the  steady  devotedness  which  all  the  medical 
Avomen  connected  Avith  this  Hospital  have  shoAvn.  Those  ac¬ 
quainted  AArith  the  hardships  of  a  physician’s  life  Avill  knoAV 
that  the  poorer  the  patients,  the  more  degraded  and  ignorant, 
the  greater  are  their  demands  upon  those  from  Avhom  they 
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expect  aid,  moral,  mental,  or  physical.  Their  utter  helpless¬ 
ness  is  often  so  great  that  the  physician’s  assistance  is  requested 
regardless  of  time,  weather  or  distance.  These  poor  people 
expect  salvation  almost  from  certain  physicians,  and  make 
claims  upon  their  humanity  which  often  require  a  complete 
self-forgetfulness  for  fulfilment.  All  these  claims  are  met 
by  the  women  physicians,  most  of  them  young  women,  willing 
to  bear  cheerfully,  in  the  cause  of  humanity,  the  caprices, 
of  the  sick  and  the  unreasonableness  and  impertinence  too 
often  shown  by  those  surrounding  them. 

The  names  of  the  Dispensary  Staff  are  almost  household 
words  in  certain  sections  of  the  city  and  deserve  to  be  men¬ 
tioned  here  also. 

Senior  physicians  attending  daily  to  the  Dispensary  and 
superintending  the  poor  patients  at  home  :  Dr.  Lucy  E.  Sewall, 
Dr.  Helen  Morton,  Dr.  C.  Annette  Bucket. 

Junior  physicians  attending  daily  to  Dispensary  practice 
and  to  poor  patients  at  their  homes :  Dr.  Emily  F.  Pope,  Dr. 
C.  Augusta  Pope,  Dr.  Emma  L.  Call,  Dr.  Adelaide  A.  Rich¬ 
ardson. 

These  physicians  are  aided  by  the  students  resident  at  the 
time  in  the  Hospital.  These  students  are  usually  graduates, 
to  whom  the  attendance  upon  the  Dispensary  and  home 
patients,  under  supervision  of  the  regularly-appointed  physi¬ 
cians,  forms  the  best  part  of  their  clinical  instruction  ;  and  also 
gives  them  frequent  opportunities  of  testing  the  knowledge 
previously  acquired  in  college. 

The  oldest  physician,  Dr.  Marie  E.  Zakrzewska,  carried  on 
the  Dispensary  practice  during  the  first  years  alone  ;  then  for 
four  years  in  connection  with  Drs.  Sewall  and  Buckel,  till 
1867,  when  Dr.  Morton  took  her  place,  and  she  resigned  this 
part  of  the  work. 
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THE  LABOR  OP  THE  DIRECTORS 

Has  not  been  light.  They  have  taken  charge  of  the  man¬ 
agement  of  the  Hospital,  one  lady  caring  for  it  for  a  month 
at  a  time  each  year,  until  within  two  years,  when,  many  new 
Directors  having  been  added,  two  visitors  have  often  taken 
a  month  together.  The  visitor  is  the  advisor  and  referee  for 
matron,  housekeeper  and  every  other  officer  of  the  household 
as  well  as  the  friend  in  whom  the  patient  may  confide,  finding 
her  always  ready  to  give  sympathy  and  aid  in  every  trouble. 

The  regular  monthly  meetings  are  very  fully  attended,  and 
a  supplementary  meeting  is  now  held  in  the  interval  between 
them,  with  special  reference  to  the  details  of  the  household 
management.  So  united  have  the  Directors  been  in  their 
devotion  to  the  cause,  and  so  harmonious  in  their  action,  that 
a  contested  election  of  officers,  or  the  passage  of  any  measure 
by  a  mere  majority,  has  been  a  thing  unknown  in  their  councils. 

The  Hospital  has  furnished  such  a  pleasant  home  that 
one  difficulty  has  been  to  persuade  convalescents  to  give  way 
to  new  patients. 

But  the  great  task  of  the  Directors  has  been  in  obtaining 
the  necessary  pecuniary  means  to  carry  on  the  work.  The 
Hospital  has  an  income  of  only  about  two  thousand  dollars 
from  invested  funds,  and  the  rest  of  its  expenses  are  met  by 
annual  subscriptions,  proceeds  of  entertainments  and  fairs  for 
its  benefit,  and  the  board  of  patients.  It  has  hoav  a  mortgage 
debt  of  $47,000  upon  the  house  and  land. 


SOME  EESULTS  OF  THE  WOEK. 

While  Dr.  Ann  Preston  had  already  labored  to  perfect 
theoretic  instruction  in  medicine  for  women  in  Philadelphia, 
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this  Hospital  movement  originated  with  the  three  physicians,, 
pioneers  in  America,  Dr.  Elizabeth  Blackwell,  Dr.  Marie  E. 
Zakrzewska,  and  Dr.  Emily  Blackwell.  The  desire  of  these 
women  was  to  provide,  in  the  first  place,  opportunities  for 
women  to  study  at  the  bedside  of  the  sick,  which  were  entirely 
withheld  from  them  in  all  hospitals  of  the  United  States,  and 
secondly,  to  provide  institutions  for  women  suffering  from 
diseases  for  which  they  were  not  willing  to  seek  help  in  estab¬ 
lishments  carried  on  by  male  practitioners.  The  experience 
of  the  first  women  receiving  diplomas  as  doctors  of  medicine, 
who  had  to  incur  the  expenses  of  travelling  to  Europe,  where, 
by  favoritism,  chances  for  clinical  studies  in  England,  Germany, 
and  France  could  be  procured,  showed  that  it  required  not 
only  a  great  outlay  of  money  and  time  to  fit  themselves  con* 
scientiously  for  their  work,  but  also  the  effort  necessary  to 
meet  the  added  difficulty  of  learning  a  foreign  language, 
through  which  they  must  receive  the  instruction  they  sought. 
All  women  earnestly  wishing  to  fit  themselves  for  a  physician’s 
life,  will  hail  with  joy  these  opportunities  for  clinical  study 
in  their  own  country  and  in  their  own  tongue. 

Not  only  have  the  best  educated  and  most  conscientious 
lovers  of  thorough  medical  instruction  sought  admission  to 
these  institutions  as  students,  but  they  have  in  various  in¬ 
stances  tried  to  open  institutions  similar  to  the  first  two  estab¬ 
lished,  viz.,  the  New- York  Infirmary  for  Indigent  Women  and 
the  New-England  Hospital  for  Woman  and  Children. 

Of  these  may  be  mentioned  the  Woman’s  Hospital  in 
Philadelphia,  connected  with  the  Woman’s  Medical  College; 
a  hospital  and  dispensary  in  Chicago ;  one  in  Ypsilanti, 
Michigan  ;  another  in  Detroit ;  besides  dispensaries  in  Jersey 
City,  San  Francisco,  and  in  various  cities  of  the  West. 

These  charities  are  maintained  for  the  benefit  of  those  who

wish  to  study  medical  practice,  and  have  all  been  founded  by 
students  who  have  themselves  experienced  the  clinical  advan¬ 
tages  of  such  institutions. 

Since  the  first  establishment  of  the  Hospital  a  decided  ad¬ 
vance  has  taken  place  in  the  position  of  women  physicians. 
The  physicians  now  connected  with  it  arc  engaged  in  good 
private  practice  in  Boston ;  and  although  they  are  not  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society,  yet  many  phy¬ 
sicians  of  the  highest  standing  consult  freely  with  them  and 
call  in  their  aid  in  peculiar  cases.  Many  other  women  physi¬ 
cians  throughout  the  country  have  similar  social  and  profes¬ 
sional  success. 

The  medical  societies  of  several  states  have  welcomed 
women  to  their  fellowship. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  hospital  work  the  cause  was  un¬ 
popular.  Only  a  few,  and  those  among  the  noblest  physicians 
of  the  city,  recognized  the  importance  of  medical  education 
for  women.  These  fewr  stood  by  the  cause  with  steady  fidelity. 
The  Hospital  was  begun  in  the  very  darkest  time  of  the  civil 
war,  when  it  seemed  as  if  every  other  thought  and  feeling 
was  swrallowed  up  in  those  of  devotion  to  the  country  and  the 
soldier ;  and  the  plea  that  the  soldier’s  wife  and  child  were 
here  sheltered  and  cared  for,  was  then  more  powerful  with  the 
public  than  any  claim  for  education.  The  resources  at  start¬ 
ing  were  a  little  furniture,  the  proved  skill  of  the  physician, 
Dr.  M.  E.  Zakrzewska,  and  unbounded  faith  in  humanity,  and 
in  that  special  portion  of  it  which  dwells  in  New  England. 
Would  that  space  permitted  to  give  the  many  stories  that 
might  be  told  of  generous  self-sacrifice,  of  patient  labor,  of 
persistent  faith  on  the  part  of  all  engaged  in  the  work, — 
physicians,  directors,  household  employes  and  patients.  The 
work  has  always  been  liberally  done.  Sect  or  party,  color  or 
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nationality,  have  never  been  recognized  as  distinctions  for 
admission  to  its  benefits.  Even  error  has  not  shut  the  poor 
suffering  woman  out  from  the  Maternity  house,  where,  during 
the  solemn  hours  of  her  confinement,  her  sister  women  have 
stood  by  her,  and  helped  her  to  fulfil  the  blessed  commandment, 
“Rise,  and  sin  no  more.”  In  some  cases  permanent  moral 
reformation  has  been  the  result  of  the  influence  of  the  Hos- 
pital.  A  rule  of  the  institution  prohibits  the  admission  of  un¬ 
married  women  upon  the  free  beds,  nor  are  they  received 
a  second  time.  It  has  been  interesting  to  see  how  gently 
and  kindly  this  class  has  been  treated  by  the  other  patients 
in  the  Maternity  house. 

A  little  band  of  young  women  have  specially  aided  in  this 
work,  and  have  befriended  the  indigent  or  deserted  mother 
both  before  and  after  her  entrance  to  the  Hospital. 

Friends  outside,  constantly  increasing  in  number,  have  been 
ready  to  supply  many  a  pressing  want  in  all  departments  of 
the  institution,  and  to  give  cheer  and  strength  to  those  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  cause. 

So  from  very  small  beginnings  has  gradually  grown  up  this 
work,  as  every  work  founded  on  a  true  idea  must  grow,  until  it 
has  come  to  take  a  recognized  place  among  the  valuable  insti¬ 
tutions  of  New  England ;  and  its  light,  truly  set  upon  a  hill, 
has  shone  forth  over  the  whole  country,  so  that  it  is  fitting 
that  its  story  should  be  told  to  those  who  are  asking  what 
a  hundred  years  of  freedom  and  republican  government  have 
done  for  humanity,  education  and  woman.

SUPPLEMENT. 


CHANGES  ON  THE  BOARD  OP  DIRECTORS. 


Oct.  i,  1876,  the  Hospital  had  thirty-four  Directors.  All  but 
seven  of  these  remain  upon  the  Board. 

Mr.  Israel  Lombard  and  Hon.  John  Phelps  Putnam  have 
been  removed  by  death.  Mrs.  Emily  F.  Newhall,  Miss  H.  E. 
Emerson,  Mrs.  John  K.  Palmer,  Mrs.  George  W.  Thacher,  and 
Mrs.  Maria  R.  Towne  have  resigned  from  personal  reasons, 
such  as  absence  from  the  city,  etc.  Twenty-one  have  been 
added  during  this  period,  of  whom  eight  have  resigned,  leaving 
the  present  number  of  forty  Directors,  of  whom  seven  are 
gentlemen,  who  share  in  all  the  management  of  the  Hospital, 
but  do  not  act  as  Visitors  of  the  Month. 

Our  President  remains  the  same,  Miss  Lucy  Goddard.  Mrs. 
John  C.  Abbott  and  Mr.  Abraham  A.  Call  have  been  added 
to  the  list  of  Vice-Presidents.  The  two  Secretaries  continue 
the  same.  Our  first  Treasurer,  Mr.  F.  W.  G.  May,  resigned 
that  position,  Jan.  8,  1877;  and  Mr.  George  A.  Goddard  was 
elected  his  successor  Feb.  12,  1877.  The  Assistant  Treasurer 
and  Auditor  remain  unchanged. 

The  Attending  Physicians  remain  the  same  as  in  1876,  with 
the  exception  of  the  additions  named,  and  the  loss  of  Dr. 
C.  Annette  Buckel,  who  has  removed  to  Oakland,  Cal.,  where, 
in  addition  to  a  good  private  practice,  she  is  engaged  in  a 
hospital  similar  to  our  own ;  and  Dr.  Adalaide  Richardson, 
who  has  been  for  some  years  at  Mount  Holyoke  Seminary,  and 
is  now  in  Boston. 

The  Legal  Advisers  remain  the  same.  When  the  first  edition 
of  the  history  was  published,  Dr.  Elizabeth  C.  Keller  was 
Resident  Physician.  On  her  resignation,  March  2,  1877,  Dr. 
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Fanny  Berlin*  was  elected  March  12  to  fill  her  place.  She 
resigned  her  position  Oct.  14,  1878,  to  take  effect  April  1,  1879. 
Dr.  Sarah  M.  Crawford  was  elected  Dec.  23,  1878,  to  fill  her 
place.  Tuly  12,  1880,  Dr.  Crawford  resigned;  and  Dr.  Mary  A. 
Smith  was  elected  as  her  successor.  May  8,  1882,  Dr.  Smith 
offered  her  resignation;  and  Dr.  Adaline  S.  Whitney  was 
appointed  her  successor,  and  took  her  place  Oct.  1,  1882. 

Dr.  Keller  opened  an  office  in  Jamaica  Plain,  and  was 
appointed  Attending  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital.  Dr.  Berlin  is 
established  in  Boston,  and  is  Attending  Physician  and  Surgeon 
to  the  Hospital.  Dr.  Crawford  was  appointed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  Lunacy,  and  Charity,-  visitor  to  the  poor. 
Dr.  Smith  opened  an  office  in  Boston,  and  was  appointed 
Attending  Physician  to  the  Dispensary. 

We  have  lost  one  of  our  consulting  physicians,  Dr.  Edward 
H.  Clarke,  by  death;  and  Dr.  George  G.  Tarbell  has  been 
added  to  the  list.  On  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Reginald  H. 
Fitz  as  Pathologist,  Dr.  Arthur  T.  -Cabot  took  his  place,  and 
on  his  resignation  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  William  W.  Gannett. 
Our  Opthalmic  and  Dental  Surgeons  remain  unchanged.  These 
physicians  were  elected  for  specialties,  and  have  rendered  val¬ 
uable  aid  to  our  physicians  and  students. 

Miss  Maria  H.  Ladd  has  taken  the  place  of  Miss  Jane  C. 
Buxton,  who  resigned  her  position  as  Matron  in  1878. 

The  physicians  connected  with  the  Hospital  hold  a  regular 
monthly  meeting,  which  it  is  their  official  duty  to  attend.  At 
this  meeting,  the  medical  management  of  the  Hospital  is 
discussed,  applications  for  the  position  of  internes  (students) 
are  received  and  acted  upon,  and  plans  formed  for  their 
medical  education. 

Out  of  this  union  has  grown  a  larger  association  which  also 
bears  the  name  of  the  Hospital,  but  which  admits  women 
physicians  from  outside.  They  meet  once  in  three  months. 
The  object  is  improvement  in  their  profession  through  dis¬ 
cussion  of  their  work.  The  meetings  are  very  well  attended,, 
and  have  proved  both  interesting  and  profitable. 

*This  lady,  a  Russian,  on  taking  the  position  of  Resident  Physician,  abbreviated  her 
name  of  Berlinerblau  to  Berlin ;  and  this  change  was  publicly  announced  in  the  newspapers 
of  the  city  and  in  our  annual  report  of  that  year. 
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FINANCIAL  AFFAIRS. 

Our  financial  affairs  have  been  a  source  of  great  anxiety 
to  us  throughout  this  whole  period,  since  it  has  included  the 
time  of  severe  monetary  depression  in  the  community  which 
has  reduced  the  income  from  our  own  investments,  and  checked 
the  generous  flow  of  subscriptions  and  donations.  Still,  when 
we  compare  our  condition  in  1882,  with  that  of  1876,  we  have 
reason  for  congratulation.  While  the  income  from  invested 
funds  has  been  diminished,  the  principal  has  in  no  case  been 
lost.  > 

Our  expenses  have  increased  in  an  equal  or  greater  ratio 
than  our  receipts.  This  is  partly  on  account  of  the  greater 
amount  of  work  done,  and  partly  because  of  the  better  manner 
in  which  it  is  done.  Our  Hospital  being  educational  as  well 
as  charitable,  we  have  considered  it  to  be  our  function,  not 
to  relieve  the  temporary  distress  of  the  largest  number,  but  to 
do  the  very  best  for  the  health  of  our  patients  and  the  instruc¬ 
tion  of  our  students. 

We  now  employ  a  paid  Superintendent  of  Nurses  to  instruct 
our  inexperienced  pupils  and  oversee  their  work.  As  the  whole 
time  of  our  Resident  Physician  is  needed  in  the  Hospital,  we 
have  increased  her  merely  nominal  salary  to  one  which  will 
give  her  a  competent  support,  the  fees  of  any  patient 
consulting  her  being  paid  in  to  the  treasury.  A  Masseuse 
is  also  employed  to  give  the  needed  treatment  to  patients,  and 
the  instruction  which  is  necessary  to  enable  nurses  to  do  well 
the  rubbing  which  may  be  required  of  them  in  their  future 
practice. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  of  1876  shows  a  mortgage  debt 
of  $47,000,  a  floating  debt  not  exceeding  $6,000,  and  $7,000 
due  our  funds ;  that  is  to  say,  we  had  been  obliged  to  spend 
that  amount  of  unrestricted  gifts  which  we  hoped  and  intended 
to  hold  as  a  permanent  investment. 

In  1882,  the  mortgage  debt  is  $15,000.  The  sinking  fund  is 
$4,000,  and  the  balance  in  hand  $1,834.84.

In  1876,  we  said  that  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Faulkner  had  proved 
insufficient  to  supply  the  needed  income  for  an  invalid  sister 
whose  support  was  provided  for,  and  that  no  benefit  was  there¬ 
fore  likely  to  accrue  to  the  Hospital  from  her  bequest.  Owing 
to  the  careful  management  of  our  former  Treasurer,  the 
executor  of  Mrs.  Faulkner’s  will,  our  Treasurer  now  holds 
the  original  sum,  $8,000,  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital,  subject 
to  the  charge  of  the  sister’s  support. 

We  have  had  two  fairs  during  this  period,  both  of  which 
have  been  pleasant  and  successful ;  an  archery  party  on  the 
adjoining  grounds ;  and  many  other  agreeable  entertainments 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital. 


THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 

This  School  has  engaged  a  large  share  of  the  interest  and 
attention  of  the  Directors.  A  Superintendent  is  employed, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  instruct  the  pupils  carefully  at  the  bed¬ 
sides,  to  regulate  their  work  and  oversee  their  manners,  to 
arrange  for  their  holiday  afternoons  and  vacations,  and  to 
give  formal  instruction  in  the  practice  of  nursing  on  certain 
evenings. 

This  office  has  been  filled  by  graduates  of  the  New  York 
and  New  Haven  Training  Schools.  It  is  a  difficult  post  to  fill 
as  the  number  of  persons  fully  educated  for  such  a  position  is 
yet  very  small. 

The  course  of  instruction  occupies  sixteen  months.  At  its 
conclusion,  a  diploma  is  given  to  the  pupils,  if  they  have  proved 
satisfactory  in  their  work.*  Sixteen  pupils  are  in  training  at 
the  Hospital  at  once.  During  the  past  six  years,  two  hun¬ 
dred  young  women  have  applied.  Only  one  hundred  were 


*  Persons  engaging  nurses  should  ask  to  see  the  diploma,  as  it  is  possible  for  those  who 
have  failed  in  their  studies  to  say  they  have  been  at  the  Hospital. 
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admitted  to  enter  upon  the  course ;  and,  of  these,  only  thirty- 
seven  were  able  to  continue  and  take  their  diplomas. 

The  requirements  of  a  good  training  school  test  the  endur¬ 
ance,  capacity,  and  character  of  the  young  women  who  enter 
on  the  course  ;  and  those  who  creditably  complete  the  ordeal 
of  sixteen  months  deserve  our  hearty  congratulation  and 
indorsement.  We  have  abundant  testimony  to  their  efficiency 
and  skill  from  families  in  which  they  have  been  employed. 
We  believe  that  this  Hospital  affords  some  peculiar  advantages 
for  training  nurses  for  private  practice,  and  we  have  the 
satisfaction  of  thinking  that  the  small  number  of  nurses  who 
go  out  from  it  are  deserving  of  the  confidence  of  the  public. 


DISPENSARY. 

The  removal  of  the  Dispensary  from  Warrenton  Street  to 
No.  29  Fayette  Street,  bought  for  the  purpose,  has  proved 
satisfactory,  affording  better  accommodations  without  increased 
expense.  The  removal  has  lessened  the  number  of  patients 
a  little,  as  some  of  them  did  not  readily  find  the  new  location. 

In  1876,  the  number  of  patients  was  4,634.  By  the  Dis¬ 
pensary  report  of  this  year,  it  is  the  same  number,  4,634. 

It  is  not  thought  desirable  to  increase  this  number  largely. 
There  is  danger  of  encouraging  those  able  to  pay  for  treatment 
to  rely  upon  charity ;  and  great  care  has  been  therefore  exer¬ 
cised  in  requiring  the  payment  for  medicines  —  twenty-five 
cents  —  from  all  able  to  pay.  The  present  number  is  about 
as  large  as  we  can  well  take  care  of  in  our  present  building 
and  with  our  staff  of  physicians.  And  perhaps  we  have  about 
as  many  cases  of  the  class  which  peculiarly  needs  our  care  as 
the  city  affords  within  easy  limits. 

Many  other  dispensaries  aid  in  the  care  of  the  poor,  but  ours 
is  almost  alone  in  affording  to  women  the  opportunity  of  con¬ 
sulting  physicians  of  their  own  sex ;  and  the  experience  of 
twenty  years  shows  how  fully  the  privilege  is  appreciated  by  the 
women  of  Boston. 

The  out-door  service  is  of  great  value,  the  students  giving 
to  their  patients,  not  only  professional  service,  but  much  kindly 
aid  and  sympathy,  and  in  return  gathering  valuable  experience 
to  fit  them  for  their  future  career. 
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By  the  small  charge  for  medicine,  the  Dispensary  has 
become  very  nearly  self-supporting,  as  the  Treasurer’s  report 
shows. 


HOSPITAL  WORK. 

In  1876,  we  reported  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  patients 
admitted  to  the  Hospital.  Of  these  there  were

The  number  of  patients  has  increased  more  than  one-half; 
and,  of  these,  the  surgical  cases  have  risen  beyond  that  propor¬ 
tion.  This  branch  of  the  work  has  been  very  important  and 
very  successful ;  but  it  is  also  expensive,  and  makes  great 
demands  on  the  strength  of  physicians,  students,  and  nurses. 
It  is,  however,  of  great  value  in  every  way.  Many  a  woman 
suffers  a  long  time  from  disease  requiring  surgical  treatment 
rather  than  apply  to  a  man;  and  the  poor  are  unable  to  care 
for  such  cases,  in  which  nursing  is  so  important,  in  their  own 
homes.  It  is  of  consequence  to  the  students  to  have  the 
opportunity  of  practical  experience  in  surgical  operations,  and 
in  the  necessary  care  of  the  patients ;  and  it  is  very  valuable 
to  our  pupil  nurses,  for  nowhere  is  the  trained  nurse  more 
necessary  than  in  attendance  on  surgical  cases.  Lastly,  this 
work  is  of  great  importance  to  the  cause  of  medical  education 
for  women,  since  their  fitness  for  this  branch  of  medical 
science  was  most  questioned,  and  has  been  fully  demonstrated. 
The  results  of  surgery  are  evident,  and  therefore  more  gener¬ 
ally  convincing.  But  the  medical  work  is  of  really  equal  value. 
The  faithful  treatment  of  cases  of  nervous  suffering  does  not 
yield  so  striking  results  as  surgery ;  but  the  skill  of  the 
physician  is  no  less  taxed  in  meeting  them,  and  our  hospital 
care  has  proved  a  life-long  benefit  to  many  a  sufferer  who

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needed  a  combination  of  firmness  and  tenderness  to  restore  her 
shattered  nerves. 

The  increase  in  our  work  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  demand. 
We  often  have  to  postpone  the  reception  of  paying  patients 
and  keep  them  waiting  some  time  for  admission,  and  must 
refuse  many  free  patients  whom  we  could  hope  to  relieve,  if 
we  had  the  means  to  receive  them. 


MATERNITY. 

Our  maternity  work  has  also  increased,  and  is  proving  of 
great  value  to  the  community  as  well  as  to  the  internes  and 
pupil  nurses.  It  meets  the  needs  of  various  classes.  Many 
married  women  come  to  us  because  they  have  no  home,  or 
because  their  homes  do  not  furnish  the  requisite  comforts  and 
care  which  they  so  urgently  need  at  that  time.  Had  we 
another  Maternity  House,  we  could  make  still  better  provision 
for  this  class  of  patients.  Many  homeless,  friendless  women, 
wronged  and  helpless,  come  to  us  ;  and,  while  we  give  them 
the  physical  care  which  preserves  perhaps  two  lives,  we  are 
able,  through  the  active  co-operation  of  a  committee  of  ladies 
to  give  them  the  best  moral  influences,  and  help  them,  if 
possible,  to  redeem  their  lives  by  the  care  of  their  children  and 
by  perseverance  in  usefulness  and  virtue. 

Our  most  urgent  need  is  of  another  maternity  building,  with 
sufficient  funds  to  support  it,  which  would  enable  us  not  only 
to  increase  this  branch  of  our  work,  but  to  organize  it  more 
efficiently. 

Since  1876,  we  have  improved  our  real  estate,  having 
gained  possession  of  three  small  houses  in  our  immediate 
vicinity.  We  have  greatly  improved  our  laundry,  and  added 
a  receiving-room  and  other  indispensable  accommodations. 
A  fence  has  been  put  around  the  grounds,  and  a  hennery 
established;  and  steam  heat  has  been  introduced  into  the 
main  building. 

While  our  own  special  work  has  thus  steadily  progressed 
during  the  last  six  years,  we  note  also  a  constant  growth  in 
the  idea  of  medical  education  for  women,  on  which  our  institu¬ 
tion  was  founded.  If  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society  and 
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the  Harvard  Medical  School  have  not  yet  opened  their  doors 
to  women,  the  subject  has  at  least  been  seriously  and  earnestly 
discussed,  and  some  of  the  leading  physicians  and  officers  have 
fully  advocated  our  cause.  In  many  other  State  societies  and 
colleges,  women  students  are  welcomed. 

The  importance  of  the  services  of  the  woman  physician  has 
been  recognized  by  the  State.  Dr.  Eliza  Mosher,  one  of  our 
students,  was  first  appointed  physician  of  the  women’s  prison 
at  Sherburne,  and  afterward  made  superintendent  of  the  prison; 
while  Dr.  L.  M.  Hall  succeeds  her  as  medical  attendant.  The 
Conference  of  Charities  invited  our  Hospital  to  send  a  dele¬ 
gate  to  its  meeting  at  Boston  in  1881,  where  they  warmly 
recognized  the  merits  of  Dr.  Mosher’s  work. 

Our  former  Resident  Physician,  Dr.  Crawford,  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  Lunacy,  and  Charity  as 
visiting  physician  to  the  poor ;  and  cases  of  sick  children  and 
women  are  confided  to  our  care  by  the  State  authorities. 
Women  are  now  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  State  Alms 
House  at  Tewksbury;  and  Dr.  Anna  M.  Wilkin,  a  pupil  of  Dr. 
Hall,  has  the  medical  charge  of  the  women  and  children  there. 
The  result  is  highly  satisfactory. 

It  is  encouraging  to  find  institutions  similar  to  our  Hospital 
are  being  established  in  different  parts  of  our  country,  and 
often  recognizing  indebtedness  to  our  work  for  inspiration 
and  example. 

The  New  York  Infirmary  and  the  Medical  College  and 
Hospital  in  Philadelphia  are  older  than  our  own.  The 
Chicago  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  the  Pacific 
Dispensary  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  and  the  Ohio  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  are  all 
working  for  the  same  great  objects. 

Far  more  important  than  the  opening  of  greater  privileges 
is  the  maintenance  of  a  high  standard  of  character  and  educa¬ 
tion  among  women  physicians.  The  obstacles  in  their  path  call 
for  energy  and  perseverance  to  overcome  them,  and  keep  back 
those  who  would  enter  the  profession  without  sufficient  ability 
and  strength  of  purpose. 

The  Commissioner  of  Education,  General  Eaton,  while 
severely  commenting  upon  the  insufficient  preparation  for  medi¬ 
cal  education  in  this  country,  and  the  base  practice  of  giving 
or  selling  undeserved  degrees,  adds  :  “  It  is  encouraging  to 
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note  that  many  women  who  have  entered  the  profession  are 
conspicuous  examples  of  all  that  every  physician  should  aspire 
to  be.  There  cannot  be  too  many  such  women  in  any  occupa¬ 
tion  or  too  many  such  physicians  in  any  country.” 


SUPPLEMENT  TO  THE  HISTORY  OF  THE 

HOSPITAL. 


FROM  OCT.  1,  1882,  TO  NOV.  14,  1887. 


In  1882,  the  history  of  the  Hospital  was  reprinted  with  a 
supplement,  bringing  it  clown  to  that  period.  The  succeeding 
five  years  have  not  produced  great  changes  in  the  work  of  the 
Hospital,  but  they  have  been  years  of  active  development, 
which  have  brought  us  to  a  position  where  improvements  have 
become  imperative,  to  adapt  our  buildings  and  our  administra¬ 
tion  to  the  needs  of  medical  education  and  work. 

Before  speaking  farther  on  this  subject,  I  will  briefly  recapit¬ 
ulate  the  events  of  the  last  five  years. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  MANAGEMENT  OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 

The  three  original  corporators  are  all  living,  and  actively 
engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

Our  original  Act  of  Incorporation,  Statement  of  Objects,  and 
By-laws  are  substantially  unchanged. 

Time  has  brought  changes  in  our  Board  of  Directors.  Our 
respected  President,  Miss  Lucy  Goddard,  one  of  the  original 
founders,  offered  her  resignation  as  early  as  1878,  but  the 
Board  have  urged  her  to  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration 
of  the  first  quarter  of  a  century  of  the  existence  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital.  When  she  has  been  unable  to  take  an  active  part  in  the 
meetings,  the  Vice-Presidents,  especially  Mrs.  Anna  H.  Clarke, 
Mr.  A.  A.  Call,  and  Mrs.  W.  O.  White,  have  filled  her  place. 
Her  resignation  was  accepted,  and  Mrs.  Ednah  D.  Cheney 
elected  President,  Sept,  n,  1887. 

We  have  received  at  various  times,  with  great  regret,  the 
resignations  of  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Ames,  Mrs.  Walter  C.  Cabot,  Miss 
Caroline  E.  Case,  Mrs.  Frederic  Dexter,  Miss  Laura  N.  Nor- 
cross,  Mrs.  John  Parkinson,  Mrs.  M.  N.  Pritchard,  Mrs.  Thomas 
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F.  Richardson,  Mrs.  Moorfield  Storey,  Miss  Mary  E.  Torrey, 
Miss  E.  F.  Heard,  Miss  Mary  A.  Mixter. 

The  vacant  places  on  the  Board  have  been  filled  by  Mr. 
Walter  H.  Cowing,  Miss  Mila  J.  Davis,  Mr.  Robert  B.  Fairbairn, 
Mr.  Alfred  Jones,  Mrs.  Emma  C.  F.  Keller,  Miss  Anna  D. 
Phillips,  Miss  Effie  Parker,  and  Miss  Caroline  G.  Soule. 

The  secretaries  and  treasurers  have  remained  unchanged 
until  the  first  Secretary,  Mrs.  Ednah  D.  Cheney,  offered  her 
resignation,  in  consequence  of  her  election  to  the  presidency. 

Mr.  Thomas  Mack  and  Mr.  Robert  B.  Fairbairn  have  been 
added  to  the  list  of  Auditors. 

Mrs.  H.  I.  Bowditch  has  left  the  vice-presidency,  and  Miss 
Charlotte  Bowditch  the  Board.  But  the  time-honored  family 
is  still  represented  on  our  Board  of  Directors  and  Medical 
Faculty.  Mrs.  George  W.  Bond,  Mrs.  John  C.  Abbot  and  Mrs. 
William  Orne  White,  have  also  resigned  from  the  vice-presi¬ 
dency. 

As  new  and  active  directors  are  needed  upon  the  Board,  it 
was  voted  at  the  annual  meeting,  Oct.  28,  1887,  to  form  a  new 
class  of  officers,  to  be  called  Counsellors,  consisting  of  those 
veteran  members  of  the  Board  who  could  no  longer  attend  the 
meetings  regularly,  but  who  might  do  so  occasionally,  giving  us 
the  benefit  of  their  counsel  and  sympathy.  Seven  names  were 
placed  on  this  list:  Mrs.  John  C.  Abbot,  Mrs.  Louisa  C.  Bond, 
Mrs.  Walter  C.  Cabot,  Mrs.  John  C.  Pratt,  Hon.  Samuel  E. 
Sewall,  Miss  Lucy  Goddard,  Mrs.  William  Orne  White.  The 
Counsellors  are  invited  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board, 
without  the  right  to  vote  on  contested  questions. 

MEDICAL  STAFF. 

The  professional  work  at  the  Hospital  has  undergone  a 
change.  The  three  attending  physicians,  Dr.  M.  E.  Zakrzewska, 
Dr.  Lucy  E.  Sewall,  and  Dr.  Helen  Morton  will  constitute  an 
advisory  body  ;  and,  without  the  duty  of  regular  attendance, 
will  yet  retain  the  right,  during  their  respective  terms,  to  visit 
the  Hospital  patients,  and  will  also  participate  as  active  mem¬ 
bers  in  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  women  physicians  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Hospital. 

Dr.  Emma  L.  Call,  Dr.  Emily  F.  Pope,  and  Dr.  C.  Augusta 
Pope  are  appointed  attending  physicians  to  the  Hospital,  fill¬ 
ing  the  places  of  the  retiring  physicians.  Dr.  Mary  A.  Smith, 
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Resident  Physician  from  1880  to  1882,  and  afterward  member 
of  the  New  England  Hospital  Dispensary  staff,  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  third  attending  surgeon  to  the  Hospital. 

Drs.  E.  F.  and  C.  A.  Pope,  having  resigned  their  positions  at 
the  New  England  Hospital  Dispensary,  their  places  are  filled 
by  Dr.  Harriet  L.  Harrington,  who  has  served  the  Hospital  at 
different  times  during  the  last  twelve  years,  either  as  apothe¬ 
cary,  or  as  substitute  or  assisting  physician,  and  by  Dr.  Sarah 
E.  Palmer,  formerly  one  of  our  internes. 

Another  important  appointment  is  that  of  Dr.  George  F. 
Jelly,  as  Consulting  Alienist,  taking  the  place  formerly  occu¬ 
pied  by  Dr.  Edward  Jarvis,  deceased,  who  was  connected  with 
our  work  from  1867  to  1884,  and  who  always  cheerfully  and 
promptly  rendered  us  valuable  assistance  in  his  special  branch 
of  mental  disease.  We  also  lost  by  death  our  honored  friend, 
Dr.  Samuel  Cabot,  who  from  the  very  beginning  of  our  Hos¬ 
pital  gave  his  counsel  in  the  professional  work,  and  his  influ¬ 
ence,  both  socially  and  professionally,  with  a  readiness  unusual 
at  that  time,  and  therefore  the  more  valuable.  His  son,  Dr. 
Arthur  T.  Cabot,  was  appointed  to  succeed  his  father  on  the 
staff  of  Consulting  Physicians,  and  Dr.  James  R.  Chadwick  was 
appointed  at  the  same  time  Consulting  Gynecologist. 

Dr.  Henry  I.  Bowditch  became  Consulting  Physician  in  1865, 
and  is,  therefore,  our  oldest  living  friend  among  the  physi¬ 
cians.  To  his  efforts  is  mainly  due  the  action  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Medical  Society,  admitting  women  to  fellowship,  so 
that  diplomas  from  women  graduates  of  the  Swiss  Colleges, 
the  Michigan  University,  New  York  Infirmary  College,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Woman’s  Medical  College,  New  England  Medical  College 
(dated  previous  to  1873),  are  accepted  as  credentials,  and  en¬ 
title  their  possessors  to  examination  for  admission  to  the  society. 

*  In  1882,  Dr.  Adaline  S.  Whitney  was  appointed  Resident 
Physician,  and  is  still  connected  with  the  Hospital,  being  on 
the  staff  of  the  New  England  Hospital  Dispensary.  She  was 
succeeded  as  “  Resident,”  in  1885,  by  Dr.  M.  Emily  Pagelsen, 
who,  after  remaining  a  year,  married,  in  1886,  Dr.  Howard,  and 
removed  to  Colorado.  Her  successor  was  Dr.  Anna  A.  Angell, 
who  resigned  after  nine  months,  on  account  of  ill-health  ;  and 
Dr.  Helen  W.  Bissell  became  Resident  Physician,  July  1,  1887. 

*Dr.  Mary  E.  Breed,  the  first  Resident  Physician,  settled  in  her  native  city  of  Lynn, 
where  she  married  a  Mr.  Walsh,  and  died  suddenly  of  apoplexy,  in  1882. 
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In  1883,  Dr.  Emma  B.  Culbertson,  a  former  interne,  was 
appointed  to  the  staff  of  New  England  Hospital  Dispensary 
Physicians. 

Marian  E.  Johnson  was  appointed  Pharmacist  in  1884. 

MATERNITY  DEPARTMENT, 

For  many  years,  the  need  of  enlarged  accommodations  in  the 
Maternity  department  has  been  strongly  felt.  This  department 
is  of  great  importance,  both  to  the  charitable  and  educational 
work  of  the  Hospital.  Both  the  internes  and  nurse-students 
prize  it  very  highly,  and  nowhere  else  can  such  education  be  ob¬ 
tained  by  them  so  well  as  here.  Many  respectable  women  also 
find  better  care  and  accommodation  than  they  can  have  in  their 
own  homes  or  boarding-places.  We  have  made  a  great  im¬ 
provement  in  purchasing  the  small  wooden  houses  on  Dimock 
Street,  one  of  which  is  now  used  for  isolating  infectious  cases, 
but  we  still  need  more  and  better  accommodation  for  this  work. 

The  value  of  the  work  of  the  Maternity  as  a  humane  charity 
has  been  greatly  multiplied  by  the  work  of  a  volunteer  commit¬ 
tee  of  ladies,  who  have  taken  special  care  of  the  poor  patients 
in  this  department.  All  patients  asking  for  free  beds  are  re¬ 
ferred  to  these  ladies  for  investigation,  who  assist  them  to  find 
suitable  homes  before  entering  the  Hospital,  and  to  obtain  suit¬ 
able  places  on  leaving  it.  The  friendless  mother  —  too  often  a 
young,  unprotected  girl  —  is  thus  saved  from  temptation,  misery, 
and  despair.  Peace  of  mind  facilitates  the  recovery  of  the  pa¬ 
tient,  while  the  relief  to  the  sympathetic  hearts  of  the  employees 
of  the  Hospital  is  proportionately  great. 

DISPENSARY  WORK. 

The  Dispensary  work  has  not  increased  in  numbers,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  much  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  abuse  of  med¬ 
ical  charity.  It  is  thought  best  that  every  one  who  is  able  to 
pay  should  pay  something;  and,  during  the  last  year,  every  pa¬ 
tient  has  been  obliged  to  sign  a  paper,  signifying  that  she  is 
unable  to  do  so,  before  receiving  attendance  free.  This  has 
caused  some  diminution  in  the  number  of  applicants. 

In  1882,  the  whole  number  of  patients  was  4,634.  In  1883, 
’84,  ’85,  it  rose  to  over  5,000, —  an  amount  of  work  too  great  for 
our  staff  of  physicians.  In  1887,  it  has  fallen  to:  Patients  at 
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the  Dispensary,  3,476 ;  at  their  homes,  890.  It  remains  to  be 
seen  whether  the  number  will  gradually  increase  as  the  new 
regulations  are  better  understood.  The  self-respecting  poor 
gladly  pay  for  their  medicine  and  attendance  according  to  their 
means.  Under  the  new  system,  the  Dispensary  is  nearly  self- 
supporting,  so  that  it  can  be  enlarged  according  to  the  need  of 
the  community. 

TRAINING-  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES, 

No  branch  of  our  work  has  improved  more  in  the  last  five 
years  than  the  Training  School  for  Nurses.  Not  only  has  our 
own  work  increased,  but  similar  schools  have  been  founded  in 
many  other  places,  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  so  that  the 
“  trained  nurse  ”  is  now  a  recognized  and  important  member  of 
society.  The  constant  effort  of  our  school  has  been  to  keep  up 
a  high  standard  of  preparation. 

In  1882,  the  Training  School  reported  that  its  course  occu¬ 
pied  sixteen  months,  and  sixteen  pupils  were  in  training  at  the 
Hospital  at  once.  Two  hundred  young  women  had  applied  for 
entrance  at  the  school.  One  hundred  were  admitted  to  enter 
upon  the  course,  but  only  thirty-seven  were  able  to  take  diplo¬ 
mas.  The  time  of  preparation  has  since  been  increased  to 
eighteen  months.  The  number  of  nurses  is  not  much  increased, 
being  now  eighteen,  including  those  engaged  at  the  Dispensary. 

The  last  two  months  are  spent  at  the  Dispensary,  in  tending 
the  sick  poor,  or  in  nursing  in  private  families,  while  still  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Hospital  Physicians. 

The  greatest  difficulty  in  this  work  has  been  that  of  finding 
suitable  superintendents,  and,  especially  during  the  last  two 
years,  frequent  changes  have  occurred ;  but,  as  the  number  of 
trained  nurses  increases,  we  hope  to  find  less  difficulty,  and  are 
confident  at  present  that  the  place  will  be  acceptably  filled  by 
Miss  Eugenia  S.  Hurd. 

The  number  of  applicants  is  far  beyond  what  can  be  re¬ 
ceived  ;  and  we  are  thus  enabled  to  select  from  them  those  who 
seem  best  qualified  for  the  work,  and  to  reject  any  who,  after 
the  month’s  probation,  are  found  unfitted  for  it. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  School  in  1872,  one  hundred 
and  two  nurses  have  graduated.  These  nurses  usually  register 
at  the  Bureau,  so  that  we  have  an  opportunity  of  following 
their  subsequent  career,  which  in  most  cases  has  been  satis¬ 
factory. 
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The  great  want  of  the  School  —  and  it  is,  indeed,  an  impera¬ 
tive  one  —  is  a  nurses’  home.  We  lack  sufficient  sleeping 
accommodations,  especially  for  the  night  nurses,  who  must 
sleep  in  the  day-time  ;  and  the  nurses  also  need  a  gathering- 
room,  where  they  may  have  a  little  recreation,  and  at  least 
indulge  in  a  hearty  laugh,  without  disturbing  the  patients.  A 
small  beginning  of  a  fund  for  this  purpose  has  already  been 
made,  and  we  hope  this  anniversary  year  will  not  pass  away 
without  its  completion. 

HOUSEHOLD  ARRANGEMENTS. 

Our  household  has  been  conducted  in  much  the  same  man¬ 
ner  as  five  years  ago,  but  Miss  Cora  C.  Macbrien  has  taken 
the  place  of  Miss  Maria  F.  Ladd  as  matron. 

The  system  of  steam  heat,  introduced  in  1882,  has  brought 
great  additional  comfort  to  all  in  the  main  household.  We 
have  no  difficulty  in  warming  the  building,  but  find  some  objec¬ 
tions  in  regard  to  noise. 

The  want  of  an  elevator  in  the  main  building  is  imperatively 
felt.  It  would  materially  lessen  the  labor  of  carrying  patients 
up  and  down  stairs,  and  enable  the  convalescents  to  go  into  the 
outer  air  much  more  easily. 

We  are  taking  into  serious  consideration  the  rearrangement 
of  our  buildings,  hoping,  by  the  construction  of  one  or,  at  most, 
two  houses  of  moderate  size,  to  secure  better  accommodations 
for  all  our  work.  A  home  for  nurses  would  enable  us  to  use 
four  small  rooms  for  single  wards,  which  are  much  needed, 
especially  for  our  surgical  work,  which  is  constantly  increasing 
in  numbers  and  importance. 

The  name  of  the  street  has  been  changed  by  the  city  from 
Codman  Avenue  to  Dimock  Street,  in  memory  of  our  never-to- 
be-forgotten  Resident  Physician,  Dr.  Susan  Dimock.  We  have 
not  yet  secured  the  city’s  acceptance  of  the  road,  but  hope  it 
will  soon  be  accomplished,  that  the  whole  street  may  be  put  in 
good  order. 

We  have  bought  a  portion  of  the  land  opposite  the  Hospital, 
to  guard  us  from  undesirable  neighbors  and  for  our  future 
needs.  It  is  very  important  that  we  should  have  the  remaining 
portion  of  it.  We  have  also  purchased  a  small  house  in  the 
rear,  which  might  prove  objectionable,  the  rent  of  which  at 
present  gives  a  fair  interest  on  the  investment. 
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FINANCIAL  CONDITION, 

At  the  close  of  twenty-five  years,  our  financial  condition  is 
certainly  encouraging.  We  have  again  asked  and  received 
from  the  Massachusetts  legislature  an  increase  of  power  to 
hold  property, —  this  time  to  the  amount  of  $250,000. 

Our  real  estate  used  for  Hospital  purposes  is  now  valued  at 
$99,300 ;  real  estate  for  income  and  Dispensary  purposes, 
$17,700.  We  have  of  unrestricted  funds  invested,  from  which 
we  can  use  the  income  or  the  principal,  if  necessary,  $80,- 
441.95,  and  of  restricted  funds  —  pledged  to  the  support  of 
free  beds  —  $70,407.38,  and  to  other  uses,  $24,328.20.  We 
must  repeat  that  the  endowment  of  a  free  bed,  either  perma¬ 
nently  or  by  the  year,  does  not  pay  the  expense  of  it,  if  kept 
full  all  the  time,  as,  owing  to  the  interest  of  our  physicians  in 
the  work,  it  almost  invariably  is.  We  rejoice  in  the  endowment, 
because  it  helps  to  pay  for  the  free  beds,  which  are  indispensa¬ 
ble  to  the  educational  and  charitable  work. 

Our  expenses  have  necessarily  increased.  Hospital  build¬ 
ings  must  be  kept  in  the  most  perfect  order,  and  the  amount 
necessary  for  repairs  is  large  every  year.  The  introduction  of 
steam  heat  has  added  greatly  to  the '  comfort  of  the  patients, 
and  the  good  results  of  treatment ;  but  it  does  not  lessen  our 
coal  bills,  nor  the  labor  of  the  household.  The  increased  mag¬ 
nitude  of  our  work  is  not  represented  merely  by  the  number 
of  cases.  We  have  much  more  important  surgical  work,  which 
often  requires  more  expense  in  attendance,  care,  and  diet ;  and 
we  use  all  the  best  modern  methods  in  medicine  and  obstetrics, 
which  have  done  so  much  for  sanitary  results,  but  which  are 
expensive  in  practice. 

We  have  never  been  able  to  make  our  annual  receipts  cover 
our  annual  expenses,  but  have  been  obliged  to  have  recourse 
to  fairs  and  other  entertainments  to  make  up  the  deficiency, 
or  else  to  use  our  unrestricted  funds,  which  we  earnestly  desire 
to  keep  invested  for  future  income.  We  still  hope  that  the 
numerous  body  of  friends  who  deprecate  the  method  of  raising 
money  by  fairs  will  come  forward  with  large  annual  subscrip¬ 
tions,  to  prevent  the  necessity  of  resorting  to  them.  But  the 
experience  of  twenty-five  years  has  proved  that  we  can  pay  our 
expenses  by  holding  a  fair  every  two  or  three  years,  while  we 
have  never  yet  been  able  to  do  so  without.  We  trust  that  the 
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fair  of  this  year  will  be  as  pleasant  and  successful  as  that  of 
three  years  ago,  and  enable  us  not  only  to  pay  off  the  deficit 
in  this  year’s  accounts,  but  help  to  provide  for  the  future. 

A  large  number  of  annual  subscriptions,  pledged  for  three 
years  at  least,  sufficient  to  meet  our  current  expenses,  is  what 
we  very  much  desire.  Then  all  legacies  and  large  gifts  could 
be  reserved  for  income,  to  meet  unusual  or  increased  expenses, 
or  invested  in  the  improvements  which  are  becoming  so  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  perfection  of  our  work. 

The  expenses,  in  1882,  were  $26,821.90;  in  1887,  they  are 
$32, 777.25.  Of  this  sum,  $3,241.07  for  repairs,  and  $i,gc)6.ii 
for  instruments,  Hospital  supplies,  etc.,  will  not  always  recur 
to  the  same  extent;  while  the  sum  of  $4,424.16,  charged  to  the 
Dispensary,  is  very  nearly  offset  by  the  receipts  from  patients 
there. 

PROGRESS  IN  IDEAS, 

One  of  the  pleasantest  features  in  the  history  of  our  work, 
for  the  last  five  years,  is  the  steady  growth  of  our  leading  ideas. 
Recurring  to  the  objects  stated  in  our  original  act  of  incor¬ 
poration,  we  find,  first,  “To  provide  for  women  medical  aid  of 
competent  physicians  of  their  own  sex.”  This  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  to  a  very  great  extent,  not  only  in  our  own  New  Eng¬ 
land,  but  throughout  our  country.*  Similar  hospitals  have 
been  established  in  many  places  of  the  West,  and  our  grad¬ 
uates  may  be  found  in  at  least  twenty-three  of  the  States  and 
Territories  of  our  Union ;  and  everywhere  they  implant  the 
principles  we  have  sought  to  establish,  and  carry  on  the  same 
plans  for  the  education  of  women  and  the  benefit  of  humanity. 

Not  only  has  the  same  spirit  spread  throughout  Europe, 
where  colleges  and  hospitals  are  more  and  more  freely  opened 
to  women,  but  the  far  regions  of  India  appeal  to  us  for  women 
physicians  as  the  greatest  help  in  the  advancement  of  women. 

In  the  summer  of  1886,  Anandabai  Joshee,  M.D.,  a  graduate 
of  the  Woman’s  College  of  Philadelphia,  asked  to  be  received 
as  an  interne  at  our  Hospital.  Although  she  could  not  remain 
the  length  of  time  usually  required,  she  was  cordially  received, 
and  resided  among  us  for  a  few  weeks,  charming  all  by  her 
sweetness  and  simplicity.  Unfortunately,  her  health  broke

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clown,  and  she  was  obliged  to  leave  the  Hospital.  She  soon 
after  sailed  for  India,  where  the  position  of  physician  in  charge 
of  the  female  ward  of  the  Albert  Edward  Hospital  awaited  her, 
in  the  city  of  Kolhapur.  But  her  health  was  undermined  :  con¬ 
sumption  made  her  its  victim,  and  she  died,  Feb.  26,  1887,  at 
the  early  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  ten  months.* 

The  work  to  which  she  gave  her  life  will  go  on  among  her 
countrywomen  ;  and  we  trust  that  the  name  of  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Hospital  will  be  held  dear  as  one  of  the  homes  that  wel¬ 
comed  the  first  Hindoo  woman  who  sought  medical  education 
in  America. 

The  woman  physician  is  now  called  for,  respected,  and  wel¬ 
comed,  in  almost  every  large  town. 

Our  second  object,  namely,  “To  assist  educated  physicians  in 
the  practical  study  of  medicine,”  has  been  successfully  pursued, 
as  is  abundantly  testified  by  the  letters  constantly  received  from 
former  internes,  now  in  professional  practice  in  all  parts  of  the 
United  States.  These  writers  not  only  speak  gratefully  of  the 
knowledge  acquired  in  the  Hospital,  but  often  attribute  their 
success  in  their  practice  to  the  stimulus  here  given  by  thorough 
instruction  under  skilful  physicians,  and  by  the  variety  of  op¬ 
portunities  for  medical  and  surgical  work.  They  look  back 
with  affection  and  admiration  to  our  New  England  Hospital. 
The  eagerness  with  which  graduates  from  the  different  medical 
colleges  seek  admission  to  our  institution,  for  its  clinical  op¬ 
portunities,  proves  that,  although  our  Hospital  is  no  longer  the 
largest  of  the  Hospitals  established  in  the  United  States  by 
women,  it  is  still  considered  to  possess  some  superior  advan¬ 
tages.  An  important  office  is  filled  by  Dr.  Sarah  M.  Crawford, 
our  former  Resident  Physician,  as  Massachusetts  State  Physi¬ 
cian,  having  in  charge  sick,  indigent  women  and  children.  She 
is  also  Censor  of  the  Norfolk  District  Medical  Society. 

Still  more  indicative  of  the  progress  in  the  medical  education 
of  women,  which  our  institution  has  helped  to  produce,  is  the 
action  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  of  1884,  requiring  the 
“  appointment  of  an  educated  woman  physician  in  each  of  the 
State  Lunatic  Asylums.” 

The  third  object  was  the  “Training  of  nurses,”  and  is  cer¬ 
tainly  receiving  full  attention,  and  achieving  success.

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TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNIVERSARY, 

t 

The  twenty-fifth  annual  meeting  was  not  held  at  the  Hospital 
as  usual,  but,  through  the  kindness  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Church  of  the  Disciples,  in  their  large  building  on  Warren 
Avenue. 

The  pastor,  Rev.  James  Freeman  Clarke,  being  prevented 
from  attending,  Mr.  George  W.  Bond  called  the  meeting  to 
order,  and  announced  that  Mrs.  Ednah  D.  Cheney  had  been 
elected  president,  in  place  of  Miss  Lucy  Goddard,  who  had  re¬ 
signed  after  twenty-five  years  of  service. 

On  taking  the  chair,  Mrs.  Cheney  made  a  few  remarks  on  the 
anniversary,  and,  paying  a  tribute  to  the  first  president’s  devo¬ 
tion  and  ability,  introduced  Mr.  Fred.  W.  G.  May,  who,  in  the 
name  of  the  Directors,  presented  to  Miss  Goddard  a  set  of  the 
reports  of  the  twenty-five  years,  as  a  fitting  memorial  of  her 
services. 

Miss  Goddard  received  the  gift,  and  thanked  the  Directors  in 
a  few  appropriate  words.  The  usual  business  of  the  meeting 
was  then  transacted,  and  the  Directors  for  the  year  elected. 
Miss  Lilian  Clarke  gave  a  brief  account  of  the  work  done  in 
aid  of  friendless  mothers  in  the  Maternity  Department. 

Dr.  Henry  I.  Bowditch,  the  oldest  Consulting  Physician  liv¬ 
ing,  made  a  brief  address,  expressing  his  warm  interest  in  the 
Hospital,  and  giving  some  reminiscences,  showing  how  great  had 
been  the  change  of  feeling  in  regard  to  the  practice  of  medicine 
by  women.  He  spoke  of  his  own  indebtedness  to  the  instruc¬ 
tions  of  Ambrose  Pare,  of  Paris.  He  strongly  urged  the  need 
of  an  elevator. 

Hon.  Samuel  E.  Sewall,  who  has  been  a  Director  and  legal 
adviser  of  the  Hospital  since  its  foundation,  spoke  of  its  great 
value  and  importance  and  of  its  assured  success,  and  felt  that 
we  must  all  rejoice  in  this  proof  of  the  capacity  of  women  to 
carry  forward  great  undertakings. 

Letters  were  read  from  Dr.  E.  E.  Plale  and  Rev.  Phillips 
Brooks,  who  were  unable  to  be  present. 

Dr.  Mary  Putnam  Jacobi,  once  an  interne  in  the  Hospital, 
was  invited  to  make  the  principal  address.  Severe  illness  in  her 
family  prevented  her  from  being  present,  and  her  paper  was  read 
by  the  Consulting  Gynaecologist,  Dr.  James  R.  Chadwick.  She 
gave  a  statement  of  the  work  of  some  of  the  women’s  hospitals 
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in  America,  and  urged  the  careful  development  of  educational 
opportunities,  and  greater  attention  to  statistics. 

Dr.  Augusta  Pope  then  read  a  brief  note,  expressing  the  deep 
obligations  of  the  graduates  and  internes  of  the  Hospital  to  the 
Senior  Attending  Physician,  Dr.  Marie  E.  Zakrzewska,  and  as 
a  mark  of  their  lasting  respect  presented  to  the  Directors  a 
portrait  of  their  beloved  teacher,  painted  by  Miss  Ellen  E.. 
Hale.  The  president  accepted  the  gift  for  the  Hospital,  and 
promised  that  it  should  find  suitable  place  within  its  walls. 
She  then  called  upon  Dr.  Zakrzewska,  who  gave  a  brief  review 
of  the  progress  of  hospitals  for  women,  and  closed  with  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  present  needs  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  of  Arrangements  had  been  enabled,  through 
the  liberality  of  friends,  to  provide  a  bountiful  repast  for  about 
two  hundred  guests,  who  enjoyed  a  social  reunion  after  the  reg¬ 
ular  exercises. 

In  closing  this  period  of  a  quarter  of  a  century,  we  can  con¬ 
gratulate  ourselves  on  the  accomplishment  of  much  that  we 
aimed  at  in  the  beginning.  Our  faith  in  our  cause  is  deepened,, 
our  purposes  broadened  by  the  experience  of  these  years.  The 
need  of  our  work,  both  as  a  charity  and  as  an  educational  insti¬ 
tution,  is  as  great  as  ever,  for  opportunities  have  widened  for 
both.  We  look  confidently  forward  that  the  next  anniversary 
will  find  our  work  still  unaccomplished,  but  larger  and  stronger 
and  better  than  now.

BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

New  England  Hospital  for  W  men  and  Children. 

AS  ADOPTED  UNDER  THE  ACT  OF  INCORPORATION,  FRIDAY,  JUNE  5,  1863, 
AND  AS  AMENDED  UP  TO  NOV.  10,  1869. 


1.  The  name  of  the  institution  shall  be  the  The  New  England  Hospital 
for  Women  and  Children. 

2.  The  objects  of  the  institution  shall  be  :  — 

I.  To  provide  for  women  medical  aid  of  competent  physicians  of 
their  own  sex. 

II.  To  assist  educated  women  in  the  practical  study  of  medicine. 

III.  To  train  nurses  for  the  care  of  the  sick. 

3.  The  Government  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  forty 
Directors,  who  shall  have  the  entire  management  of  the  business  of  the  insti¬ 
tution. 

4.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary. 
Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  chosen  from  the  Board  by  the  Directors. 

5.  Subscribers  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

6.  Subscribers  paying  fifty  dollars  at  any  one  time  may  be  considered  Life 
Members. 

7.  Subscribers  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually  are  entitled  to  a 
free  bed. 

8.  The  visitors  for  each  month  shall  be  chosen  from  the  Body  of  Directors 

9.  The  Medical  Officers  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  Resident  Physicians, 
one  or  more  Attending  Physicians,  and  not  less  than  two  Consulting  Physicians, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

10.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  October,  at 
which  time  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  read. 

11.  The  annual  subscription  shall  date  from  the  first  day  of  October. 

12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  give  notice  of  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  in  one  or  more  papers.  Of  this  and  all  special  meetings,  the  Secretary 
shall  notify  the  Directors  by  letter. 

13.  The  Directors  shall  hold  a  regular  monthly  meeting  for  the  transaction 
of  the  hospital  business. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  the  clerk  of 
the  Corporation,  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the  meetings  and  doings  of  the 


Directors  and  of  the  society,  and  to  conduct  all  necessary  correspondence, 
subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  Directors.  Also,  to  prepare  a  full  report 
to  be  read  at  the  annual  meeting. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys 
on  account  of  the  society,  and  to  keep  careful  account  thereof,  open  at  all 
times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Directors,  with  proper  vouchers  for  all  payments. 

16.  The  Auditor  shall  examine  the  accounts  annually,  and  oftener  if  nec¬ 
essary,  and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident  Physician  to  submit  to  the  Board 
of  Directors,  at  the  annual  meeting,  such  report  of  the  year’s  labor  as  may 
be  deemed  profitable  to  the  objects  and  interests  of  the  institution. 

1 8.  The  visitors  of  the  month  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  the  Hospital 
during  the  month,  co-operating  with  the  permanent  officers  of  the  institution. 

19.  Five  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  their  Board. 

20.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  sufficient  for  transaction  of  all 
business  at  any  special  meeting  of  the  society. 

21.  The  Directors  may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  their  number  during  the 
year. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  by  the  Secretary,  on 
the  written  request  of  three  Directors. 

22.  The  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  society  by  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  two  weeks’  notice  that  amendments  are 
proposed  being  given  by  advertisement.

dren,”  in  Boston,  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  its  successors  and  assigns,  the 
sum  of  . dollars. 


Form  of  Endowment  of  a  Free  Bed  in  Hew  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children. 

The  donor  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  bed  which 
shall  always  be  free ;  to  nominate  an  occupant  for  such  bed,  and  to  appoint 
a  successor  to  the  right  of  nomination  for  such  occupancy. 

Every  successor,  for  the  time  being,  to  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  suc¬ 
cessor  who  shall  in  turn  have  the  like  power  of  nomination  for  occupancy. 

The  occupant,  however,  must  be  in  needy  circumstances,  the  case  one 
suitable  for  said  Plospital,  and  the  nomination  in  conformity  with  the  by¬ 
laws,  rules,  and  regulations  of  the  same. 
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AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  ENGLAND  HOSPITAL  FOR 

WOMEN  AND  CHILDREN, 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows :  — 

Section  i.  Lucy  Goddard,  Marie  E.  Zakrzewska,  Ednah  D. 
Cheney,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by 
the  name  of  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  in  the  city  of  Boston  or  its  vicinity 
a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  the  diseases  of  women  and  children,  and  of 
giving  therein  clinical  instruction  to  female  students  of  medicine,  and  of 
training  nurses ;  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the 
duties,  liabilities,  and  restrictions  set  forth  in  the  sixty-eighth  chapter  of  the 
General  Statutes. 

Section  2.  The  said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate  not 
exceeding  in  value  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceed¬ 
ing  in  value  fifty  thousand  dollars,  all  of  which  shall  be  devoted  to  the  pur¬ 
pose  aforesaid. 

Approved  March  12 ,  1863.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 


For  the  Year  ending-  October  1,  1888. 


The  last  year’s  Annual  Report  told  the  story  of  the  Hospital 
during  its  first  twenty-five  years  of  existence. 

The  year  that  has  just  closed  began  with  new  hope,  partly  due 
to  the  inspiration  of  the  anniversary.  Then,  too,  in  addition  to 
bequests  and  gifts  received,  the  Fair  in  December  last  proved  a 
success,  adding  to  our  treasury  $12,491.65. 

The  Directors  hoped  they  might  carry  out  their  long  cherished 
plan  of  building  a  new  Maternity  House  and  of  transforming  the 
cottage  hitherto  used  for  that  department  into  a  Home  for  Nurses. 
But  this  work  was  necessarily  postponed. 

The  third  great  need  of  the  Hospital,  as  has  been  often  said, 
was  an  elevator.  The  fund  started  last  year  toward  this  object, 
through  the  devoted  efforts  of  one  of  the  Directors, —  a  former 
patient, —  has  become  sufficient  to  sanction  the  erection  of  an  ele¬ 
vator  in  the  hospital.  The  promise  of  a  generous  sum  toward  the 
expense  of  running  it  —  from  a  constant  friend  —  was  an  added 
stimulus  to  us  in  the  introduction  of  the  elevator. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  has  gone  on  steadily  under  the  same 
management  in  the  housekeeping  department  as  when  last  reported. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a  change  was  made  in  the  medical 
department,  as  follows :  A  Board  of  Advisory  Physicians  was  insti¬ 
tuted,  Drs.  Zakrzewska,  Sewall,  and  Morton  being  appointed  to 
constitute  this  Board,  and  Drs.  Emma  L.  Call,  C.  Augusta  Pope, 
and  Emily  F.  Pope  to  take  the  places  of  these  senior  physicians  as 
attending  physicians  at  the  Hospital. 

It  was  also  considered  important  to  enlarge  the  surgical  work 
and  to  appoint  a  third  attending  surgeon.  Dr.  Mary  A.  Smith 
was  elected  to  fill  the  position. 

The  medical  staff  has  been  strengthened  by  the  addition  to  its 
members  (in  May  last)  of  Drs.  W.  H.  Richardson  as  Consulting 
Surgeon  (the  one  usually  called  in  consultation  being  then  in  Eu- 
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rope),  C.  J.  Blake  as  Consulting  Aurist,  and  J.  J.  Putnam  as  Con¬ 
sulting  Physician  on  nervous  diseases. 

Our  President,  Mrs.  Cheney,  was  appointed  delegate  to  the  In¬ 
ternational  Council  of  Women  at  Washington.  The  reception  of 
her  statement  of  hospital  work  showed  the  well-spread  interest  in 
the  cause,  and  letters  were  subsequently  received  from  various 
points  asking  for  information  and  help  in  establishing  hospitals. 

The  report  of  the  Nurse  Committee  will  show  that  this  branch 
of  our  work  is  continuing  to  make  its  usefulness  felt  in  the  commu¬ 
nity.  Miss  Hurd  still  remains  as  Superintendent  of  the  Training 
School,  and  is  doing  good  service. 

The  Dispensary  work,  too,  will  be  found  to  be,  as  heretofore,  a 
most  important  supplement  to  that  of  the  Hospital. 

The  diminishing  of  the  list  of  our  regular  annual  subscribers  is 
a  cause  of  great  regret  to  us ;  and  we  cannot  but  hope  that  the 
benevolently  disposed  who  have  not  hitherto  lent  us  a  hand  in  this 
direction  may  speedily  realize  the  feeling  of  security  given  to  work¬ 
ers  for  the  public  good  by  the  addition  of  fixed  yearly  sums  to  the 
treasury. 

For  our  patients,  we  can  say,  as  formerly,  that  complaints  are 
rarely  heard  from  them,  and  that  a  grateful,  contented  spirit  gen¬ 
erally  prevails  in  the  wards.  The  occupant  of  a  free  bed,  never 
known  as  such  by  the  nurses  and  other  patients,  receives  precisely 
the  same  care  and  attention  as  those  who  pay  the  full  price.  The 
elevated  situation  of  the  Hospital,  with  its  pleasant  outlook  and 
homelike  atmosphere,  makes  it  a  blessed  retreat  to  many  a  sick 
and  suffering  and  often  homeless  woman. 

The  printed  list  of  donations  to  the  Hospital  shows  our  usual 
indebtedness  to  many  friends.  To  these  kind  donors,  to  our  co- 
operators  in  the  sale  of  last  autumn,  to  our  annual  subscribers, 
and  lastly  to  those  generous  friends  who  have  within  the  year 
strengthened  our  pecuniary  resources  by  their  gifts  of  money,  our 
most  grateful  acknowledgments  are  extended.

REPORT  OF  DISPENSARY. 


For  the  Year  ending  September  30,  1888. 


The  number  of  patients  seen  at  the  Dispensary  during  the  last 
year  is  3,345  ;  at  their  homes,  858, —  making  a  total  of  4,203. 

The  morning  clinics  have  numbered  9,599  consultations,  giving 
an  average  of  about  32  daily. 

4,627  visits  have  been  made  to  patients  in  their  own  homes,  or 
an  average  of  about  15  daily. 

Of  the  4,203  patients,  250,  because  of  their  extreme  poverty, 
have  had  medicines  freely  given. 

The  records  show  that  13,752  prescriptions  were  given  at  the 
clinics,  and  1,744  to  those  patients  attended  at  their  own  homes. 

While  we  still  find  the  number  of  patients  doubtless  slightly 
diminished  by  the  system  of  eliminating  those  able  to  pay  a  small 
fee,  we  feel  also  assured  from  longer  experience  that  better  work 
is  thereby  done. 

The  nurses  have  made  1,552  visits,  of  which  857  were  to  obstet¬ 
rical  cases,  87  to  surgical,  and  514  to  medical  cases. 

We  have  found  the  results  to  be  most  satisfactory  to  the  nurse 
as  well  as  to  the  patient.  The  former  must  exercise  great  ingenu¬ 
ity  in  the  use  of  the  few  conveniences  she  finds  at  hand. 

Those  of  us  who  have  attended  Dispensary  patients  before  this 
experiment  of  supplementing  the  doctor’s  visits  with  a  nurse’s  care 
can  alone  appreciate  the  work  which  they  do. 

The  work  of  the  resident  Internes  in  the  morning  clinics  has 
been  supplemented  by  a  third  Interne,  who  comes  in  daily.  The 
arrangement  is  a  helpful  one  to  the  attending  physicians,  and  also 
to  the  Internes,  who  are  thus  able  to  do  more  work. 

The  position  of  apothecary  is  still  most  satisfactorily  held  by 
Miss  Marian  E.  Johnson.

REPORT  OF  NURSE  COMMITTEE. 


During  the  year,  thirteen  nurses  have  been  graduated  after  a 
course  of  eighteen  months  :  Misses  Sara  J.  Clegg,  Annie  J.  Godfrey, 
Beatrice  L.  Slade,  Emma  J.  Dye,  Maria  S.  Robinson,  Louise  A. 
Furber,  Cornelia  F.  Deane,  May  A.  Lamb,  Margaret  Mackay, 
Miriam  Robinson,  Mary  E.  Bliss,  Isabel  Osborne,  and  Margaret 
Lougheed. 

We  heartily  commend  them  to  all  persons  needing  the  services 
of  a  trained  nurse.  Several  of  them  return  to  homes  in  other 
States,  but  a  larger  number  will  be  settled  in  or  near  Boston. 

Their  places  in  the  school  have  been  filled  by  young  women 
chosen  from  a  long  list  of  applicants,  as  most  fitted  for  the  pro¬ 
fession  by  good  character  and  intelligence,  sound  health  and 
strength,  a  pleasant  disposition,  and  unselfish  desire  for  this  form 
of  service. 

Miss  Eugenia  A.  Eturd  has  proved  most  satisfactory  as  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Nurses.  The  condition  of  the  school  gives  evidence  of 
her  efficiency  and  wise  administration. 

We  hope  that  before  another  year  we  may  have  the  long-desired 
"  Home,”  where  the  nurses  may,  when  off  duty,  be  free  from  hos¬ 
pital  atmosphere  and  associations. 

The  entire  sum  necessary  for  such  a  building  has  not  yet  been 
contributed,  but  we  feel  it  should  not  be  longer  delayed. 

The  Dispensary  Committee  has  given  its  testimony  as  to  the 
value  of  the  services  of  the  nurses  who  have  served  its  poor  out¬ 
patients  for  the  last  three  years,  each  nurse  passing  one  month 
there.  We  are  sure  the  experience  there  gained  is  no  less  valu¬ 
able  to  the  nurses  themselves,  and  should  be  sorry  to  discontinue 
the  practice.  But  it  involves  the  payment'  of  a  nurse’s  board  in 
the  city,  and  this  sum  has  heretofore  been  paid  by  individuals.  Is 
there  not  some  friend  who  would  like  now  to  help  the  Hospital  in 
this  definite  way  ? 


REPORT  OF  RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN. 


The  work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  past  year  has  been  both 
satisfactory  and  instructive.  Feeling  that  there  was  a  call  for 
increased  surgical  work,  special  prominence  has  been  given  to  that 
department.  As  some  patients  required  more  than  one  operation, 
our  record  shows  that  171  operations  were  performed  on  101 
patients.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  each  of  the  18  laparotomy  cases 
required  isolation  for  from  two  to  three  weeks,  we  were  obliged  to 
make  use  of  rooms  which  otherwise  would  have  been  occupied  by 
two  or  more  patients,  thus  lessening  the  number  of  patients  received 
during  the  year.  As  soon  as  we  have  a  new  maternity  building, 
much  of  this  difficulty  will  be  obviated,  as  we  shall  have  then  a 
larger  number  of  small  rooms  vacated. 

There  have  been  four  deaths  among  the  adults  in  the  surgical, 
and  five  in  the  medical  departments.  The  increased  mortality  of 
children  arises  from  the  fact  that  during  the  past  year  there  have 
been  an  unusual  number  of  premature  births,  and  several  children 
were  so  diseased  that  they  lived  but  a  few  days.

REPORT  OF  TREASURER. 

September  30,  1888. 


We  held  our  triennial  fair  in  December,  and  received  from  it  the 
satisfactory  amount  of  $12,491.65.  This  we  used  to  make  up  the 
constant  deficit  between  current  receipts  and  expenses,  which  this 
year  has  amounted  to  $7,406.12,  the  deficit  last  year  having  been 
$7,741.74.  We  also  appropriated  $7,000  to  cancel  our  mortgage 
debt  on  adjoining  land,  of  which  $5,085.53  was  fair  money  and 
$1,914.47  from  other  sources. 

We  have  had  five  legacies  this  year.  Mr.  C.  W.  Loring,  trus¬ 
tee,  gave  us  $1,000,  under  the  will  of  Miss  Mary  G.  P.  Binney. 
The  sum  $5,286.94,  partly  in  bonds,  was  paid  us  from  the  estate  of 
Lydia  Worcester  by  Mr.  Edward  S.  Philbrick,  trustee.  Mr.  John 
C.  Morse,  executor,  paid  us  $500  from  the  estate  of  Mr.  Charles 
E.  Emmons.  Messrs.  Isaac  H.  Cary  and  Jed  Frye,  executors, 
paid  us  $5,000  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Maria  M.  Hastings.  And 
we  received  $25,000,  under  the  will  of  Miss  Ada  Augusta  Draper, 
from  Messrs.  George  Draper,  William  P.  Draper,  and  David  D. 
Davis,  executors,  through  Mr.  Charles  E.  Stratton,  attorney.  All 
of  these  were  unrestricted.  This  makes  a  total  this  year  of 
$36,786.94  of  gifts  and  bequests,  besides  the  Fair  and  the  extra 
subscriptions  for  a  new  building  and  for  the  elevator.  We  have 
invested  for  income  all  of  these  legacies  except  $2,773.78,  which 
waits  investment. 

We  have  received  toward  paying  for  our  proposed  new  Mater¬ 
nity  Building  $1,000  from  a  “  Friend,”  through  Dr.  C.  A.  Pope  and 
sister,  and  $1,298  collected  by  Dr.  Emma  B.  Culbertson  by  a  card 
subscription.  This  $2,298  we  have  put  in  the  savings  bank. 

A  “  patient  who  has  been  greatly  indebted  to  the  Hospital  ”  has 
collected  a  net  sum  of  $662  for  the  Hospital  Elevator,  which 
sum  is  waiting  in  the  savings  bank,  and  will  appear  in  the  next 
account. 
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We  have  received  for  Hospital  window-screens  $110,  and  have 
since  paid  for  them  $214.50. 

The  Dispensary  shows  this  year  a  cost  to  the  Hospital  of  $713.- 
28,  a  considerable  increase  being  caused  by  large  repairs. 

Our  current  expenses  are  $3,009.32  larger  this  year  than  last, 
and  are  the  largest  in  any  year  so  far,  by  $2,476.46  over  1884. 
All  items  show  increase  except  lighting,  printing,  and  ward  sup¬ 
plies.  Vegetables  an  increase  of  $160.54;  groceries,  $625.55; 
meat,  $350.88  ;  fuel,  $641.09  ;  wages,  $234.21  ;  Dispensary,  $497.26. 
Repairs  were  exceeded  four  and  five  years  ago. 

Our  current  receipts  are  larger  than  those  of  the  last  two  years, 
but  $827.31  less  than  three  years  ago.  Our  board  and  treatment 
receipts  are  larger  by  $1,139.94,  showing  more  work  done.  Our 
subscriptions  are  about  the  same.  Dispensary  receipts  increased 
$144.62,  and  income  from  invested  funds  gained  $1,864.20. 

The  Massachusetts  Charitable  Fire  Society  has  given  us  $100. 
No  entertainments  have  been  held  for  us. 

We  close  the  year  free  of  mortgages  and  debts,  and  a  balance 
on  hand  of  $7,185.86,  all  of  which  should  be  invested  to  represent 
legacies.

BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children. 

AS  ADOPTED  UNDER  THE  ACT  OF  INCORPORATION,  FRIDAY,  JUNE  5,  1863, 
AND  AS  AMENDED  UP  TO  OCT.  30,  1888. 


1.  The  name  of  the  institution  shall  be  The  New  England  Hospital  for 
Women  and  Children. 

2.  The  objects  of  the  institution  shall  be  :  — 

I.  To  provide  for  women  medical  aid  of  competent  physicians  of  their 
own  sex. 

II.  To  assist  educated  women  in  the  practical  study  of  medicine. 

III.  To  train  nurses  for  the  care  of  the  sick. 

3.  The  Government  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  forty 
Directors,  who  shall  have  the  entire  management  of  the  business  of  the  insti¬ 
tution. 

4.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary, 
Assistant  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  three  Auditors,  chosen 
from  the  Board  by  the  Directors. 

5.  The  Corporation  of  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children 
shall  consist  of  those  persons  named  in  the  act  of  incorporation;  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  now  in  office  and  their  successors;  of  the  Life  Members;  of  annual 
subscribers  of  five  dollars  and  upward  who  have  paid  a  subscription  during  the 
current  Hospital  year  and  at  least  three  months  before  the  meeting  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  at  which  a  vote  is  to  be  taken ;  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be 
chosen  by  the  Corporation  from  time  to  time,  in  numbers  not  to  exceed  fifty. 

Members  of  the  Corporation  alone  are  entitled  to  vote  at  the  Annual  and 
other  meetings  of  the  society. 

6.  Subscribers  paying  fifty  dollars  at  any  one  time  may  be  considered  Life 
Members. 

7.  Subscribers  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually  are  entitled  to  a  free 
bed. 

8.  The  visitors  for  each  month  shall  be  chosen  from  the  body  of  Directors 
and  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  the  Hospital  during  the  month,  co-operat¬ 
ing  with  the  permanent  officers  of  the  institution. 

9.  The  Medical  Officers  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  Resident  Physicians, 
one  or  more  Attending  Physicians,  and  not  less  than  two  Consulting  Physicians 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  such  other  necessary  Medical  or 
Surgical  officers  as  may  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

10.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  October,  at 
which  time  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  read. 
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11.  The  annual  subscription  shall  date  from  the  first  day  of  October. 

12.  The  Directors  shall  hold  a  regular  monthly  meeting  for  the  transaction  of 
the  hospital  business. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  give  notice  of  the  annual  meeting 
in  one  or  more  papers.  Of  this  and  all  other  special  meetings,  the  Secretary 
shall  notify  the  Directors  by  letter. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  the  clerk  of  the 
Corporation,  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the  meetings  and  doings  of  the  Directors 
and  of  the  society,  and  to  conduct  all  necessary  correspondence,  subject  to  the 
approbation  of  the  Directors ;  also,  to  prepare  a  full  report  to  be  read  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys 
on  account  of  the  society,  and  to  keep  careful  account  thereof,  open  at  all  times 
to  the  inspection  of  the  Directors,  with  proper  vouchers  for  all  payments. 

16.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  temporary  disability  of  the  Secretary  or  Treas¬ 
urer,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  and  the  Assistant  Treasurer 
respectively  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office. 

1 7.  The  Auditors  shall  examine  the  accounts  annually,  and  oftener,  if  neces¬ 
sary,  and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident  Physician  to  submit  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  at  the  annual  meeting  such  report  of  the  year’s  labor  as  may  be 
deemed  profitable  to  the  objects  and  interests  of  the  institution. 

19.  Five  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  their  Board. 

20.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  sufficient  for  transaction  of  all 
business  at  any  special  meeting  of  the  society. 

21.  The  Directors  may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  their  number  during  the 
year. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  and  by  the  Secretary  on  the 
written  request  of  three  Directors. 

22.  The  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  society  by  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  two  weeks’  notice  that  amendments  are  pro¬ 
posed  being  given  by  advertisement.

Form  of  Endowment  of  a  Free  Bed  in  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children. 

The  donor  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  bed  which 
shall  always  be  free;  to  nominate  an  occupant  for  such  bed,  and  to  appoint 
a  successor  to  the  right  of  nomination  for  such  occupancy. 

Every  successor,  for  the  time  being,  to  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  successor 
who  shall  in  turn  have  the  like  power  of  nomination  for  occupancy. 

The  occupant,  however,  must  be  in  needy  circumstances,  the  case  one  suitable 
for  said  Hospital,  and  the  nomination  in  conformity  with  the  by-laws,  rules,  and 
regulations  of  the  same. 


AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  ENGLAND  HOSPITAL  FOR 

WOMEN  AND  CHILDREN. 


Be  it  enacted ,  etc .,  as  follows  :  — 

Section  i.  Lucy  Goddard,  Marie  E.  Zakrzewska,  Ednah  D. 
Cheney,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by 
the  name  of  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  in  the  city  of  Boston  or  its  vicinity 
a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  the  diseases  of  women  and  children,  and  of 
giving  therein  clinical  instruction  to  female  students  of  medicine,  and  of 
training  nurses ;  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the 
duties,  liabilities,  and  restrictions  set  forth  in  the  sixty-eighth  chapter  of  the 
General  Statutes. 

Section  2.  The  said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate  not 
exceeding  in  value  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceed¬ 
ing  in  value  fifty  thousand  dollars,  all  of  which  shall  be  devoted  to  the  pur¬ 
pose  aforesaid. 

Approved  March  12 ,  1863. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  to  hold 
additional  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Property. 

Be  it  enacted. ,  etc.,  as  follows  :  — 

Section  i.  The  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  real  estate  not  exceeding  in  value 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding 
in  value  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  instead  of  the  amounts  of 
real  estate  and  personal  property  authorized  by  its  act  of  incorporation. 
Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  14 ,  1871. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  to  hold

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 

For  the  Year  ending-  Oct.  1,  1889. 


The  year  now  closed  has  been  marked  by  some  changes  in  our 
medical  department. 

Dr.  Helen  M.  Bissell,  who  has  filled  the  post  of  Resident  Phy¬ 
sician  since  July  i,  1887,  has  resigned,  and  Dr.  Helen  R.  Kellogg, 
formerly  of  Chicago,  who  was  appointed  to  succeed  her,  entered 
upon  her  duties  on  the  1st  of  July  of  this  year. 

Drs.  Mary  F.  Hobart  and  Helen  B.  Carpenter  have  been  ap¬ 
pointed  Assistant  Physicians  on  the  Dispensary  Staff.  Miss  Euge¬ 
nia  Hurd,  our  former  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  has  resigned,  hav¬ 
ing  a  desirable  position  offered  her  in  California. 

The  subject  of  extending  the  Hospital  buildings  and  thus  in¬ 
creasing  its  opportunities  for  usefulness  has  been  one  of  the 
absorbing  interests  of  the  year;  and  now  we  are  happy  in  the 
acquisition  of  a  Nurses’  Home,  having  hired  for  this  purpose,  in 
September  last,  a  house  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Hospital. 
The  need  of  such  a  Home  has  long  been  felt  by  the  Directors ; 
but  they  have  been  deterred  from  securing  it  by  want  of  funds. 
The  plan  of  building  a  new  Maternity  House  and  the  appropria¬ 
tion  of  the  present  one  as  a  Nurses’  Home  has  for  the  time  being 
been  laid  aside.  The  house  is  named  “The  Goddard  Home  for 
Nurses,”  in  honor  of  the  following  named  persons  :  Miss  Lucy 
Goddard,  who,  from  the  incorporation  of  the  Hospital,  was  its  hon¬ 
ored  and  beloved  President  for  twenty-five  years ;  Mr.  George  A. 
Goddard,  our  present  Treasurer,  and  his  mother,  our  late  valued 
director;  Misses  Rebecca  and  Matilda  Goddard  and  Mrs.  Thomas 
Goddard,  from  each  of  whom  the  Hospital  has  received  repeated 
benefactions.  The  appropriateness  of  adopting  a  name  so  nobly 
associated  with  the  institution  will  be  easily  recognized. 

By  this  new  accommodation  for  the  nurses  we  also  secure  room 
in  the  Hospital  for  seven  more  patients.  All  who  are  interested 
in  the  work  of  Training  Schools  must  fully  realize  the  serious  im¬ 
portance  of  this  department  of  the  Hospital.  We  want  our  nurses

to  have  every  impetus  toward  reaching  the  highest  standard  in 
their  sacred  work ;  for,  with  an  inefficient,  unskilled  co-operator  as 
nurse,  how  may  the  most  devoted  care  of  the  best  physician  fail ! 
We  aim  to  promote  the  out  practice  of  our  nurses  to  a  greater 
extent  than  we  have  heretofore. 

In  addition  to  our  endowed  Free  Beds,  we  have  now  “The 
Teachers’  Free  Bed,”  founded  with  a  generous  legacy  from  Miss 
Mary  E.  Bailey.  Also,  from  the  interest  of  the  Abby  Deane  be¬ 
quest  of  $500,  given  by  Mrs.  Henry  M.  Whitney,  we  have  an 
addition  to  the  fund  for  Free  Beds. 

As  our  rules  of  admission  to  Free  Beds  may  not  be  generally 
known,  it  will  perhaps  be  well  to  explain  that  an  applicant  for  one 
must  be  in  needy  circumstances,  and  her  case  suitable  for  the  Hos¬ 
pital.  A  donor  of  a  Free  Bed  has  the  right  to  nominate  an  occu¬ 
pant  of  the  bed  under  these  conditions.  The  number  of  free  days 
the  past  year  was  6,804. 

The  elevator  has  proved  of  great  service ;  and  by  means  of  it 
our  patients  are  enabled  to  take  much  more  outdoor  air  than  for¬ 
merly. 

During  the  year  we  have  lost  by  death  several  friends :  Miss 
Abby  W.  May,  who  was  in  the  earlier  days  associated  with  us, 
always  sympathized  in  the  cause  and  assisted  it  by  a  legacy;  Miss 
Rebecca  Goddard,  whose  constant  interest  in  the  institution  was 
manifested  by  her  many  generous  gifts  from  time  to  time,  and  also 
by  a  legacy ;  and,  by  the  death  of  our  senior  legal  adviser,  Hon. 
Samuel  E.  Sewall,  the  Hospital  has  sustained  the  loss  of  one  of  its 
earliest  and  most  valuable  friends  and  supporters.  It  has  been 
said  that  to  Mr.  Sewall  the  Hospital  really  owes  its  existence,  he 
having  been  the  first  to  recognize  the  ability  of  Dr.  Zakrzewska, 
and  thereby  to  encourage  her  in  her  work.  The  help  and  approval 
of  such  as  these  add  life  and  strength  to  a  good  cause. 

Our  work  grows  yearly  of  more  importance  and  interest.  The 
greater  amount  of  surgical  work  necessarily  makes  increased  de¬ 
mands  upon  our  treasury ;  and  we  earnestly  look  to  our  old-time 
friends  —  and  hope  for  many  new  ones  —  to  swell  the  list  of  an¬ 
nual  subscribers.  When  we  read  that  “  efficient  women  doctors 
are  sorely  needed  now  in  India  for  the  forty  millions  of  women 
who  must  be  treated  by  them  or  not  at  all,”  *  it  must  be  counted 
a  privilege  to  have  even  a  small  share  in  so  great  a  work  ;  and  we 
feel  that  a  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  those  zealous  founders  of  this

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institution  who,  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  gave  such 
skilful  and  unwearying  labor  to  promote  the  good  cause.  We  also 
feel  that  all  possible  help  and  encouragement  must  be  given  to 
their  successors,  our  younger  physicians,  who  cheer  the  still  un¬ 
flagging  interest  of  their  seniors  with  their  own  ardor  and  enthu¬ 
siasm  in  the  work.  In  several  instances,  our  Internes,  on  leaving 
the  Hospital,  have  gone  as  missionaries  to  the  East ;  and  we  are 
told  that  one  of  them  has  been  appointed  to  the  highest  medical 
post  that  Persia  has  to  offer.  Another  will  have  charge  of  the 
Woman’s  Medical  Missionary  Training  School  in  Bombay. 

We  cannot  close  our  report  without  reiterating  our  thanks  to 
those  who  yearly  aid  us  either  with  money  or  material.  The  sum 
of  $97.08  made  at  a  sale  given  by  some  little  children  must  be 
specially  noted ;  and  for  the  generous  legacies  and  bequests  re¬ 
ceived  during  the  year,  and  acknowledged  in  the  Treasurer’s 
Report,  the  Directors  hope  to  show  their  grateful  appreciation  by 
a  wise  and  judicious  extension  of  their  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DISPENSARY. 


During  the  past  year,  the  Dispensary  has  done  its  usual  work  of 
providing  advice  and  medicine  to  the  sick  poor  at  the  morning 
clinics,  and  attendance  at  home  to  those  who  are  too  ill  to  come 
for  help. 

Our  books  record  the  names  of  3,175  patients,  who  have  made 
9,800  visits.  Many  of  these  come  for  some  slight  ailment,  and 
make  only  one  or  two  visits ;  others,  for  the  treatment  of  chronic 
troubles,  which  need  months  of  attendance.  It  is  in  these  latter 
cases  that  our  Dispensary  serves  its  best  purpose.  An  illness  that 
needs  attendance  twice  a  week  at  a  physician’s  office  during  sev¬ 
eral  months,  is  too  severe  a  drain  upon  the  purses  of  many  people, 
who  are  by  no  means,  in  the  ordinary  sense,  “  objects  of  charity.” 
The  consequence  is  that  they  frequently  go  without  help,  to  their 
great  injury.  They  are  not  willing  to  attend  the  City  Dispensary, 
with  its  male  physicians  and  students ;  but  they  gladly  come  to 
11s,  and  prove  very  grateful  patients,  while,  on  our  part,  we  are 
glad  to  feel  that  we  are  able  to  restore  many  of  them  to  health 
and  usefulness. 

We  now  have  two  physicians  working  every  week-day  morning. 
Each  physician  is  assisted  by  one  of  our  Internes.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  permits  a  classification  of  patients,  putting  those  who  need 
special  treatment  into  the  hands  of  one  physician ;  while  the  more 
general  ailments  are  attended  by  the  other.  The  two  physicians 
who  serve  on  the  same  day  change  places  once  in  six  months,  so 
that  each  gets  the  benefit  of  both  kinds  of  work. 

The  list  of  patients  attended  at  home  numbers  955,  of  whom  85 
were  cases  of  midwifery.  These  are  mostly  cases  of  acute  illness, 
often  needing  weeks  of  daily  attendance. 

This  work  is  done  by  two  of  our  Hospital  Internes,  who  reside 
at  the  Dispensary,  and  are  therefore  always  ready  to  attend  such 
calls. 

The  demand  for  their  services  has  been  so  great  that  we  have 
been  obliged  at  different  times  to  narrow  the  district  in  which 
they  labor.  It  now  includes  a  radius  of  about  a  mile  from  the 
Dispensary,  and  many  of  the  families  in  that  district  depend  upon 


us  in  illness  with  as  much  regularity  as  the  well-to-do  upon  their 
family  physician.  There  are  families  in  our  list  to-day  members 
of  whom  were  patients  when  I  was  a  Dispensary  student,  twenty 
years  ago. 

The  young  doctors  who  do  this  work  are  responsible  to  one  of 
the  Dispensary  physicians  detailed  each  month  for  the  purpose. 
To  her,  every  case  is  reported  ;  and  she  visits  with  them  the  more 
serious  cases. 

These  young  doctors,  therefore,  have  the  advantage  of  gaining 
a  varied  practice,  while  having  the  constant  advice  and  assistance 
of  those  older  in  experience.  They  value  it  greatly,  and,  I  am 
glad  to  say,  with  very  few  exceptions,  work  earnestly  and  faith¬ 
fully.  '' 

The  addition  of  a  nurse  to  the  working  corps  of  our  Dispensary 
is  a  great  help  to  us  and  of  not  less  benefit  to  her.  The  patients 
also  appreciate  her  services,  especially  in  cases  of  midwifery. 
Since  the  establishment  of  this  feature  of  our  work,  a  regular 
society  has  been  formed  which  supports  several  nurses  doing  simi¬ 
lar  work  in  the  Boston  Dispensary ;  but  our  school  is,  I  believe, 
the  only  one  which  makes  such  nursing  a  part  of  the  regular 
training. 

A  nurse  who  has  been  trained  only  in  a  hospital  is  very  apt  to 
be  at  a  loss,  when  suddenly  confronted  with  a  patient  without  the 
numerous  appliances  which  come  there  as  a  matter  of  course. 
The  problem  which  is  constantly  presented  to  them  in  Dispensary 
work  —  of  making  a  patient  comfortable  with  next  to  nothing 
wherewith  to  do  it  —  is  one  upon  which  they  have  to  exercise 
considerable  ingenuity.  Fortunately,  comfort  is  a  relative  term  ; 
and  their  patients  are  often  no  less  grateful  for  a  little  than  others 
would  be  for  much  more. 

During  the  past  year,  Dr.  Wolcott  has  returned  from  Europe, 
and  done  active  w(#rk  with  us  as  assistant. 

One  former  Interne,  Dr.  Hobart,  has  also  completed  her  Euro¬ 
pean  studies,  and,  together  with  Drs.  Carpenter  and  James,  also 
former  Internes,  rendered  service  as  assistants. 

The  fact  that  some  of  the  Dispensary  physicians  have  also  a 
service  at  the  Hospital,  during  which  time  they  cannot  work  at 
the  Dispensary,  and  the  necessity  of  vacations,  makes  the  position 
of  assistant  by  no  means  a  sinecure.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRAINING-SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 


Again  we  have  to  report  a  successful  year  under  the  care  of  Miss 
Hurd,  who  has,  however,  now  left  us,  to  accept  a  more  lucrative 
position  in  San  Francisco. 

Twelve  nurses  have  been  graduated  with  diplomas,  to  show 
that  they  have  satisfactorily  completed  their  course  of  eighteen 
months,  and  are  esteemed  worthy  of  confidence ;  namely,  Misses 
Mary  M.  Hall,  Eva  Salmon,  Annie  Munroe,  Kate  B.  Titus,  Jennie 
Lounsbury,  Martha  W.  Stanley,  Emily  R.  Newcomb,  Susie  E.  Gal¬ 
lagher,  Susan  H.  Emery,  Annie  Robertson,  Emma  H.  Goodwin, 
and  Anna  Hersey. 

We  are  sometimes  able  to  allow  our  nurses  a  month’s  practice 
in  private  nursing  outside  the  Hospital.  Every  one  serves  a 
month  at  the  Dispensary,  caring  for  the  poorer  out-patients.  The 
reports  express  an  appreciation  of  the  value  of  such  experience, 
where  they  must  often  exercise  ingenuity  in  improvising  many 
needed  articles.  There  is  an  opportunity  to  teach  the  merits  of 
fresh  air,  cleanliness,  and  suitable  diet,  which  is  most  effective  mis¬ 
sionary  work  ;  and  advice  is  accepted  and  adopted  by  those  who 
are  grateful  for  the  care  they  have  received.  Usually,  over  two 
hundred  visits  are  made  during  the  month. 

One  of  the  nurses  says  :  “  I  had  anticipated  with  much  pleasure 
my  month  at  the  Dispensary ;  and  I  have  not  been  disappointed, 
but  have  enjoyed  my  duties  exceedingly.  During  the  month,  I 
made  179  calls,  of  which  127  were  medical,  40  were  confinement, 
and  12  were  surgical.  I  do  not  recall  visiting  in  a  single  Amer¬ 
ican  family.  My  patients  were  confined  to  the  Irish,  the  negroes, 
the  Russian  and  the  German  Jews,  the  Swedes,  and  the  Danes. 
Added  to  these  was  one  Italian  patient.  As  a  rule,  the  patients 
are  not  grateful  for  the  care  and  medicine  given  to  them;  but  at  only 
one  place  was  I  found  fault  with  :  that  was  on  Harrison  Avenue, 
in  a  wreck  of  a  house,  up  two  flights  of  stairs.  An  Irishman, 
who  could  not  find  any  one  to  take  care  of  his  wife,  and  who  was 
too  poor  to  pay  my  car-fare,  objected  to  the  baths  I  gave  his  baby. 
Among  the  colored  patients  I  found  the  most  degraded  and  also 
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the  most  intelligent  people.  The  experience  of  this  month  I  shall 
always  remember  with  pleasure.” 

A  friend  having  kindly  offered  to  share  the  expense  of  a  course 
of  instruction  in  medical  gymnastics,  the  experiment  was  tried.  It 
did  not,  however,  prove  sufficiently  profitable  to  the  nurses  to  war¬ 
rant  the  committee  in  continuing  it  another  year. 

Last  year  we  expressed  the  hope  that  the  long-desired  “  Home 
for  Nurses  ”  might  be  provided  before  the  twelvemonth  was  over. 
It  was  then  thought  that  we  might  erect  a  new  building.  But  this 
was  not  yet  practicable ;  and  we  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
hire  a  house  nearly  opposite  the  Hospital,  which  was  available  for 
the  purpose.  This  makes  it  possible  for  the  nurses,  when  off  duty, 
to  be  away  from  the  Hospital  atmosphere,  and  releases  them  from 
its  restraint.  The  rooms  they  formerly  occupied  in  the  main 
building  can  be  used  as  wards,  and  help  to  supply  the  ever-in- 
creasing  demand  from  patients  who  have  often  had  to  be  refused 
admittance  for  lack  of  beds. 

We  have  named  this  house  the  “Goddard  Home  for  Nurses,” 
as  a  memorial  of  many  benefactors  of  that  name,  among  whom  are 
Miss  Lucy  Goddard,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  institution,  and  for 
twenty-five  years  its  President,  and  Mr.  George  A.  Goddard,  our 
present  Treasurer.  This  house  has  been  open  to-day  for  your  in¬ 
spection.  We  do  not  claim  that  it  wholly  answers  our  needs  ;  but 
it  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 


REPORT  OF  RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen , —  I  have  the  honor  to  present,  herewith, 
the  annual  report  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  October,  1888,  to 
October,  1889,  inclusive.  As  nine  months  of  that  time  were  under 
the  personal  supervision  of  my  predecessor,  Dr.  Helen  Bissell,  it 
can  readily  be  seen  that  whatever  measure  of  good  has  been 
achieved  is  due  to  her  rare  executive  ability  and  untiring  zeal. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  admitted  is:  medical,  140;  sur¬ 
gical,  126;  maternity,  no;  total,  376.  Whole  number  of  Hos¬ 
pital  days,  15,732.  Whole  number  of  free  days,  6,804.  Nation¬ 
ality  :  Norway,  1  ;  Sweden,  8  ;  Ireland,  65  ;  Scotland,  8  ;  England, 
19;  Nova  Scotia,  25;  Canada  and  British  Provinces,  21;  Ger¬ 
many,  11  ;  France,  1 ;  Bermuda,  2  ;  United  States,  214;  Africa,  1. 

An  accompanying  table  shows  classification  according  to  dis¬ 
eases,  with  measure  of  success. 

All  interested  in  the  Hospital  can  look  over  the  work  of  the  past 
year  with  pride  and  pleasure. 

A  large  number  of  operations  have  been  performed,  many  of 
them  free  of  charge,  and  much  needful  relief  accomplished  for 
painful  and  critical  conditions. 

Our  surgeons  are  calm,  broad,  deft,  and  just.  Thus  their  results 
compare  favorably  with  those  of  their  peers  in  other  Hospitals, 
both  at  home  and  abroad.  They  will  always  be  hampered  till  the 
surgical  wards  are  in  a  building  by  themselves ;  but  all  possible 
modern  precautions  are  followed  out,  so  far  as  wards  afford,  to 
procure  the  needed  quiet,  rest,  cleanliness,  light,  and  fresh  air, 
which  are  the  sheet  anchors  of  surgery.  Unfailing  care  and  atten¬ 
tion  to  these  sanitary  measures  aid,  each  year,  in  sending  out  pa¬ 
tients,  cured  in  an  average  few  weeks,  after  months  or  years  of  dis¬ 
comfort  and  misery. 

The  abdominal  surgery  department  shows  a  per  cent,  of  which 
we  may  well  be  proud ;  for  out  of  sixteen  laparotomies  only  three 
have  died,  and  one  of  these  was  brought  in  moribund.  This  last- 
mentioned  case  was  that  of  a  poor  colored  woman  who  could  not 
be  cared  for  at  home.  An  operation  gave  her  the  only  chance  ; 
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and,  while  it  was  impossible  to  save  her,  it  at  least  made  the  suf¬ 
ferings  of  her  last  few  weeks  of  life  endurable. 

Of  the  Medical  Department  it  can  be  said  that  a  strenuous 
effort  is  made  to  do  the  most  good  to  the  greatest  number. 
Chronic  cases  are  avoided  as  far  as  possible.  Infectious  cases  are 
not  admitted.  The  annex  has  been  used  successfully  a  few  times, 
where  infection  has  appeared  after  admission,  and  special  doctors 
and  nurses  detailed  from  our  corps  for  their  care,  proving  an  espe¬ 
cial  boon  in  the  sceptic  laparotomy  case  mentioned  above. 

Our  Maternity  statistics  are  most  flattering,  no  cases  all  mak¬ 
ing  good  recoveries.  Four  babes  were  still-born.  One  of  these 
cases  was  very  interesting.  A  French  woman,  who  had  suffered  with 
epilepsy  since  her  childhood,  was  brought  in  by  a  doctor,  in  labor. 
The  mother  had  suffered  from  hemorrhages  caused  by  falls  during 
these  convulsions ;  subsequently  developed  puerperal  mania ;  was 
removed  to  South  Boston  Hospital,  and  recovered.  Another  case 
brought  in  by  a  neighboring  doctor  was  a  placenta  praevia. 
Prompt  instrumental  delivery  was  effected,  the  mother  getting 
well  without  an  inflammatory  symptom,  leaving  the  Hospital  grate¬ 
fully  acknowledging  that  she  owed  her  life  to  the  summary  meas¬ 
ures  taken. 

Our  children’s  ward  has  been  usually  full,  many  little  sufferers 
finding  gentle  and  willing  hands  to  administer  to  the  wants  of 
their  otherwise  cheerless  childhood. 

The  fitting  up  of  the  Goddard  Nurses’  Home  has  given  us  three 
additional  wards  of  seven  beds ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  extra 
work  entailed  can  be  accomplished  by  the  addition  of  one  Interne 
and  two  nurses.  It  is,  however,  too  early  to  properly  estimate  the 
amount  of  new  care  and  work.  If  it  be  not  possible  to  meet  the 
emergency,  it  would  seem  necessary  to  have  an  assistant  resident. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  acknowledge  my  official  and  personal 
thanks  to  the  Directors  for  unfailing  courtesy  and  kindness ;  to  the 
members  of  the  medical  and  surgical  staff  for  advice  and  support ; 
to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  household  who  have  so  grace¬ 
fully  acquiesced  in  all  suggestions ;  to  my  Internes  and  nurses  who 
have  labored  so  faithfully  to  accomplish  the  hard  work  of  hospital 
life ;  in  short,  to  one  and  all  who  have  held  out  a  ready  hand  to 
help  to  “  make  crooked  things  straight  ”  in  the  first  quarter  year 
of  my  term  of  arduous  service,  I  give  most  grateful  thanks,  and 
have  the  honor  to  remain  your

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  THE  NEW 

ENGLAND  HOSPITAL. 


All  applications  for  admission  to  the  New  England  Hospital 
must  be  made  to  the  Resident  Physician,  who  will  examine  the 
patient,  and  decide  whether  the  case  is  a  suitable  one  to  enter  the 
Hospital. 

No  patient  can  enter  the  Hospital  without  card  of  admission 
signed  by  the  Resident  Physician. 

If  possible,  all  applications  should  be  made  in  person,  during 
the  office  hours  of  the  Resident  Physician,  from  n  to  i  daily,  ex¬ 
cept  Sundays.  Patients  too  ill  to  apply  personally,  and  living 
within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the  Hospital,  will  be  visited  by  the 
Resident  Physician  at  their  homes,  on  payment  of  fee. 

Applications  for  admission  from  patients  living  at  a  distance 
from  Boston  can  be  made  in  writing ;  but  a  medical  certificate 
from  the  physician  last  in  attendance  upon  the  case  is  required, 
which  may  be  accepted  by  the  Resident  Physician,  at  her  discre¬ 
tion,  as  a  substitute  for  her  preliminary  examination. 

The  New  England  Hospital  is  supported,  aside  from  the  money 
received  from  patients,  entirely  by  private  subscriptions  from  its 
friends.  It  receives  no  State  aid,  and  has  the  right  to  refuse  any 
application.

Personal  washing  is  at  the  charge  of  the  patient. 

There  are  also  a  few  endowed  free  beds  for  indigent  patients. 

Patients  applying  for  free  beds  must  give  satisfactory  reference 
as  to  their  inability  to  pay. 

No  incurable  cases  are  taken  upon  the  free  beds,  and  no  chronic 
cases,  unless  there  is  reasonable  ground  to  expect  an  immediate 
change  for  the  better. 

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  or  of  insanity  are  received.

REPORT  OF  TREASURER. 

September  30,  1889. 

We  are  grateful  for  ten  legacies  this  year.  Mr.  Arthur  A.  Smith 
and  Caroline  T.  Downes,  executors,  paid  us  $ 10,000 ,  under  the 
will  of  Mr.  George  Edward  Downes,  of  Canton,  Mass.  We  received 
by  Mrs.  Harriet  M.  Laughlin,  executrix,  a  legacy  of  $500,  from 
Mrs.  Harriet  M.  Pitman.  These  were  unrestricted.  Under  the  will 
of  Miss  Mary  E.  Bayley,  of  Amesbury,  Mass.,  Mr.  E.  G.  Wood,  exec¬ 
utor,  paid  us  $5,000,  to  found  “The  Teachers’  Free  Bed.”  We  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Mary  G.  Perkins,  by  Messrs.  William 
G.  Russell  and  Winslow  Warren,  executors,  $7,143.64,  unrestricted. 
Mrs.  Henry  M.  Whitney  gave  us  $500,  a  legacy  from  Miss  Abby 
W.  Deane,  to  be  known  as  the  “Abby  W.  Deane  Bequest,”  and  the 
income  only  to  be  spent  for  free  beds.  Mr.  Thompson  Baxter, 
executor,  paid  us  $500,  the  final  instalment  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  S. 
Morton’s  bequest,  making  $1,500  in  all,  unrestricted.  We  received 
a  legacy  of  $2,000  from  the  estate  of  Mr.  Edward  E.  Rice,  by 
Messrs.  D.  R.  Whitney  and  H.  A.  Rice,  executors,  which  is  unre¬ 
stricted.  Mrs.  Catherine  A.  Baxter,  of  Dorchester,  left  us  $200, 
which  was  paid  us  by  her  executor,  Mr.  J.  R.  Churchill.  By  the 
will  of  Mr.  Nathaniel  Meriam  we  received  $11,273.15,  from  Messrs. 
Edwin  A.  Wadleigh  and  George  R.  Rogers,  trustees.  And  a  legacy 
of  $5,000,  from  Mr.  Oliver  Ditson,  was  paid  us  by  his  executors, 
Messrs.  Charles  H.  Ditson,  R.  E.  Demmon,  and  Charles  F.  Smith. 
These  last  three  legacies  were  also  unrestricted,  and  make  in  all 
$36,616.79  of  unrestricted  legacies,  with  $5,500  of  restricted. 

We  have  invested  for  income  $34,513.58  this  year,  and  hold  the 
rest  awaiting  probable  investment  very  soon. 

For  the  cost  of  Hospital  elevator,  in  addition  to  the  $662,  men¬ 
tioned  last  year  as  collected  by  a  patient,  and  $5.00,  mentioned  in 
our  subscription  account,  we  have  received  $28.50  further  collec¬ 
tions,  by  Miss  Emeline  H.  Lombard  ;  and  Mrs.  Mary  T.  Goddard 
has  generously  presented  us  $500.  This  makes  in  all  $1,190.50, 
besides  some  interest,  in  the  savings-bank.  The  elevator  cost 
$1,347.62. 
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We  have  received,  through  Miss  Lombard,  further  donations  of 
$31.50,  towards  the  new  Maternity  Building,  making  $2,329.50  so 
far. 

Our  receipts  and  expenses  still  fail  to  come  out  even,  the  deficit 
this  year  being  $3,909.59,  last  year’s  being  $7,406.12.  The  income 
from  invested  funds  gained  $2,121.32,  but  most  other  receipts  fell 
off.  Board  and  treatment  diminished  by  $384.37  ;  receipts  for 
free  beds,  $65.  Subscriptions  and  donations  really  lose  to  count 
upon  about  $300,  so  that  our  present  tendency  seems  toward  the 
endowed  institution  rather  than  the  institution  living  on  the  active 
present.  This  apparent  tendency  may  change  when  we  get  new 
buildings  and  new  work.  Our  total  current  receipts  have  gained 
$2,913.74,  besides  the  $1,190.50  for  elevator.  Our  total  current 
expenses  and  construction  are  $607.71  greater  than  last  year;  the 
largest  yet.  Meat  has  cost  $415.57  more;  food  items,  as  a  whole, 
almost  exactly  the  same  ;  Hospital  supplies  and  medicines,  $264.77 
more.  But  wages  are  $230.47  less,  and  repairs  $1,123.84  less. 
Fuel  and  lights  have  not  varied. 

The  Dispensary  receipts  and  expenses  have  both  slightly  in¬ 
creased  ;  and  the  net  expense  to  the  Hospital  for  the  year  is  $697.69, 
—  about  like  last  year.  The  Massachusetts  Charitable  Fire  Society 
has  given  us  $100;  Miss  Anna  D.  Phillips  has  given  us  $400,  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  “  The  Calendar  of  Great  Thoughts  ” ;  and 
a  fair  by  little  girls,  through  Mrs.  Emma  L.  Cheney,  brought  us 
$97.08.  We  close  the  year  with  a  balance  of  $10,910.98,  and  we 
should  invest  $11,557.71.

New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children. 

AS  ADOPTED  UNDER  THE  ACT  OF  INCORPORATION,  FRIDAY,  JUNE  5,  1863, 
AND  AS  AMENDED  UP  TO  OCT.  29,  18S9. 

1.  The  name  of  the  institution  shall  be  The  New  England  Hospital  for 
Women  and  Children. 

2.  The  objects  of  the  institution  shall  be :  — 

I.  To  provide  for  women  medical  aid  of  competent  physicians  of  their 
own  sex. 

II.  To  assist  educated  women  in  the  practical  study  of  medicine. 

III.  To  train  nurses  for  the  care  of  the  sick. 

3.  The  Government  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twelve  (12)  nor  more  than 
forty  (40)  Directors,  one-fourth  of  the  number  to  be  elected  annually  by  the 
Corporation  to  serve  for  four  years,  or  until  others  are  elected  to  succeed  them. 
Directors  are  eligible  for  re-election.  They  shall  have  the  entire  management 
of  the  business  of  the  institution. 

4.  There  shall  be  an  Advisory  Board  (called  Counsellors),  elected  annually  by 
the  Directors  from  among  those  members  or  ex-members  of  the  Board  who 
have  served  for  at  least  ten  years,  but  are  no  longer  able  to  give  the  active 
attention  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital  required  of  a  Director.  They  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  attending  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  but  no  vote  therein. 

5.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary, 
Assistant  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  three  Auditors,  chosen 
from  the  Board  by  the  Directors. 

6.  The  Corporation  of  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children 
shall  consist  of  those  persons  named  in  the  act  of  incorporation ;  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  Counsellors  nowin  office  and  their  successors;  of  the  Life 
Members  and  of  annual  subscribers  of  five  dollars  and  upward  who  have  paid 
a  subscription  during  the  current  hospital  year  and  at  least  three  months  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Corporation  at  which  a  vote  is  to  be  taken. 

Members  of  the  Corporation  alone  are  entitled  to  vote  at  the  Annual  and 
other  meetings  of  the  society. 

7.  Subscribers  paying  fifty  dollars  at  any  one  time  may  be  considered  Life 
Members. 

8.  Subscribers  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually  are  entitled  to  a 
free  bed. 

9.  The  visitors  for  each  month  shall  be  chosen  from  the  body  of  Directors, 
and  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  the  Hospital  during  the  month,  co-operat¬ 
ing  with  the  permanent  officers  of  the  institution. 


10.  The  Medical  Officers  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  Resident  Physicians, 
one  or  more  Attending  Physicians,  and  not  less  than  two  Consulting  Physicians, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  such  other  necessary  Medical  or 
Surgical  officers  as  may  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

11.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  October,  at 

which  time  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  read  and  the 
election  for  Directors  held.  < 

12.  The  annual  subscription  shall  date  from  the  first  day  of  October. 

13.  The  Directors  shall  hold  a  regular  monthly  meeting  for  the  transaction  of 
the  hospital  business.  Non-attendance  on  the  part  of  any  Director  at  three 
consecutive  stated  meetings,  except  in  case  of  sickness  or  absence'from  the  city 
(of  which  the  Secretary  should  be  notified),  shall  be  considered  as  a  resignation, 
and  so  reported  to  the  Board  at  the  next  regular  meeting  for  its  action. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  give  notice  of  the  annual  meeting 
in  one  or  more  papers.  Of  this  and  all  other  special  meetings,  the  Secretary 
shall  notify  the  Directors  by  letter. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  the  clerk  of  the 
Corporation,  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the  meetings  and  doings  of  the  Directors 
and  of  the  society,  and  to  conduct  all  necessary  correspondence,  subject  to  the 
apporbation  of  the  Directors;  also,  to  prepare  a  full  report  to  be  read  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys 
on  account  of  the  society,  and  to  keep  careful  account  thereof,  open  at  all  times 
to  the  inspection  of  the  Directors,  with  proper  vouchers  for  all  payments. 

17.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  temporary  disability  of  the  Secretary  or  Treas¬ 
urer,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  and  the  Assistant  Treasurer 
respectively  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office. 

18.  The  Auditors  shall  examine  the  accounts  annually,  and  oftener,  if  neces¬ 
sary,  and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident  Physician  to  submit  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  at  the  annual  meeting  such  report  of  the  year’s  labor  as  may  be 
deemed  profitable  to  the  objects  and  interests  of  the  institution. 

20.  Five  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  their  Board. 

21.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  sufficient  for  transaction  of  all 
business  at  any  special  meeting  of  the  society. 

22.  The  Directors  may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  their  number  during  the 
year. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  and  by  the  Secretary  on  the 
written  request  of  three  Directors. 

23.  The  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  society  by  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  two  weeks’  notice  that  amendments  are 
proposed  being  given  by  advertisement.

Form  of  Endowment  of  a  Free  Bed  in  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children, 

The  donor  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  bed  which 
shall  always  be  free ;  to  nominate  an  occupant  for  such  bed,  and  to  appoint 
a  successor  to  the  right  of  nomination  for  such  occupancy. 

Every  successor,  for  the  time  being,  to  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  successor 
who  shall  in  turn  have  the  like  power  of  nomination  for  occupancy. 

The  occupant,  however,  must  be  in  needy  circumstances,  the  case  one  suitable 
for  said  Hospital,  and  the  nomination  in  conformity  with  the  by-laws, "rules,  and 
regulations  of  the  same. 


AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  ENGLAND  HOSPITAL  FOR  WOMEN 

AND  CHILDREN. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follcrws :  — 

Section  i.  Lucy  Goddard,  Marie  E.  Zakrzewska,  Ednah  D.  Cheney, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of 
the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  for  the  purpose  of  estab¬ 
lishing  and  maintaining  in  the  city  of  Boston  or  its  vicinity  a  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  the  diseases  of  women  and  children,  and  of  giving  therein  clinical 
instruction  to  female  students  of  medicine  and  of  training  nurses,  with  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities,  and  restrictions 
set  forth  in  the  sixty-eighth  chapter  of  the  General  Statutes. 

■Section  2.  The  said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate  not  exceed¬ 
ing  in  value  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding  in  value 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  all  of  which  shall  be  devoted  to  the  purpose  aforesaid. 
Approved  March  12,  1863. 


An  Act  to  authorize  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  to  hold 
additional  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Property. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows :  — 

Section  i.  The  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  real  estate  not  exceeding  in  value  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding  in 
value  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  instead  of  the  amounts  of  real 
estates  and  personal  property  authorized  by  its  act  of  incorporation. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  14,  1871. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  to  hold 

additional  Real  and  Personal  Estate- 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows :  — 

Section  i.  The  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  real  estate  not  exceeding  in  value  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding  in 
value  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  instead  of  the  amounts  of  real 
estate  and  personal  property  authorized  by  its  act  of  incorporation. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 


For  the  Year  ending  Oct.  i,  1890. 


The  record  of  the  year  just  closed  gives  us  good  cause  for  hope 
and  courage  in  the  commencement  of  another.  The  work  of  the 
Hospital  has  progressed  with  unabated  zeal  and,  we  believe,  with 
proportionate  success. 

The  additional  room  and  consequent  opportunity  for  increasing 
the  number  of  patients  secured  to  us,  toward  the  close  of  last  year, 
by  the  removal  of  our  nurses  to  the  “  Goddard  Home,”  has  proved 
of  great  value,  especially  in  the  surgical  department.  This  branch 
of  the  work  has  been  steadily  increasing;  and  we  feel  it  is  not  too 
much  to  say  that  our  surgeons  have  proved  themselves  entirely 
equal  to  the  great  demand  made  upon  their  powers,  as  statistics 
appended  to  the  Resident  Physician’s  Report  will  show. 

But  the  need  of  still  farther  extension  of  our  accommodations 
has  become  imperative.  Owing  to  the  impossibility  of  deciding 
with  regard  to  the  future  position  of  Dimock  Street,  our  building 
plans  have  been  necessarily  delayed  ;  but  we  are  looking  forward 
with  eagerness  to  the  time  when  our  medical  and  surgical  wards 
may  be  more  remote  from  each  other,  also  when  the  children’s 
ward  may  be  less  closely  connected  with  the  other  wards.  The 
need  of  an  additional  Maternity  House  is  still  constantly  realized, 
as  well  as  that  of  better  accommodations  for  the  administration  of 
the  Hospital.  The  Nurses’  Home  has  been  temporarily  supplied, 
as  reported  last  year. 

By  the  death  of  Dr.  Lucy  E.  Sewall,  the  Hospital  loses  one  of  its 
Advisory  Physicians  and  Directors,  in  both  of  which  posts  she  was 
active  up  to  the  time  of  her  last  illness.  The  great  esteem  and 
regard  in  which  she  was  held  by  her  Associate  Physicians  and 
Directors  will  be  seen  by  the  following  copy  of  action  taken  at  the 
Directors’  meeting  subsequent  to  her  death,  and  by  the  various 
other  memorials  of  her  which  we  also  print  :  — 

“The  Directors  of  the  New  England  Hospital  cannot  meet 
without  a  deep  feeling  of  loss  and  grief  from  the  death  of  one  of 
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the  very  earliest  and  truest  friends  of  the  Hospital, —  Dr.  Lucy  E. 
Sewall. 

“As  a  student,  as  Resident,  Attending,  and  Advisory  Physician, 
she  has  taken  part  in  all  its  professional  work;  and  as  a  Director 
she  has  assisted  in  all  its  counsels.  Not  only  has  she  given  her 
strength  and  her  thought,  but  her  tenderness  and  love,  to  the  insti¬ 
tution  and  its  beneficiaries ;  and  she  has  become  so  inwoven  with 
its  existence  that  it  is  hardly  possible  to  realize  that  she  will  unite 
with  us  no  more.  In  tender  remembrance  we  would  offer  to  her 
sister  and  to  friends  less  near  in  blood,  but  very  dear  in  long 
companionship,  our  heart-felt  sympathy,  and  the  hope  that  her 
memory  will  ever  unite  us  in  devotion  to  the  cause  for  which  she 
lived  and  worked. 

“  We  would  also  suggest  that  at  some  future  time,  when  our  build¬ 
ing  plans  are  nearer  completion,  the  name  of  Sewall  should  be  per¬ 
manently  established  in  the  Hospital  as  a  memorial  of  the  two 
noble  friends  to  whom  it  is  so  largely  indebted  for  its  existence 
and  success.” 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  office  of  Attending  Physician, 
which  had  been  held  for  many  years  by  Drs.  Zakrzewska,  Sewall, 
and  Morton,  had  been  resigned  by  them  some  time  previous  to 
the  death  of  Dr.  Sewall,  and  that  they  were  appointed  a  Board  of 
Advisory  Physicians  to  the  Hospital.  It  is  only  fitting  that  men¬ 
tion  should  here  be  made  of  the  ability  and  devotion  with  which 
their  work  was  taken  up  and  has  been  continued  by  their  succes¬ 
sors,  our  present  Attending  Physicians,  Dr.  Emma  L.  Call  and 
Drs.  C.  Augusta  and  Emily  F.  Pope. 

Dr.  Helen  R.  Kellogg,  after  serving  as  Resident  Physician  one 
year,  resigned  the  position  on  July  i.  Since  that  time  it  has  been 
filled  by  Dr.  Emily  Wright,  our  senior  Interne.  Dr.  Bertha  Van 
Hoosen  has  been  elected  Resident  Physician  for  one  year  from 
Nov.  i,  1890.  The  other  changes  in  the  medical  staff  have  been 
the  appointment  of  Drs.  Grace  Wolcott  in  place  of  Dr.  Smith,  re¬ 
signed,  and  Mary  F.  Hobart  as  Attending  Physicians  to  the  Dis¬ 
pensary,  and,  later,  on  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Emma  L.  Call  from 
the  Dispensary  staff,  Dr.  Helen  B.  Carpenter  was  appointed  to 
fill  her  place.  The  increase  of  work  also  demanded  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  an  eighth  Interne. 

The  post  of  Superintendent  of  Nurses  being  left  vacant  by  the 
resignation,  as  reported  last  year,  of  Miss  Eugenia  Hurd,  it  was 
acceptably  filled  by  our  former  Assistant  Matron,  Miss  Catharine 
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Maloy,  until  the  settlement,  in  November  last,  of  Miss  I.  C.  Rose ; 
and,  on  her  resignation  in  August,  Miss  Gertrude  Montford,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  the  Bellevue  Training  School,  was  appointed  as  her  suc¬ 
cessor. 

Early  in  the  spring,  a  communication  was  received  from  one  of 
our  Directors,  then  in  Europe,  with  the  information  of  a  house  for 
trained  nurses  in  Rome,  Italy,  from  which  house  “thoroughly 
trained  English-speaking  nurses  will  be  sent  to  cases  of  sickness 
anywhere  in  Italy.”  The  matron  of  this  house,  after  hearing  from 
the  above-mentioned  Director  of  the  New  England  Hospital, 
asked  if  it  would  be  possible  for  nurses  to  be  sent  to  her  in  the 
autumn  from  this  institution.  This  opened  an  interesting  ques¬ 
tion  for  consideration  by  the  Committee  on  Training  School.  As 
yet,  however,  they  have  not  been  able  to  give  any  nurse  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  using  this  opportunity  for  gaining  experience  abroad.  Our 
present  Superintendent  has  served  in  this  training  school  at  Rome. 
It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  add  here  the  following  testimony  to 
our  nurses  from  a  physician,  the  brother  of  a  former  patient  in  one 
of  our  wards,  of  whom  he  says:  “She  does  not  forget,  and  often 
speaks  of,  the  gentle,  considerate,  and  efficient  attention  that  was  so 
unfailing  always  from  her  good  nurses  in  Boston.  For  my  part,  I 
have  seen  very  many  nurses,  at  home  and  abroad,  and  never  yet 
found  the  ideal  I  have  long  sought  till  the  New  England  Hospital 
came  to  my  enlightenment.”  Miss  Wark,  who  has  served  us  well 
as  Assistant  Matron  for  two  years  and  a  half,  on  receiving  an  offer 
of  higher  salary  elsewhere,  resigned  in  February  last,  and  the  place 
is  now  filled  by  Miss  Anna  Rodliffe. 

An  informal  sale  was  held  at  “  Goddard  Home,”  on  the  day  of 
our  annpal  meeting  a  year  ago,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money 
with  which  to  furnish  the  house.  Although  the  weather  was  un- 
propitious,  such  was  the  interest  felt,  a  very  good  attendance  was 
the  result;  and  $144.25  was  received, —  a  good  sum,  considering  the 
very  few  hours  that  were  given  to  the  sale. 

In  the  following  January  a  fire  occurred  in  the  Home  which 
necessitated  the  removal  of  the  nurses  to  one  of  the  small  cottages 
belonging  to  the  Hospital  while  the  Home  was  undergoing  the 
needed  repairs.  An  appeal  through  the  papers,  in  behalf  of  the 
nurses  who  lost  by  the  fire,  and  especially  of  the  janitor  and  his 
wife,  who  were  the  greatest  sufferers  by  it,  was  generously  re¬ 
sponded  to;  and,  with  the  sum  of  $257  received,  we  were  able  to 
indemnify,  to  a  great  degree,  all  the  losers.  The  house  was  again 
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ready  for  occupancy,  in  better  condition  than  when  we  first  rented 
it,  the  following  April. 

At  the  Directors’  meeting  in  December  last,  it  was  voted  “  that 
the  Entertainment  Committee  be  instructed  to  call  a  meeting  of 
friends  of  the  Hospital  in  January,  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
holding  a  fair  in  the  following  December.”  This  resulted  in  an 
encouraging  interview  between  the  Directors  and  many  of  our 
friends  in  the  public ;  and,  as  the  feeling  was  in  favor  of  a  triennial 
fair,  the  work  of  organizing  commenced  at  once,  and  has  pro¬ 
gressed  so  favorably  that  we  are  now  hoping  for  a  grand  success, 
through  the  active  co-operation  of  these  same  friends  outside  the 
Hospital  with  the  Directors,  in  swelling  the  funds  of  the  treasury, 
and  in  thus  being  enabled  to  meet  our  current  expenses  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

We  were  much  gratified  in  the  spring  by  the  offer  from  a  club  of 
young  ladies  in  Arlington  to  furnish  a  ward  in  the  Hospital.  This 
is  named  “  The  Clover  Ward,”  by  the  request  of  the  club,  which 
bears  the  same  name. 

Our  list  of  Free  Beds  has  been  increased  by  the  endowment  of 
four  additional  ones:  the  first  in  November  last,  through  Zach¬ 
ary  T.  Hollingsworth,  trustee  under  the  will  of  Jane  M.  Hollings¬ 
worth  ;  the  second  from  Frederick  L.  Ames,  under  will  of  Sarah  L. 
Ames  in  July  last;  and  two  in  September  from  the  Gifford  resid¬ 
uary  funds  paid  to  us  by  the  executors  of  Mrs.  Ellen  M.  Gifford’s 
will. 

While  emphasizing  our  perennial  need  of  an  increased  number 
of  regular  subsc?'ibers  to  the  Hospital,  we  beg  the  many  friends  to 
whose  generous  pecuniary  and  otherwise  substantial  aid  we  are 
indebted  for  the  promotion  of  our  work  to  accept  our  ever  grateful, 
cordial  thanks.

REPORT  FOR  RESIDENT  PHYSICIAN. 


In  presenting  the  annual  report  of  our  Hospital  work,  I  stand 
in  the  place  of  the  Resident  Physician,  that  office  being  tempo¬ 
rarily  vacant.  The  position  will  be  filled  on  November  i,  and  we 
trust  that  at  our  next  year’s  meeting  the  occupant  of  the  post  will 
be  able  to  present  such  a  report  of  the  Hospital  work  as  will 
show  the  wisdom  of  our  selection. 

It  is  just  fifteen  years  since  I  presented  the  annual  report,  at  the 
time  when  an  Acting  Resident  Physician,  chosen  from  among  the 
Internes,  was  filling  the  place  during  that  sad  summer  after  we  had 
lost  our  beloved  Dr.  Susan  Dimock.  This  year  we  have  also  to 
record  the  loss  of  one  of  our  coworkers,  Dr.  Lucy  E.  Sewall,  who 
died  Feb.  13,  1890.  It  is  impossible  to  render  in  words  full 
justice  to  her  memory,  in  her  relation  to  the  work  in  our  institu¬ 
tion.  She  was  most  intimately  associated  with  the  early  begin¬ 
nings  of  the  Hospital  work,  and  gave  so  unstintedly  of  her  time 
and  her  strength,  without  any  pecuniary  compensation,  in  all  the 
various  branches  for  the  organizing  of  the  Hospital  and  the  Dis¬ 
pensary,  that  it  is  difficult  to  decide  whether  she  was  more 
valuable  as  physician  or  as  director  and  manager.  Few  of  the 
present  audience  probably  recall  from  personal  experience  the 
days  of  our  poverty  and  unpopularity.  It  was  in  those  days,  when 
courage  was  needed  to  espouse  openly  our  cause,  that  Dr.  Sewall 
gave  up  nearly  all  social  relations,  in  order  to  devote  herself  to  the 
development  of  our  Dispensary  work.  This  she  did  with  a  self- 
abnegation  which  could  only  be  sustained  by  the  inspiration  of  a 
great  idea.  We,  the  pioneers  in  this  great  movement  in  Boston 
for  women  physicians,  feel  deeply  grieved  in  having  lost  in  Dr. 
Sewall,  in  the  maturity  of  her  powers,  a  coworker  the  value  of 
whose  labors  can  be  fully  appreciated  by  those  only  who  know  how 
great  were  the  difficulties  to  be  overcome,  in  order  to  prepare  the 
field  of  present  action.  Her  sole  compensation  was  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  having  assisted  in  the  success  of  a  cause  which  at  times 
seemed  hopeless  ;  but  a  firm  conviction  and  a  sure  faith  in  its 
righteousness  enabled  her  to  endure  even  ostracism  in  social  life. 
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Her  independent  pecuniary  position  favored  this  devoted  work, 
even  with  the  disadvantage  of  delicate  health.  Thus  the  twenty- 
five  years  which  she  gave  for  the  benefit  of  her  professional  sis¬ 
ters,  that  they  might  reap  where  she  had  sowed,,  were  years  of 
that  kind  of  activity  for  which  words  of  gratitude  seem  feeble 
in  expressing,  even  approximately,  our  sense  of  the  value  of  such 
devotion  in  the  promulgation  of  the  right  of  medical  women  to 
practise. 

The  professional  routine  of  Hospital  work  this  year  has  been 
much  disturbed  by  sad  occurrences  in  -the  families  of  several 
Internes.  Some,  who  had  hardly  familiarized  themselves  with  the 
locality  and  the  work,  were  summoned  home  by  the  sudden  death 
of  near  relatives,  or  by  grave  illnesses,  making  the  return  of  the 
professional  daughter  necessary. 

In  regard  to  the  position  of  Internes,  I  wish  to  say  that  our.Hos- 
pital  continues  to  receive  graduates  from  medical  colleges,  to 
whom  is  given  the  privilege  of  assisting  in  the  professional  work 
in  the  Hospital  and  in  the  Dispensary.  We  have  recently  in" 
creased  the  number  of  these  Internes  to  eight,  thus  giving  all  the 
clinical  advantages  which  the  Hospital  affords  to  as  many  as  we 
can  accommodate,  before  they  shall  enter  upon  private  practice. 
In  consequence  of  this  large  number,  the  work  and  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  Resident  Physician  are  materially  increased,  inas¬ 
much  as  more  young  women  have  to  be  disciplined  and  instructed, 
and  the  work  laid  out  for  them  requires  more  oversight,  than  if 
performed  solely  by  the  Resident  Physician  and  Attending  Physi" 
cians  and  Surgeons.  It  is  far  more  difficult  to  assume  the  respon¬ 
sibility  for  work  performed  by  others  than  to  do  such  work  one’s 
self.  Hence  the  requisite  for  a  successful  Resident  Physician  is 
executive  ability  as  well  as  professional  skill.  It  is  not  easier  to 
find  this  combination  of  qualities  in  one  person  among  women  than 
among  men  :  consequently,  the  result  is  frequent  changes  of  Resi¬ 
dent  Physicians.  Thus  it  happened  that  at  the  end  of  one  year’s 
work,  on  June  30,  we  accepted  the  resignation  of  the  last  Resident 
Physician,  and  have  carried  on  the  work  under  the  superintendence 
of  one  of  our  senior  Internes,  Dr.  Emily  Wright,  the  Attending 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  supplementing  her  with  extra  professional 
attendance. 

The  Medical  Department  has  been  carried  on  as  usual,  and  as 
successfully  as  in  former  years ;  Drs.  C.  Augusta  Pope,  Emily  F. 
Pope,  and  Emma  L.  Call  each  taking  four  months  of  the  year’s 
work. 
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The  Maternity  work  has  also  been  quite  satisfactory.  Although 
many  difficult  cases  presented  themselves,  yet  no  fevers  were 
recorded,  and  the  Annex  was  but  little  in  demand  for  isolation. 

Our  Hospital  has,  in  the  course  of  years,  made  an  advance  in  its 
work  which  deserves  special  mention.  In  the  field  of  surgery  we 
now  compete  with  any  other  institution.  During  the  first  few 
years  of  its  existence,  only  minor  surgical  operations  were  per¬ 
formed  by  the  women  physicians  of  the  Hospital,  except  in  the 
Maternity  Department,  where  all  obstetrical  surgery  was  done  by 
women.  In  1872,  the  first  woman  surgeon,  Dr.  Susan  Dimock, 
returned  from  Switzerland,  where  she  had  studied,  and  became 
our  Resident  Physician.  Since  then  all  kinds  of  surgery  have 
been  performed  within  our  wards.  At  present,  Dr.  Fanny  Berlin, 
Dr.  Elizabeth  C.  Keller,  and  Dr.  Mary  A.  Smith  divide  between 
themselves  the  surgical  work  during  the  year,  comprising,  as  the  sta¬ 
tistics  show,  one  half  of  the  patients  admitted.  Capital  operations 
of  the  gravest  nature  have  been  performed  frequently  by  these 
women,  while  the  common  gynecological  operations  take  place 
almost  every  other  day.  The  results,  thus  far,  are  so  satisfactory 
that  no  other  hospital  can  show  a  greater  percentage  of  recoveries. 
Our  reputation  for  successful  operations  increases ;  and  the  re¬ 
quest  is  often  made  by  patients  that  “no  men  shall  be  present.” 
An  old  lady  of  seventy-nine  years,  the  prolongation  of  whose  life 
depended  upon  the  immediate  removal  of  a  large  ovarian  tumor, — 
an  accidental  fall  having  caused  inflammation, —  insisted  upon  hav¬ 
ing  no  consultation  even,  with  men,  nor  any  men  present  at  the 
operation,  saying,  “  I  am  old  enough  anyway  to  die,  only  I  don’t 
want  to  suffer  as  I  do  now7 ;  and,  if  the  women  can  save  my  life  for 
a  while  longer,  I  shall  be  grateful.”  She  was  saved,  and  went 
home  well,  in  just  four  weeks  from  the  day  of  operation. 

Another  change  has  come  with  this  advance  in  the  medical 
woman’s  world.  Women  now  express  the  strongest  confidence  in 
women’s  skill,  entirely  refuting  the  fears  and  opinions  of  former 
years  that  “  women  would  never  have  confidence  in  their  own  sex.” 
The  opposite  condition  has  now  become  so  manifest  that,  when  in 
a  first  consultation  a  patient  decides  at  once  and  unreservedly  to 
employ  a  woman  surgeon,  we  are  frequently  obliged  to  remind  her 
that  her  friends  or  family  may  prefer  to  have  a  man  perform  the 
operation. 

A  patient  was  brought  into  my  office  from  the  carriage  before 
the  door.  She  seemed  so  weak  and  exhausted  that  I  did  not 
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venture  to  speak  frankly  to  her,  but  called  the  friends  into  an 
outer  room,  and  informed  them  of  the  need  of  the  removal  of  a 
large  abdominal  tumor  without  delay.  After  a  short  deliberation, 
they  considered  it  best  for  me  to  inform  the  patient.  I  did  so. 
A  few  moments  of  silence  ensued,  then  came  the  response  :  “Where 
can  it  be  done?  Will  you  do  it?”  Answering  the  latter  question 
in  the  negative,  and  the  former  by  proposing  our  Hospital,  she 
replied,  “Well,  bring  me  there,  and  I  will  have  it  done  to¬ 
morrow.” 

We  did  bring  her  there,  but  the  case  was  too  grave  for  an  opera¬ 
tion  on  the  morrow,  as  important  preparations  were  necessary ; 
but  in  a  few  months  the  patient  left  the  Hospital  a  well  woman, 
and  when,  a  half-year  later,  she  came  into  my  office,  I  did  not 
recognize  the  changed  woman. 

Such  cases  are  not  infrequent  now ;  and  the  gratitude  of  many  a 
mother,  wife,  and  daughter  spreads  the  fame  of  our  Hospital,  the 
skill  of  our  surgeons,  and  the  kindness  of  our  nurses  throughout 
our  land.  The  number  of  women  surgeons  is  but  few  as  yet ; 
but  I  do  not  care  to  compete  numerically  with  men.  I  simply 
repeat  my  claim  which  I  made  thirty-five  years  ago,  when  pleading 
the  cause  of  women  physicians ;  namely,  the  opportunity  for 
women  whose  qualifications  and  tastes  lead  them  to  study  the 
healing  art  to  develop  such  talents  to  the  utmost  on  an  equality 
with  men. 

To  the  perseverance  of  woman’s  nature,  to  the  freedom  of  this 
country,  it  is  due  that  so  comparatively  great  results  have  been 
achieved  in  so  few  years.  I,  who  saw  at  most  a  possibility  in  the 
dim  future,  am  permitted  to  behold  an  idea  realized, —  an  idea  for 
the  materialization  of  which  I  expected  simply  to  plough  the 
ground  before  I  passed  away  from  this  life,  leaving  it  for  others  to 
cultivate.  But  see !  Already,  under  the  sunshine  of  free  institu¬ 
tions  and  the  favoring  breezes  of  universal  progress,  we  reap  the 
fruits  of  our  labor.

LUCY  E.  SEWALL,  M.D. 

“Death  reads  the  title  clear, 

What  each  soul  for  itself  conquered  from  out  things  here.” 

When  a  life  of  exceptional  power  and  effort  is  withdrawn  from 
our  community,  we  feel  a  desire  to  express,  however  inadequately, 
what  that  life  has  represented  to  us,  not  so  much  as  a  grateful 
tribute  as  a  stimulus  and  inspiration  to  those  left  to  work  for  the 
welfare  of  others.  Lucy  E.  Sewall  was  the  eldest  daughter  of  the 
late  Hon.  Samuel  E.  Sewall,  whose  life  was  identified  with  every 
noble  effort  to  raise  and  better  the  condition  of  humanity,  and  to 
whom  the  present  improved  laws  in  regard  to  women  in  this  Com¬ 
monwealth  are  almost  wholly  due.  She  was  born  in  Roxbury, 
April  26,  1837,  where  she  lived  during  her  childhood.  Later  the 
family  removed  to  Boston,  and  still  later  to  Melrose.  With  no 
necessity  for  earning  a  livelihood,  and  with  every  opportunity  to 
lead  a  life  of  ease  and  pleasure  in  her  father’s  home,  her  eager 
desire  for  service  and  for  action  led  her  to  choose,  in  spite  of 
somewhat  delicate  health,  the  arduous  and  then  (for  women)  very 
unpopular  profession  of  medicine.  She  began  her  medical  studies 
with  Dr.  M.  E.  Zakrzewska  in  1859,  pursued  them  at  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Female  Medical  College,  from  which  she  graduated,  and 
then  went  to  Paris,  where  she  used  every  opportunity  for  study. 
Upon  her  return  to  this  country  she  became  the  resident  physician 
of  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  giving  to 
that  institution  six  years  of  devoted  service,  with  no  other  recom¬ 
pense  than  the  experience  she  gained  and  her  gratification  in  see¬ 
ing  its  increasing  usefulness.  She  continued  one  of  the  regular 
attending  physicians  at  the  hospital  until  1 887,  when  she  became 
one  of  the  Advisory  Board.  Her  constant  interest  and  faithful 
work  have  done  much  to  bring  the  hospital  up  to  its  present 
standard.  Of  late  years  she  has  been  a  great  sufferer,  but  has 
refused  to  accept  or  lead  the  life  of  an  invalid,  and  has  maintained 
her  connection  with  the  New  England  Hospital  and  its  Dispensary, 
and  has  kept  a  portion  of  her  large  practice,  seeing  such  of  her 
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patients  as  were  able  to  go  to  her,  but  being  unable  to  make  many 
visits. 

In  her  profession  she  won  the  respect  of  our  best  and  most  dis¬ 
tinguished  physicians,  who  recognized  her  mental  power  and  her 
medical  skill.  To  her  patients  she  gave  a  rare  devotion,  which 
will  be  missed  from  the  lives  of  both  rich  and  poor ;  for  in  her 
heart  there  was  no  difference.  She  saw  only  a  fellow-creature  to 
be  healed  and  helped.  From  all  her  rich  life-work  the  noblest 
gift  she  has  left  us  is  her  own  high  ideal  of  truth  and  her  unflinch¬ 
ing  and  determined  battle  for  it. 

“  Lie  not !  Endure  no  lie  which  needs  your  heart 
And  hand  to  push  it  out  of  mankind’s  path,” 

might  have  been  the  watchword  of  her  life.  To  recognize  a  truth 
was  enough.  Her  spirit  of  flame  knew  no  thought  of  self,  counted 
no  cost,  took  no  crooked  or  politic  way,  but  stood  forth  at  once  its 
uncompromising  champion.  Yet  with  all  this  courage  of  conviction 
her  attitude  toward  her  fellow-creatures  was  exceptionally  sym¬ 
pathetic  and  tender ;  and  she  was  quite  free  from  the  antagonism 
which  sometimes  grows  in  a  strong,  clear  soul,  as  it  meets  the  cow¬ 
ardice  and  compromise  of  the  world.  When  one  met  her,  one  felt 
“  Flow  can  I  serve  you  ?  ”  to  be  the  question  of  her  eyes  ;  and 
her  help  was  always  ready.  The  remembrance  of  her  tender  and 
womanly  sympathy,  her  clear  sense  of  justice,  her  courage  and 
enthusiasm,  should  aid  and  inspire  us  all  to  lead  nobler  and  more 
unselfish  lives.  a.  m.  c.

The  death  of  Dr.  Lucy  E.  Sewall  will  cause  a  feeling  of  deep 
sorrow  and  loss  among  her  friends  and  patients  in  this  city,  where 
her  noble  work  was  done  and  the  greater  part  of  her  life  was  spent. 
She  was  the  eldest  daughter  of  Hon.  Samuel  E.  Sewall,  the  well- 
known  philanthropist ;  and  she  shared  his  enthusiasm  for  humanity. 
Her  mother  died  while  she  was  a  young  girl,  but  not  before  she 
had  impressed  on  her  daughter’s  heart  the  duty  of  training  herself 
for  a  life  of  intelligent  usefulness.  Accordingly,  in  1859,  Lucy 
Sewall  placed  herself  under  the  instruction  of  Dr.  M.  E.  Zakr- 
zewska,  who  had  just  come  to  Boston  to  occupy  a  professorship 
in  the  Female  Medical  College.  She  was  an  earnest  and  thorough 
student;  and,  after  graduating  from  the  college,  she  went  to  Europe 
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and  spent  about  a  year  in  Paris,  using  every  possible  opportunity 
for  gaining  knowledge  of  her  profession.  She  returned  to  Boston 
in  1862,  to  take  charge  of  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women 
and  Children  as  resident  physician.  She  remained  in  this  posi¬ 
tion  until  1868,  when  she  became  attending  physician  at  the  hos¬ 
pital.  She  performed  the  duties  of  this  office  until  1887,  when, 
with  the  two  other  oldest  physicians  of  the  hospital,  she  was  placed 
on  an  advisory  board  of  physicians,  leaving  the  constant  attend¬ 
ance  to  younger  women. 

Dr.  Sewall’s  whole  life  was  devoted  to  her  profession,  in  which 
she  found  scope  for  all  her  powers  of  heart  and  mind.  As  a  med¬ 
ical  friend  said  of  her,  “  She  was  always  a  doctor;  that  is,  a  friend 
of  the  sick.”  She  adhered  to  the  so-called  old,  or  regular,  school 
of  practice,  and  was  well  recognized  and  much  respected  by  many 
of  the  best  male  practitioners  of  that  school  in  this  city. 

Besides  ffier  private  practice,  which  was  large,  she  did  a  very 
great  amount  of  charitable  work,  not  only  for  the  poor  who  applied 
to  her  personally,  but  for  the  Dispensary  of  the  New  England  Hos¬ 
pital,  which  she  attended  for  many  years,  and  in  which  she  always 
took  the  deepest  interest.  Her  patients  had  great  love  for  her 
personally,  as  well  as  sincere  faith  in  her  skill. 

To  Dr.  Sewall  the  medical  women  of  Boston  are  very  largely 
indebted  for  the  well-established  position  which  they  now  hold, 
both  professionally  and  socially.  Connected  as  she  was  by  birth 
with  some  of  the  oldest  families  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  a  man  widely  beloved  and  respected,  and  freed  from  grind¬ 
ing  pecuniary  care  during  the  years  of  study,  she  entered  on  her 
work  with  rare  advantages  ;  but  she  did  not  presume  upon  them. 
She  was  a  devoted  student,  seizing  every  opportunity  for  improve¬ 
ment  and  making  all  her  own  work  serve  also  the  general  cause  of 
medical  education  for  women.  She  took  great  interest  in  other 
students,  and  was  one  of  those  who  early  recognized  the  great 
abilities  of  the  lamented  Dr.  Dimock  and  secured  to  her  the  means 
of  education.  Dr.  Sewall  always  felt  the  limitations  of  imperfect 
health ;  but  she  struggled  bravely  with  disease,  and  always  per¬ 
formed  all  the  work  that  was  possible  to  her.  She  has  gone  in  her 
ripe  middle  age,  when  with  health  we  might  have  hoped  for  many 
more  years  of  active  service ;  but  her  life  has  been  fruitful  of  good 
work,  which  will  live  in  the  continued  labors  of  those  for  whom 
she  has  opened  the  way,  and  who  will  be  encouraged  and  strength¬ 
ened  by  her  life  and  example.  e.  d.  c. 
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DISPENSARY  REPORT. 


This  year  the  work  at  our  Dispensary  has  been  carried  on  as 
usual. 

At  the  morning  clinics,  which  are  under  the  charge  of  two  Phy¬ 
sicians  each  day,  assisted  by  two  Internes,  the  names  of  3,268 
patients  have  been  recorded,  10,350  visits  have  been  made, —  a 
daily  average  of  35,  and  an  increase  of  550  visits  over  last  year. 
Of  this  number  there  were  105  surgical,  1,467  general  diseases, 
1,696  diseases  of  women. 

Our  largest  clinic  was  on  March  22d,  when  76  patients  were 
seen. 

The  number  of  prescriptions  given  at  the  morning  clinics  has 
been  8,500. 

The  two  Internes,  who  live  at  our  Dispensary  and  visit  the  sick 
poor,  have  cared  for  812  patients  at  their  homes,  and  have  made 
3,915  visits, —  a  daily  average  of  13.  Of  these  there  were  36  sur¬ 
gical,  633  general  diseases,  53  diseases  of  women,  90  confine¬ 
ment  cases.  312  of  the  entire  number  were  children.  Although 
this  is  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  visited,  it  is  a 
decided  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  made. 

In  our  out  practice,  18  deaths  have  been  reported,  n  being 
babies  (2  still-born)  and  1,  an  old  lady  of  eighty-six  years,  dying 
from  the  effects  of  a  strangulated  hernia. 

About  500  patients  have  been  given  medicine  free  of  charge  on 
account  of  their  poverty,  four-fifths  of  these  being  in  the  out  prac¬ 
tice  department. 

This  is  a  gain  of  500  over  1887,  when  more  than  1,000  patients 
received  medicine  free. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  cared  for  during  the  past  year 
by  the  Dispensary  Staff  has  been  4,080.  Of  these  719  were  chil¬ 
dren.

Our  Dispensary  nurses,  who  are  always  ready  to  help  in  any 
case  needing  careful  attention,  have  made  2,500  visits, —  a  daily 
average  of  8. 

The  assistance  of  a  nurse  at  our  Dispensary  has  been  a  great 
blessing  to  many  of  the  poor,  who  would  otherwise  be  unable  to 
have  proper  care. 

The  South  End  Diet  Kitchen  still  furnishes  nourishing  food  for 
our  needy  sick. 

The  New  England  Kitchen,  which  has  recently  been  opened  at 
142  Pleasant  Street  provides  various  broths,  soups,  cooked  meats, 
gruels,  etc.,  at  a  small  cost,  thus  enabling  many  to  procure  proper 
food  who  are  not  able  to  cook  their  own.  Evaporated  milk  is  also 
prepared  there,  and  we  have  tried  it  very  successfully  with  our 
babies. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  in  our  Dispensary  Staff  of  Phy¬ 
sicians.  Dr.  Emma  L.  Call  and  Dr.  Mary  A.  Smith,  who  have 
been  with  us  for  many  years,  have  resigned  from  the  Dispensary  ; 
but  they  still  give  their  valuable  services  to  the  Hospital.  Dr. 
Grace  Wolcott  and  Dr.  Mary  F.  Hobart  have  been  appointed  to 
fill  the  two  vacancies  at  the  Dispensary.  Dr.  Helen  B.  Carpenter 
has  also  been  added  to  our  staff.  We  cannot  finish  this  report 
without  thanking  our  friends  who  have  so  kindly  contributed  to 
our  Dispensary’s  need. 

The  annual  fifty  dollars  from  Miss  H.  has  been  received.  Many 
donations  of  medicines  have  come  from  Kelley  &  Durkee,  also 
from  Parke  Davis  &  Co.  through  Mr.  Raymond. 
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We  also  wish  to  acknowledge  kind  remembrances  from  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  W.  B.  Kehew,  Miss  Hovey,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Cheney,  Miss  Bow- 
ditch,  Miss  L.  Norcross,  and  Mrs.  Folsom. 

To  the  many  friends  who  have  sent  old  linen,  bottles,  etc.,  we 
feel  grateful.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

FOR  NURSES. 


The  committee  are  happy  to  report  that  the  School,  with  twenty 
nurses,  is  in  excellent  condition,  under  the  care  of  Miss  Gertrude 
Montford. 

« 

The  winter  was,  on  the  whole,  a  trying  one,  owing  to  the  disaster 
by  the  fire  mentioned  in  the  Secretary’s  Report  and  to  the  fact 
that  most  of  the  nurses  suffered  more  or  less  from  the  grip. 

Yet  we  have  nine  graduates, —  Miss  Minna  Korner,  Miss  Annie 
Heber,  Miss  Eva  Miner,  Miss  Emily  F.  Tolliver,  Miss  Kate  J. 
McKay,  Miss  Christine  McLeod,  Miss  Lizzie  McMahon,  Miss 
Charlotte  E.  Keay,  Miss  Anna  M.  Cleary. 

When  one  considers  the  qualities  required  for  a  successful 
nurse,  one  may  indeed  consider  this  list  a  roll  of  honor. 

We  have  fitted  them  to  serve  the  community  in  their  responsible 
and  arduous  profession,  and  they  have  earned  the  indorsement  of 
our  school.  We  trust  that  the  value  of  their  services  will  con¬ 
stantly  increase,  as  the  habits  formed  here  and  the  lessons 
learned  are  supplemented  by  those  which  time  and  experience  will 
bring. 

Naturally,  there  are  degrees  of  excellence,  even  among  those 
who  are  worthy  of  a  diploma ;  but  it  is  not  seldom  that  we  have 
expressions  of  the  warmest  appreciation  of  our  graduates.  Follow¬ 
ing  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  given  me  yesterday  :  — 

Miss  C.  grows  nearer  and  dearer  to  us  all  by  her  peculiar  faculty 
of  helpfulness  in  these  times  of  trouble.  So  valuable  has  she 
made  herself  that  my  friend  sends  for  New  England  Hospital 
nurses  whenever  there  is  need  of  a  trained  nurse  in  the  family. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  know  with  what  care  the  candidates  are 
chosen.  To  all  who  ask  for  it,  a  circular  is  sent,  giving  full  infor¬ 
mation  as  to  the  requirements.  Accompanying  this  is  a  blank  to 
be  filled  out  by  the  applicant  and  returned  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  who  then  sends  blanks  of  inquiry  to  the  persons  named 
as  references. 
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When  these  are  returned,  the  name  is  brought  to  the  committee 
for  careful  consideration.  If  she  seems  promising,  and  lives  near 
enough  to  the  city  to  be  able  to  do  so,  she  is  requested  to  meet  the 
committee  at  an  appointed  time,  that  they  may  judge  of  her  fitness 
by  a  personal  interview.  If  satisfactory  in  every  way,  especially 
in  health  and  strength  as  well  as  character,  the  committee  vote  to 
admit  her  for  a  month’s  trial.  Many  fail  even  then  for  lack  of  the 
necessary  qualities.  Sometimes  one  fails  after  months  of  trial. 
You  will  see  that  those  who  succeed  and  are  allowed  to  persevere 
to  the  end  are  worthy  of  your  confidence. 

An  important  month  of  the  course  is  that  spent  in  caring  for 
the  poor  out-patients  of  the  Dispensary.  Each  nurse  makes  a 
report  of  her  work  there. 

The  board  of  the  nurse  while  at  the  Dispensary  is  an  extra 
expense  to  the  Hospital.  It  would  be  most  satisfactory  if  our 
endowment  could  provide  for  this,  and  insure  the  permanency  of 
this  service  which  is  of  such  mutual  benefit  to  patient  and  to 
nurse.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  THE 
NEW  ENGLAND  HOSPITAL. 


All  applications  for  admission  to  the  New  England  Hospital 
must  be  made  to  the  Resident  Physician,  who  will  examine  the 
patient,  and  decide  whether  the  case  is  a  suitable  one  to  enter  the 
Hospital. 

No  patient  can  enter  the  Hospital  without  a  card  of  admission 
signed  by  the  Resident  Physician. 

If  possible,  all  applications  should  be  made  in  person,  during 
the  office  hours  of  the  Resident  Physician,  from  n  to  i  daily,  ex¬ 
cept  Sundays.  Patients  too  ill  to  apply  personally,  and  living 
within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the  Hospital,  will  be  visited  by  the 
Resident  Physician  at  their  homes,  on  payment  of  fee. 

Applications  for  admission  from  patients  living  at  a  distance 
from  Boston  can  be  made  in  writing ;  but  a  medical  certificate 
from  the  physician  last  in  attendance  upon  the  case  is  required, 
which  may  be  accepted  by  the  Resident  Physician,  at  her  discre¬ 
tion,  as  a  substitute  for  her  preliminary  examination. 

The  New  England  Hospital  is  supported,  aside  from  the  money 
received  from  patients,  entirely  by  private  subscriptions  from  its 
friends.  It  receives  no  State  aid,  and  has  the  right  to  refuse  any 
application. 

Scale  of  prices  is  as  follows  :  —

Personal  washing  is  at  the  charge  of  the  patient. 

There  are  also  a  few  endowed  free  beds  for  indigent  patients. 

Patients  applying  for  free  beds  must  give  satisfactory  reference 
as  to  their  inability  to  pay. 

No  incurable  cases  are  taken  upon  the  free  beds,  and  no  chronic 
cases,  unless  there  is  reasonable  ground  to  expect  an  immediate 
change  for  the  better. 

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  or  of  insanity  are  received.

REPORT  OF  TREASURER. 

September  30,  1890. 


Ten  legacies  have  been  paid  to  us  this  year.  Mr.  Horace  E. 
Ware,  attorney,  for  Mr.  Zachary  T.  Hollingsworth,  trustee  under 
the  will  of  Mrs.  Jane  M.  Hollingsworth,  paid  us  $6,572  for  one 
free  bed  according  to  said  will.  We  received  $5,000  under  the 
will  of  Mr.  Elisha  T.  Loring,  by  his  executors,  Messrs.  Charles  J. 
Morrill,  Thacher  Loring,  Horace  Loring,  and  Francis  C.  Welch, 
the  income  only  to  be  used.  By  the  will  of  Mr.  John  H.  Everett, 
we  received  from  his  executor,  Mr.  Otis  E.  Weld,  $250.  Mr. 
William  Wilkins  Warren  left  us  $1,000,  which  has  been  received 
from  his  executors,  Rebecca  B.  Warren,  James  Schouler,  and 
Henry  W.  Hart.  We  have  received  under  the  will  of  Mrs.  Eliza 
Sutton  $1,000,  from  her  executors,  Messrs.  Eben  Sutton,  Charles 
B.  Farley,  and  Mayhew  S.  Clark  ;  also  $250  additional  from  the 
estate  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  S.  Morton,  by  Mr.  Thompson  Baxter, 
executor.  Mr.  Larkin  T.  Tufts,  executor  of  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Pear¬ 
son,  has  paid  us  in  all  $2,986.40  under  her  will.  These  five  leg¬ 
acies  are  free.  Mrs.  Sarah  L.  Ames  left  us  $5,000  for  a  free  bed, 
which  amount  has  been  paid  us  by  her  executor,  Mr.  Frederick  L. 
Ames.  Mr.  Simeon  E.  Baldwin,  one  of  the  executors,  has  paid 
us  $10,000,  under  the  will  of  Mrs.  Ellen  M.  Gifford,  of  New 
Haven,  from  a  fund  for  charity,  and  the  executors  endow  two  free 
beds  with  that  sum.  And  we  have  just  received  $1,000  from  the 
estate  of  Mr.  Mortimer  C.  Ferris,  by  his  executrix,  Mrs.  Ferris,  for 
current  expenses.  In  all  $26,572  restricted  and  $6,486.40  free, 
making  $33,058.40  in  legacies  this  year. 

We  have  invested  $24,884  of  these  legacies.  We  have  received 
only  $11  further  toward  the  new  Maternity  Building. 

Our  current  receipts  continue  to  run  behind  our  current  ex¬ 
penses,  this  year  to  the  amount  of  $7,405.39  as  compared  with 
$3>9°9*59  last  year,  and  $7,406.12  the  year  before.  The  income 
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from  invested  funds  has  increased  $1,833.56  this  year,  and  up  to 
last  year  had  trebled  in  seven  years.  Meanwhile,  the  receipts  for 
yearly  free  beds  have  almost  steadily  diminished  for  eight  years, 
and  the  subscriptions  now  are  much  less  than  in  these  eight  years. 
This  year  the  diminution  has  been  from  $5,533.45  to  $4,449.30,  or 
$1,084.15,  while  eight  years  ago  they  were  $7,828, —  an  almost 
continuous  shrinking.  And  this,  in  spite  of  our  new  system  of  col¬ 
lecting,  like  other  institutions,  by  the  Treasurer  sending  out  fre¬ 
quent  reminders  according  to  a  list  kept  by  him.  The  old  form  of 
personal  asking  was  more  effective  then.  Official  circulars  seem 
of  little  use.  This  shows  a  continuing  tendency  toward  becoming 
an  endowed  institution  instead  of  relying  on  present  givers. 

Our  board  and  treatment  receipts  have  somewhat  increased, 
$402.65  since  last  year,  but  still  $2,044.85  less  than  five  years  ago. 

Our  total  current  receipts  have  gained  only  $766.39  this  year, 
while  our  current  expenses  have  increased  $5,455.04,  much  the 
largest  yet.  Vegetables  and  fruit  have  cost  $346.12  more;  gro¬ 
ceries,  $321.01  more;  milk,  $226.37  more;  meat,  $603.13  more; 
and  fish,  $117.31,  making  an  increase  in  food  items  of  $1,613.95, 
or  fifteen  and  seven-tenths  per  cent,  in  one  year.  Water  and  ice 
have  increased  $367.18.  But  fuel  has  diminished  $232.63.  Light¬ 
ing  is  $242.50  more.  Repairs  are  about  like  six  and  seven  years 
ago.  Wages  and  salaries,  the  largest  yet,  or  $741.36  above  last 
year.  Hospital  supplies  are  also  larger  by  $874.09.  Insurance 
payments  are  at  a  minimum ;  but  the  other  items  are  normal,  ex¬ 
cept  that  the  cost  of  the  Nurse’s  Home  is  a  new  item  of  $1,009.44. 

Dispensary  receipts  and  expenses  have  both  slightly  increased  ; 
and  the  net  expense  to  the  Hospital  is  $318.57,  or  less  than  half 
of  last  year’s. 

The  Massachusetts  Charitable  Fire  Society  has  given  us '$100, 
and  we  have  received  $152.25  on  Fair  account,  but  no  entertain¬ 
ments  or  other  current  gifts.  We  close  the  year  with  a  balance  of 
$10,843.24,  and  should  invest  $18,743.11.

BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children. 

AS  ADOPTED  UNDER  THE  ACT  OF  INCORPORATION,  FRIDAY,  JUNE  5,  1863, 
AND  AS  AMENDED  UP  TO  OCT.  29,  1889. 


1.  The  name  of  the  institution  shall  be  The  New  England  Hospital  for 
Women  and  Children. 

2.  The  objects  of  the  institution  shall  be:  — 

I.  To  provide  for  women  medical  aid  of  competent  physicians  of  their 
own  sex. 

II.  To  assist  educated  women  in  the  practical  study  of  medicine. 

III.  To  train  nurses  for  the  care  of  the  sick. 

3.  The  Government  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twelve  (12)  nor  more  than 
forty  (40)  Directors,  one-fourth  of  the  number  to  be  elected  annually  by  the 
Corporation  to  serve  for  four  years,  or  until  others  are  elected  to  succeed  them. 
Directors  are  eligible  for  re-election.  They  shall  have  the  entire  management 
of  the  business  of  the  institution. 

4.  There  shall  be  an  Advisory  Board  (called  Counsellors),  elected  annually  by 
the  Directors  from  among  those  members  or  ex-members  of  the  Board  who 
have  served  for  at  least  ten  years,  but  are  no  longer  able  to  give  the  active 
attention  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital  required  of  a  Director.  They  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  attending  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  but  no  vote  therein, 

5.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary, 
Assistant  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  three  Auditors,  chosen 
from  the  Board  by  the  Directors. 

6.  The  Corporation  of  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children 
shall  consist  of  those  persons  named  in  the  act  of  incorporation ;  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  Counsellors  now  in  office  and  their  successors;  of  the  Life 
Members  and  of  annual  subscribers  of  five  dollars  and  upward  who  have  paid 
a  subscription  during  the  current  hospital  year  and  at  least  three  months  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Corporation  at  which  a  vote  is  to  be  taken. 

Members  of  the  Corporation  alone  are  entitled  to  vote  at  the  Annual  and 
other  meetings  of  the  society. 

7.  Subscribers  paying  fifty  dollars  at  any  one  time  may  be  considered  Life 
Members. 

8.  Subscribers  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually  are  entitled  to  a 
free  bed. 

9.  The  visitors  for  each  month  shall  be  chosen  from  the  body  of  Directors, 
and  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  the  Hospital  during  the  month,  co-operat¬ 
ing  with  the  permanent  officers  of  the  institution. 

10.  The  Medical  Officers  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  Resident  Physicians, 
one  or  more  Attending  Physicians,  and  not  less  than  two  Consulting  Physicians, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  such  other  necessary  Medical  or 
Surgical  officers  as  may  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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11.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  October,  at 
which  time  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  read  and  the 
election  for  Directors  held. 

12.  The  annual  subscription  shall  date  from  the  first  day  of  October. 

13.  The  Directors  shall  hold  a  regular  monthly  meeting  for  the  transaction  of 
the  hospital  business.  Non-attendance  on  the  part  of  any  Director  at  three 
consecutive  stated  meetings,  except  in  case  of  sickness  or  absence  from  the  city 
(of  which  the  Secretary  should  be  notified),  shall  be  considered  as  a  resignation, 
and  so  reported  to  the  Board  at  the  next  regular  meeting  for  its  action. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  give  notice  of  the  annual  meeting 
in  one  or  more  papers.  Of  this  and  all  other  special  meetings,  the  Secretary 
shall  notify  the  Directors  by  letter. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  the  clerk  of  the 
Corporation,  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the  meetings  and  doings  of  the  Directors 
and  of  the  society,  and  to  conduct  all  necessary  correspondence,  subject  to  the 
approbation  of  the  Directors ;  also,  to  prepare  a  full  report  to  be  read  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys 
on  account  of  the  society,  and  to  keep  careful  account  thereof,  open  at  all  times 
to  the  inspection  of  the  Directors,  with  proper  vouchers  for  all  payments. 

17.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  temporary  disability  of  the  Secretary  or  Treas¬ 
urer,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  and  the  Assistant  Treasurer 
respectively  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office. 

18.  The  Auditors  shall  examine  the  accounts  annually,  and  oftener,  if  neces¬ 
sary,  and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident  Physician  to  submit  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  at  the  annual  meeting  such  report  of  the  year’s  labor  as  may  be 
deemed  profitable  to  the  objects  and  interests  of  the  institution. 

20.  Five  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  their  Board. 

21.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  sufficient  for  transaction  of  all 
business  at  any  special  meeting  of  the  society. 

22.  The  Directors  may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  their  number  during  the 
year. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  and  by  the  Secretary  on  the 
written  request  of  three  Directors. 

23.  The  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  society  by  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  two  weeks’  notice  that  amendments  are 
proposed  being  given  by  advertisement.

Form  of  Endowment  of  a  Free  Bed  in  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children. 

The  donor  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  bed  which 
shall  always  be  free,  to  nominate  an  occupant  for  such  bed,  and  to  appoint 
a  successor  to  the  right  of  nomination  for  such  occupancy. 
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Every  successor,  for  the  time  being,  to  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  successor 
who  shall  in  turn  have  the  like  power  of  nomination  for  such  occupancy. 

The  occupant,  however,  must  be  in  needy  circumstances,  the  case  one  suitable 
for  said  Hospital,  and  the  nomination  in  conformity  with  the  by-laws,  rules,  and 
regulations  of  the  same. 


AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  ENGLAND  HOSPITAL  FOR  WOMEN 

AND  CHILDREN. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows :  — 

Section  i.  Lucy  Goddard,  Marie  E.  Zakrzewska,  Ednah  D.  Cheney, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of 
the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  for  the  purpose  of  estab¬ 
lishing  and  maintaining  in  the  city  of  Boston  or  its  vicinity  a  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  the  diseases  of  women  and  children,  and  of  giving  therein  clinical 
instruction  to  female  students  of  medicine  and  of  training  nurses,  with  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities,  and  resrrictions 
set  forth  in  the  sixty-eighth  chapter  of  the  General  Statutes. 

Section  2.  The  said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate  not  exceed¬ 
ing  in  value  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding  in  value 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  all  of  which  shall  be  devoted  to  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Approved  March  12,  1S63. 


An  Act  to  authorize  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  to  hold 

additional  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Property. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows :  — 

Section  i.  The  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  real  estate  not  exceeding  in  value  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding  in 
value  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  instead  of  the  amounts  of  real 
estates  and  personal  property  authorized  by  its  act  of  incorporation. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  14,  1871. 


An  Act  to  authorize  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  to  hold 

additional  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Estate- 


Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folknvs :  — 

Section  i.  The  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  real  estate  not  exceeding  in  value  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding  in 
value  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  instead  of  the  amounts  of  real 
estate  and  personal  property  authorized  by  its  act  of  incorporation. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 


For  the  Year  ending  Sept.  30,  1891. 


In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Hospital  for  the  past  year,  our 
first  word  must  be  about  our  new  building. 

After  waiting  for  it  these  many  years,  it  now  stands,  nearly  com¬ 
pleted,  on  our  land  opposite  the  Hospital. 

In  its  erection  every  care  has  been  taken  to  have  the  appoint¬ 
ments  of  the  highest  order  to  meet  the  modern  methods  in  obstet¬ 
rical  practice. 

We  will  not  attempt  a  sketch  of  the  architectural  plan,  but 
will  invite  all  friends  of  the  Hospital  to  visit  it,  and  see  for  them¬ 
selves  our  new  Sewall  Maternity  House,  so  named  in  memory  of 
our  late  Directors,  Hon.  Samuel  E.  Sewall  and  his  daughter,  Dr. 
Lucy  E.  Sewall. 

To  Mr.  Sewall  the  Hospital  will  ever  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude, 
so  far-reaching  and  effectual  was  the  inspiration  that  resulted  from 
his  generous  sympathy  in  this  woman’s  work  in  the  days  of  its  un¬ 
popularity  and  struggle  for  existence.  The  immense  importance 
of  Dr.  SewalTs  work  in  connection  with  the  institution,  almost  from 
its  beginning,  having  been  fully  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Report, 
is  too  well  known  to  the  public  to  need  comment  here. 

Invested  with  this  honored  name,  our  new  “Maternity”  seems 
to  stand  as  an  earnest  of  good  work  to  be  done  within  its  walls  for 
the  comfort  and  blessing  of  untold  generations. 

By  this  removal  of  the  Maternity  Department,  we  secure,  in  the 
cottage  heretofore  used  for  this  work,  a  home  for  the  nurses, 
which  will  now  be  known  as  the  “  Goddard  Home.” 

The  Farnsworth  House  which,  it  will  be  remembered  was 
rented  two  years  since  for  temporary  use  by  the  nurses,  has  now 
been  purchased  by  the  Hospital,  and  thus  the  control  of  the  prop¬ 
erty  is  secured  to  us. 

By  the  fair  held  during  the  first  week  of  last  December  we 
made  seven  thousand  ($7,000)  dollars, —  a  satisfactory  result,  when 
the  depressed  financial  condition  of  that  time  is  taken  into  ac-

count,  though  not  the  triumphal  success  of  other  years.  As  in  our 
previous  fair,  we  prohibited  raffling,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of 
the  State  ;  and  all  was  conducted  on  strict  business  principles. 

And  here  we  extend  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  all  who  aided  us 
in  our  sale,  whether  by  zealously  working  for  and  with  us  or  by 
generously  buying  from  our  tables. 

Our  triennial  fair  has  served,  however,  only  as  a  partial  aid  in 
meeting  the  demands  made  by  our  constantly  increasing  work ; 
and  we  can  only  say  now,  as  always,  Let  us  have  annual  subscrip¬ 
tions,  from  old  friends  and  new,  in  such  numbers  that  we  may  no 
longer  be  hampered  in  our  medical  education  of  women,  in  our 
training  of  nurses,  or  in  our  administration  of  hospital  beneficence 
to  the  many  who  apply  for  it  at  our  doors. 

While  the  charitable  side  of  our  work  is  very  near  our  hearts, 
and  our  free  beds  should  be  constantly  employed  if  funds  would 
permit,  we  recognize  the  absolute  necessity,  while  current  expenses 
cannot  be  met,  of  procuring  remuneration,  more  or  less,  from  pa¬ 
tients  whose  means  will  admit  of  their  paying  the  smallest  sums. 

The  number  of  free  days  the  past  year,  however,  amounted  to 

9,494. 

A  plan,  which  was  tried  early  in  the  year,  of  isolating  our  med¬ 
ical  and  surgical  wards  from  one  another,  has  proved  beneficial. 

The  third  floor  is  now  given  up  to  surgical  patients,  and  the  first 
and  second  floors  to  the  medical.  By  this  arrangement  the  work 
of  the  nurses  is  less  arduous,  and  at  the  same  time  they  obtain 
a  greater  variety  of  experience.  One  of  our  graduates,  Miss 
Haber,  has  profited,  during  the  last  year,  by  admission  to  the 
house  for  trained  nurses  in  Rome,  Italy,  spoken  of  in  our  last 
report ;  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  hear,  in  a  letter  from  the  superin¬ 
tendent  of  this  Home,  that  Miss  Haber’s  services  have  been  in  de¬ 
mand,  she  having  been  highly  recommended  by  Professor  Pasquale, 
the  most  distinguished  accoucheur  of  Rome.  Our  President,  Mrs. 
Cheney,  has  visited  the  Home  during  the  past  year,  and  was  favor¬ 
ably  impressed  by  it.  It  is  surely  an  advantage  to  English  and 
American  tourists  to  find,  if  ill  in  Rome,  an  institution  where 
trained  English-speaking  nurses  can  give  them  the'care  they  need ; 
and  it  is  as  surely  an  inviting  opportunity  to  the  young  women  in 
our  Training  School  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of 
foreign  experience  and  practice. 

Mrs-  Cheney  was  gratified  to  hear  from  Miss  Haber  that, 
“  although  she  had  tried  to  see  all  that  she  could  of  nurses,  hos- 
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pitals,  etc.,  she  had  as  yet  found  nothing  that  she  was  not  taught 
in  the  New  England  Hospital  School.” 

There  have  been  but  few  changes  in  our  officers.  Dr.  W.  W. 
Gannett  resigned  in  the  spring  as  Pathologist,  and  Dr.  F.  B. 
Mallory  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Dr.  Grace  Wolcott  resigned  in  April  her  position  as  physician 
at  the  Dispensary. 

Dr.  Gertrude  W.  Van  Pelt  was  elected  in  December  as  Director 
of  Electricity  on  the  Hospital  Staff. 

Miss  Rodliffe  resigned  as  Assistant  Matron  in  November  last ; 
and  Mrs.  Robie  A.  Putnam  succeeded  her  in  the  office,  which  she 
still  fills  acceptably. 

Could  the  reports  of  our  “visitors,”  from  month  to  month,  be 
heard  outside  our  walls,  it  would  be  evident  that  the  long-estab¬ 
lished  reputation  of  this  institution  as  a  happy  home  for  its  bene¬ 
ficiaries  still  holds  good. 

With  continued  trust  in  the  co-operation  of  a  generous  public,  to 
whom  we  offer  our  never-ceasing  gratitude  for  gifts  received,  we 
enter  on  a  new  year  of  work  with  renewed  courage  and  hope.

The  number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  past  year  is  85 
more  than  in  any  previous  year;  and  of  this  increase  32  were 
surgical  and  40  were  maternity.  Of  the  16 1  maternity  patients 
admitted,  hi  were  married  women.  The  increase  in  numbers  in 


the  Maternity  is  made  up  largely  from  two  classes, —  young  mar¬ 
ried  women  who  are  boarding  and  cannot  receive  proper  care  in 
even  the  best  of  such  homes,  and  women  who  have  their  own 
homes,  but  are  prevented  by  a  family  of  young  children  or  mod¬ 
erate  circumstances  from  enjoying  the  quiet  and  freedom  from 
responsibility  that  a  hospital  offers  them.  The  average  stay  of 
patients  is  six  days  less  than  last  year.  We  are  indebted  to  the  St. 
Luke’s  Convalescent  Home  for.  a  part  of  this  gain.  Their  readi¬ 
ness  to  receive  our  convalescent  patients  has  shortened  the  length 
of  stay  in  the  Hospital  in  many  cases.  In  each  department  the  per 
cent,  of  mortality  is  increased  by  the  infant  mortality,  one-third 
of  all  the  deaths  being  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  The  six 
beds  in  the  Hospital  given  up  to  children  are  nearly  always  full ; 
and  during  the  summer  months  many  are  refused  admittance, 
owing  to  our  limited  accommodations.  But,  as  long  as  there  is  no 
other  institution  in  the  city  that  will  receive  sick  infants  under  two 
years  of  age,  the  work  in  this  department,  while  it  is  relatively 
small  and  not  brilliant  in  statistics,  will  continue  to  be  one  of  our 
greatest  charities. 

The  labor  in  the  wards  has  been  made  lighter,  and  the  interests 
of  the  training  school  have  been  greatly  subserved  by  a  more 
complete  division  of  the  medical  and  surgical  wards  than  existed 
previously.  At  present  the  entire  third  floor,  with  a  capacity  of 
22  beds,  is  devoted  to  surgical  work;  and  the  first  and  second 
floors,  with  a  capacity  of  22  beds,  are  devoted  to  medical  work. 
The  children’s  ward  is  a  well-ventilated  room  with  six  windows, 
and  is  as  much  isolated  from  the  other  wards  as  possible,  being 
a  corner  room  on  the  second  floor. 

This  grouping  together  of  wards  into  departments  has  enabled 
us  to  introduce  a  new  feature  into  our  Training  School  for  Nurses. 
Fully  convinced  that  it  is  responsibility  that  most  develops  the 
character,  and  that  it  is  teaching  a  lesson  that  impresses  that 
lesson  most  deeply  upon  the  mind,  it  has  seemed  wise  to  sub¬ 
stitute  for  our  former  method  of  having  certain  nurses  in  charge 
of  a  few  patients,  exclusive  of  all  others,  the  system  of  head 
nurses.  We  have  three  head  nurses  chosen  from  the  Senior  Class, 
and  assisted  by  junior  nurses  and  probationers.  In  this  way  the 
nurses  progress  gradually  from  the  knowledge  of  the  simpler  duties 
of  caring  for  the  patient’s  room,  the  patient  herself,  and  assisting 
the  physician,  to  the  more  responsible  duties  of  administering  med¬ 
icines  and  directing  and  instructing  other  nurses. 
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During  the  past  year  the  school  has  been  under  the  supervision 
of  Miss  Gertrude  Montford,  a  graduate  of  Bellevue  in  1886.  By 
giving  careful  attention  to  the  assignment  of  duties  and  by  util¬ 
izing  to  its  fullest  extent  our  material,  our  nurses  are  able  to  ob¬ 
tain  excellent  training  in  almost  every  branch  of  nursing.  Each 
nurse  spends  at  least  one  month,  and  usually  more  time,  in  each 
of  the  following  departments  :  Surgical,  Medical,  Maternity,  In¬ 
fants’,  Children’s,  on  night  duty,  in  the  Diet  Kitchen,  at  the  Dis¬ 
pensary,  on  special  cases,  and  at  private  duty.  Since  December, 
7  nurses  have  served  on  private  duty,  each  nurse  averaging  one 
month.

The  graduate  nurses  were  Ella  Myers,  Minnie  Curry,  Sarah 
Black,  A.  Lou  Briggs,  Mattie  Rockwell,  Sarah  Beally,'  Nellie 
McArdle,  Florence  S.  Loyd. 

The  Goddard  Home  for  Nurses  had  to  be  vacated  early  last 
winter,  and  our  nurses  have  been  crowded  into  most  uncomfort- 
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able  quarters  ever  since.  There  has  been,  too,  an  unusually  large 
amount  of  sickness,  one  nurse  losing  eight  and  another  three 
consecutive  months.  But,  in  spite  of  these  obstacles  and  annoy¬ 
ances,  the  school  has  never  been  in  a  more  flourishing  condition 
than  at  present. 

During  the  year  7  Internes  have  completed  one  year’s  practical 
work,  and  have  served  the  Hospital  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  On 
leaving,  Dr.  Zoeta  Longsdorf  accepted  a  position  as  Physician  to 
the  Government  School  at  Fort  Dodge,  Idaho,  Dr.  Caroline  Bris¬ 
tol  as  Assistant  Physician  in  the  Insane  Hospital  at  Ogdensburg, 
N.Y.,  and  Emma  Virginia  Baker  as  Assistant  Physician  in  the 
Insane  Hospital  at  Augusta,  Me.  Drs.c  Helen  Putnam,  Mary  A. 
Sperry,  Mary  P.  Dole,  and  H.  E.  Parker  have  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  private  practice. 
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The  record  of  the  past  year  is  gratifying,  because  it  shows  a 
larger  amount  of  work  done  than  ever  before,  with  no  increase  in 
accommodations  or  in  number  of  Internes  or  nurses  employed. 
The  outlook  for  the  coming  year  is  especially  bright,  with  a  new 
maternity  building,  having  a  capacity  of  26  beds,  nearly  completed 
and  ready  for  use,  and  the  proposed  fitting  up  of  the  old  Maternity 
into  a  convenient  and  suitable  home  for  nurses. 

Every  day  the  New  England  Hospital  is  proving  the  necessity 
for  its  existence, —  not  so  much  by  assisting  educated  women  in 
the  practical  study  of  medicine  (for  many  hospitals  are  now  throw¬ 
ing  open  their  doors  for  that  purpose),  not  so  much  by  training 
nurses  to  care  for  the  sick  (for  training  schools  are  springing  up 
on  all  sides),  but  because  it  provides  for  women  medical  aid  of 
competent  women  to  their  own  sex.  This  need  is  constantly  be¬ 
coming  more  acknowledged,  more  imperative,  more  a  necessity  of 
higher  civilization. 

In  closing  this  the  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Report,  too  great  honor 
and  esteem  cannot  be  rendered  our  Board  of  Directors,  who  work 
so  assiduously  and  assist  so  generously  in  forwarding  the  best  in¬ 
terests  of  the  Hospital.

REPORT  OF  THE  DISPENSARY. 


The  attendance  at  the  morning  clinics  during  the  past  year  has 
been  11,358;  the  months  of  March,  April,  and  September  showing 
the  largest  number,  and  December  the  smallest.  The  new  patients 
numbered  3,702.  Of  these,  1,812  were  gynaecological,  and  1,890 
came  for  general  diseases. 

The  Internes  have  visited  1,078  patients  at  their  homes,  of 
which  318  received  their  medicine  free.  They  have  attended  91 
cases  of  midwifery,  and  have  dispensed  1,647  prescriptions.  The 
whole  number  of  calls  made  was  3,910.  Eight  nurses  from  the 
Training  School  have  had  the  advantages  of  work  in  the  Dispen¬ 
sary  Out-practice,  each  remaining  from  one  to  two  months.  The 
utility  of  this  department  is  threefold, —  the  nurse  greatly  enlarges 
her  own  experience,  the  work  of  the  doctors  is  supplemented,  and 
the  patients  receive  care  which  would  otherwise  be  impossible. 
The  nurses  have  made  2,372  visits.  Of  these  calls,  1,192  were 
medical;  367,  surgical;  599,  obstetrical.  Also  214  treatments  of 
massage  were  given.  The  number  of  visits  made  by  each  nurse 
averaged  296. 

Miss  Marian  E.  Johnson  resigned  her  position  as  Apothecary 
July  1,  after  having  served  the  Dispensary  and  Hospital  faithfully 
for  eight  years.  Miss  M.  B.  Gibbs  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  • 
vacancy,  and  gives  promise  of  satisfactory  work.  The  number  of 
prescriptions  compounded  by  the  Pharmacist  during  the  year  was

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  THE 
NEW  ENGLAND  HOSPITAL. 


Every  application  for  admission  to  the  New  England  Hospital 
must  be  made  to  the  Resident  Physician,  who  will  examine  the 
patient,  and  decide  whether  the  case  is  a  suitable  one  to  enter  the 
Hospital. 

No  patient  can  enter  the  Hospital  without  a  card  of  admission 
signed  by  the  Resident  Physician. 

If  possible,  all  applications  should  be  made  in  person,  during 
the  office  hours  of  the  Resident  Physician,  from  n  to  i  daily,  ex¬ 
cept  Sundays.  Patients  too  ill  to  apply  personally,  and  living 
within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the  Hospital,  will  be  visited  by  the 
Resident  Physician  at  their  homes,  on  payment  of  fee. 

Applications  for  admission  from  patients  living  at  a  distance 
from  Boston  can  be  made  in  writing ;  but  a  medical  certificate 
from  the  physician  in  attendance  upon  the  case  is  required,  which 
may  be  accepted  by  the  Resident  Physician,  at  her  discretion,  as 
a  substitute  for  her  preliminary  examination. 

The  New  England  Hospital  is  supported,  aside  from  the  money 
received  from  patients,  entirely  by  private  subscriptions  from  its 
friends.  It  receives  no  State  aid,  and  has  the  right  to  refuse  any 
application.

There  are  also  a  few  endowed  free  beds  for  indigent  patients. 

Patients  applying  for  free  beds  must  give  satisfactory  reference 
as  to  their  inability  to  pay. 

No  incurable  cases  are  taken  upon  the  free  beds,  and  no  chronic 
cases,  unless  there  is  reasonable  ground  to  expect  an  immediate 
change  for  the  better. 

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  or  of  insanity  are  received.

REPORT  OF  TREASURER. 

September  30,  i8gi. 


Three  legacies  have  been  received  this  year.  That  of  Mr.  Ezra 
Conant,  of  Roxbury,  was  a  large  one.  The  Hospital  was  made  by 
his  will  his  residuary  legatee.  The  residue  was  almost  entirely  in 
land  ;  and,  as  we  could  not  manage  it  to  advantage,  his  executors, 
Messrs.  Ebenezer  Alexander  and  Phineas  B.  Smith,  did  us  the 
great  kindness  of  using  their  knowledge  and  efforts  in  selling  the 
land  for  us  by  auction,  in  lots  according  to  a  well-considered  plan. 
The  sale  netted  us  $49,067.26,  the  executors  having  made  a  very 
small  charge  for  their  services,  for  all  of  which  help  we  are  very 
grateful.  Some  two  months  later  $2,000  more  of  the  residue  came 
to  us  on  the  death  of  a  beneficiary.  All  this  legacy  is  to  be  kept 
invested  as  a  fund  for  free  beds.  We  have  received  $100  more, 
making  in  all  $3,086.40,  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Pearson, 
by  Mr.  Larkin  T.  Tufts,  her  executor.  And  we  have  received 
from  Messrs.  Henry  W.  Hart  and  Joshua  B.  Holden,  executors, 
$2,000  in  full  of  legacy  by  the  will  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Bennett,  of 
Billerica,  Mass.  These  last  two  are  free.  The  total  of  legacies 
paid  us  this  year  is  $53,167.26,  of  which  $2,100  is  unrestricted. 

We  have  invested  $61,415.65  in  all,  including  the  $18,743.11  to 
be  invested  at  the  end  of  last  year;  and  we  have  paid  so  far  on  our 
New  Maternity  Building  $10,564.  We  concluded  this  was  a  fa¬ 
vorable  time  to  secure  the  land  opposite,  and,  after  much  anxious 
discussion,  have  not  only  started  the  New  Maternity  Building,  now 
approaching  completion,  but  have  bought  the  hillside  down  as  far 
as  Brunswick  Avenue,  thereby  controlling  all  the  upland,  and  a 
site  we  could  not  equal  elsewhere  if  we  had  decided  to  move  away 
because  we  were  crowded  for  space.  The  total  subscriptions  for 
our  New  Maternity  in  four  years  are  $2,352.50,  $12.00  having 
come  in  this  year.  The  fund  has  been  at  interest  in  the  savings- 
bank,  and  will  now  be  used.  The  building  is  to  cost  $21,450.45. 

Our  construction  account  is  $495  for  a  fire-escape,  as  required 
by  the  city. 

Our  current  receipts  run  behind  our  current  expenses  by  only 
$2,016.40  as  compared  with  $7,405.39  last  year,  thanks  to  our  in- 
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crease  of  $2,052.36  in  the  income  of  funds,  of  $1,839.67  in  sub¬ 
scriptions,  of  $570.80  in  payments  for  yearly  free  beds,  and  an 
addition  of  $719.75  for  doctors’  fees  at  the  Hospital,  these  free- 
bed  payments,  almost  equal  six  years  ago,  having  been  much  less 
in  the  mean  time.  The  subscriptions  are  still  below  those  of  eight 
years  ago,  but  the  new  plan  of  collecting  by  the  Treasurer  seems  to 
promise  well. 

Board  and  treatment  receipts  have  diminished  $144.97.  It 
worth  comment  that  the  Goddard  Home  for  Nurses,  the  starting  of 
which  made  room  for  a  considerable  increase  of  patients  last  year, 
and  cost  in  addition  $1,009.44  to  run,  has  not  been  in  use  for  most 
of  this  year,  or  our  deficit  would  have  been  larger.  With  the  New 
Maternity  in  use,  we  expect  not  to  have  more  patients  than  we  had 
last  year ;  but  without  generous  help  from  our  friends  our  deficit  is 
likely  to  increase.  This  year  the  result  of  our  Fair  was  in  all  $7,- 
161.04.  Three  years  ago  it  was  $12,491.65,  and  six  years  ago 
$10,051.08. 

Our  total  current  receipts  have  gained  $3,979.84  in  the  year, 
and  at  the  same  time  our  total  current  expenses  have  diminished 
$1,409.15,  —  a  total  gain  on  deficit  of  $5,388.99.  Groceries  have 
cost  $116.47  less ;  milk,  $118.20  more;  meat,  $498.67  more;  fuel, 
$116.34  less;  repairs,  $843.64  less;  wages,  $547*55  less;  the 
Nurses’  Home,  $438.94  less.  Food  items  in  all  have  increased 
only  $462.10. 

Dispensary  receipts  and  expenses  have  both  slightly  lessened ; 
and  the  net  expense  to  the  Hospital  is  $298.65,  still  less  than  last 
year. 

The  Massachusetts  Charitable  Fire  Society  has  given  us  $100; 
and  the  Boston  Turnverein  gave  us  the  proceeds  of  an  entertain¬ 
ment,  $63.75.  Mr.  ,ancl  Mrs.  Frank  Cheney  gave  us  $1,000  for 
current  expenses,  which  is  in  our  subscription  and  donation  list. 
We  close  the  year  with  a  balance  on  hand  of  $2,427.49,  and  are 
fully  invested.

BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children. 

AS  ADOPTED  UNDER  THE  ACT  OF  INCORPORATION,  FRIDAY,  JUNE  5,  1863, 
AND  AS  AMENDED  UP  TO  OCT.  29,  1889. 


1.  The  name  of  the  institution  shall  be  The  New  England  Hospital  for 
Women  and  Children. 

2.  The  objects  of  the  institution  shall  be:  — 

I.  To  provide  for  women  medical  aid  of  competent  physicians  of  their 
own  sex. 

II.  To  assist  educated  women  in  the  practical  study  of  medicine. 

III.  To  train  nurses  for  the  care  of  the  sick. 

3.  The  Government  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twelve  (12)  nor  more  than 
forty  (40)  Directors,  one-fourth  of  the  number  to  be  elected  annually  by  the 
Corporation  to  serve  for  four  years,  or  until  others  are  elected  to  succeed  them. 
Directors  are  eligible  for  re-election.  They  shall  have  the  entire  management 
of  the  business  of  the  institution. 

4.  There  shall  be  an  Advisory  Board  (called  Counsellors),  elected  annually  by 
the  Directors  from  among  those  members  or  ex-members  of  the  Board  who 
have  served  for  at  least  ten  years,  but  are  no  longer  able  to  give  the  active 
attention  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital  required  of  a  Director.  They  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  attending  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  but  no  vote  therein. 

5.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary, 
Assistant  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  three  Auditors,  chosen 
from  the  Board  by  the  Directors. 

6.  The  Corporation  of  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children 
shall  consist  of  those  persons  named  in  the  act  of  incorporation ;  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  Counsellors  now  in  office  and  their  successors;  of  the  Life 
Members  and  of  annual  subscribers  of  five  dollars  and  upward  who  have  paid 
a  subscription  during  the  current  hospital  year  and  at  least  three  months  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Corporation  at  which  a  vote  is  to  be  taken. 

Members  of  the  Corporation  alone  are  entitled  to  vote  at  the  Annual  and 
other  meetings  of  the  society. 

7.  Subscribers  paying  fifty  dollars  at  any  one  time  may  be  considered  Life 
Members. 

8.  Subscribers  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually  are  entitled  to  a 
free  bed. 

9.  The  visitors  for  each  month  shall  be  chosen  from  the  body  of  Directors, 
and  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  the  Hospital  during  the  month,  co-operat¬ 
ing  with  the  permanent  officers  of  the  institution. 

10.  The  Medical  Officers  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  Resident  Physicians 
c  ne  or  more  Attending  Physicians,  and  not  less  than  two  Consulting  Physicians, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  such  other  necessary  Medical  or 
Surgical  officers  as  may  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 


11.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  October,  at 
which  time  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  read  and  the 
election  for  Directors  held. 

12.  The  annual  subscription  shall  date  from  the  first  day  of  October. 

13.  The  Directors  shall  hold  a  regular  monthly  meeting  for  the  transaction  of 
the  hospital  business.  Non-attendance  on  the  part  of  any  Director  at  three 
consecutive  stated  meetings,  except  in  case  of  sickness  or  absence  from  the  city 
(of  which  the  Secretary  should  be  notified),  shall  be  considered  as  a  resignation, 
and  so  reported  to  the  Board  at  the  next  regular  meeting  for  its  action. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  give  notice  of  the  annual  meeting 
in  one  or  more  papers.  Of  this  and  all  other  special  meetings,  the  Secretary 
shall  notify  the  Directors  by  letter. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  the  clerk  of  the 
Corporation,  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the  meetings  and  doings  of  the  Directors 
and  of  the  society,  and  to  conduct  all  necessary  correspondence,  subject  to  the 
approbation  of  the  Directors;  also,  to  prepare  a  full  report  to  be  read  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys 
on  account  of  the  society,  and  to  keep  careful  account  thereof,  open  at  all  times 
to  the  inspection  of  the  Directors,  with  proper  vouchers  for  all  payments. 

17.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  temporary  disability  of  the  Secretary  or  Treas¬ 
urer,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  and  the  Assistant  Treasurer 
respectively  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office. 

18.  The  Auditors  shall  examine  the  accounts  annually,  and  oftener,  if  neces¬ 
sary,  and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident  Physician  to  submit  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  at  the  annual  meeting  such  report  of  the  year’s  labor  as  may  be 
deemed  profitable  to  the  objects  and  interests  of  the  institution. 

20.  Five  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  their  Board. 

21.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  sufficient  for  transaction  of  all 
business  at  any  special  meeting  of  the  society. 

22.  The  Directors  may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  their  number  during  the 
year. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  and  by  the  Secretary  on  the 
written  request  of  three  Directors. 

23.  The  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  society  by  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  two  weeks’  notice  that  amendments  are 
proposed  being  given  by  advertisement.

Form  of  Endowment  of  a  Free  Bed  in  New  England  Hospital  for  "Women  and  Children. 

The  donor  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  bed  which 
shall  always  be  free,  to  nominate  an  occupant  for  such  bed,  and  to  appoint 
a  successor  to  the  right  of  nomination  for  such  occupancy. 


Every  successor,  for  the  time  being,  to  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  successor 
who  shall  in  turn  have  the  like  power  of  nomination  for  such  occupancy. 

The  occupant,  however,  must  be  in  needy  circumstances,  the  case  one  suitable 
for  said  Hospital,  and  the  nomination  in  conformity  with  the  by-laws,  rules,  and 
regulations  of  the  same. 


AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  ENGLAND  HOSPITAL  FOR  WOMEN 

AND  CHILDREN. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows :  — 

Section  i.  Lucy  Goddard,  Marie  E.  Zakrzewska,  Ednah  D.  Cheney, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of 
the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  for  the  purpose  of  estab¬ 
lishing  and  maintaining  in  the  city  of  Boston  or  its  vicinity  a  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  the  diseases  of  women  and  children,  and  of  giving  therein  clinical 
instruction  to  female  students  of  medicine  and  of  training  nurses,  with  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities,  and  restrictions 
set  forth  in  the  sixty-eighth  chapter  of  the  General  Statutes. 

Section  2.  The  said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate  not  exceed¬ 
ing  in  value  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding  in  va'ue 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  all  of  which  shall  be  devoted  to  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Approved  March  12,  1S63. 


An  Act  to  authorize  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  to  hold 
additional  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Property. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows :  — 

Section  i.  The  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  is  hereby 
‘authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  real  estate  not  exceeding  in  value  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding  in 
value  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  instead  of  the  amounts  of  real 
estates  and  personal  property  authorized  by  its  act  of  incorporation. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  14,  1871. 


Aa  Act  to  authorize  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  to  hold 
additional  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Estate. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows :  — 

Section  i.  The  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  real  estate  not  exceeding  in  value  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding  in 
value  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  instead  of  the  amounts  of  real 
estate  and  personal  property  authorized  by  its  act  of  incorporation. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 


For  the  Year  ending  Sept.  30,  i8g2. 


The  close  of  another  year  calls  upon  us  for  the  report  of  our 
work,  which,  we  are  glad  to  say,  has  gone  on  with  increasing  inter¬ 
est  and  value. 

The  impetus  given  to  it  by  the  advantages  from  the  new  Mater¬ 
nity  Building  and  the  Goddard  Home  can  hardly  be  estimated. 
Our  nurses  have  necessarily  been  crowded  for  many  months  in 
small  rooms  and  in  houses  at  inconvenient  distances  from  the 
Hospital,  owing  to  the  necessity  of  vacating  the  Farnsworth 
House. 

Our  new  Goddard  Home,  transformed  from  the  Old  Maternity 
Cottage,  now  offers  a  comfortable,  cheerful,  and  homelike  abiding 
place  for  the  nurses ;  and  who  more  than  these  hard  workers  — 
if  faithful  to  their  sacred  charge  —  need  or  deserve  a  permanent 
place  for  rest  and  recreation  when  off  duty  ? 

The  occasion  of  the  opening  and  dedication  of  the  Sewall  Ma¬ 
ternity  House  with  the  accompanying  sale  proved  most  enjoyable 
as  well  as  profitable,  the  proceeds  of  the  latter,  together  with  a 
gift  of  $250,  amounting  to  $619. 

So  good  a  financial  result  of  the  sale  which  was  held  a  few  hours 
only,  and  was  but  incidental  to  the  important  occasion  of  the  open¬ 
ing  and  dedication  of  the  new  building,  could  not  but  encourage  us 
as  evidence  of  the  hearty  interest  felt  by  the  public  in  this  effort 
for  the  further  extension  of  our  work. 

One  who  was  present  writes  of  the  occasion  :  “  The  day  was 
absolutely  perfect.  A  rare  and  beautiful  tent  was  loaned  by  Mrs. 
William.  H.  Slocum.  There  was  music  on  the  grounds,  and  the 
air  was  filled  with  the  fragrance  of  fresh  hay.  An  excellent  lunch 
was  provided.” 

“  Many  were  present  long  before  the  hour  appointed,  to  inspect 
the  new  building  and  its  perfect  appointments.  The  President  of 
the  institution  welcomed  the  visitors,  and  referred  to  the  difficulties 
which  surrounded  those  who  were  instrumental  in  founding  the 
institution.  Rev.  Charles  G.  Ames  (who  officiated  in  the  dedica- 
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tion  service)  spoke  in  the  same  vein,  saying  that  every  brick  of  the 
building  had  in  it  the  throb  of  a  human  heart;  for  the  best  con¬ 
tributions  had  not  been  the  generous  gifts  of  money,  but  the  un¬ 
selfish  love,  fidelity,  and  earnestness  of  its  early  supporters.” 

The  paper  by  Dr.  Zakrzewska  —  read  on  this  occasion,  and 
which  we  print  in  memory  of  the  many  late  friends  and  promoters 
of  the  Hospital  —  will  be  read  with  interest. 

By  the  death  of  Mr.  George  William  Bond  during  the  year,  and 
that  of  his  wife  late  in  the  previous  year,  we  have  lost  two  of  our 
earliest  and  most  faithful  Directors.  Although  they  had  been  for 
some  years  unable  to  take  an  active  part  in  our  work  or  counsels, 
in  which  they  had  formerly  given  such  valuable  aid,  their  undimin¬ 
ished  sympathy  and  true  loyalty  remained  to  the  last. 

By  the  death  in  January  last  of  Dr.  Henry  I.  Bowditch  the 
Hospital  has  been  called  upon  to  part  with  one  of  its  very  first 
and  most  steadfast  friends.  The  grateful  appreciation  of  his  in¬ 
valuable  services  in  the  past  is  shown  by  the  following  tribute 
which  was  read  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Directors  :  “  Since 
our  last  meeting  one  of  our  earliest  and  best  friends  has  closed 
his  earthly  life.  » 

“  Dr.  Henry  I.  Bowditch,  in  connection  with  his  friend  Dr. 
Samuel  Cabot,  formed  our  first  consulting  staff. 

“Believing  heartily  in  the  great  principle  of  Medical  Education 
for  Women,  they  did  not  shrink  from  giving  us  their  valuable  help 
when  we  were  poor  and  struggling  and  unpopular. 

“  Satisfied  that  their  name  was  sufficient  guarantee  to  the  public 
for  the  honor  and  usefulness  of  our  institution,  we  asked  for  no 
other  consulting  physicians  until  the  increase  in  our  work  made  the 
assistance  of  specialists  desirable. 

“  Dr.  Bowditch,  like  his  friend,  not  only  gave  us  his  name,  but 
active  assistance,  never  failing  to  respond  to  any  wish,  of  the  phy¬ 
sicians  for  encouragement,  advice,  or  help. 

“  He  took  an  active  interest  in  the  education  of  the  Internes, 
giving  them  lessons  in  his  own  special  branch  of  practice. 

“  Besides  all  the  professional  help  he  has  given  to  the  Hospital, 
the  warmth  of  his  sympathy  in  all  our  plans,  his  sunny,  encourag¬ 
ing  interest  in  our  work,  have  made  his  influence  constantly  de¬ 
lightful  and  beneficent.  Who  of  us  can  forget  his  participation 
in  our  twenty-fifth  anniversary,  and  how  hopefully  he  urged  us  to 
work  for  the  very  improvements  we  have  just  carried  out? 

“  In  view  of  his  long  and  beneficent  life,  so  rich  in  the  best 
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blessings  of  home  and  children  and  friends,  so  fruitful  of  good 
to  others,  and  so  honored  and  beloved  by  his  fellow-citizens,  we 
can  hardly  feel  justified  in  expressing  the  sadness  we  cannot  but 
feel  in  the  thought  that  we  shall  see  him  no  more.  But  we  vent¬ 
ure  to  offer  to  his  children,  and  especially  to  his  daughter,  our 
well-beloved  colaborer,  our  deep  sympathy  in  the  mingled  joy  and 
sadness  with  which  they  must  look  back  upon  his  life,  and  to  as¬ 
sure  them  of  the  never-failing  honor  and  affection  in  which  we 
shall  hold  his  memory.” 

At  the  same  meeting  in  which  this  tribute  was  read,  a  commu¬ 
nication  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Physicians  announcing 
the  nomination  of  Dr.  Vincent  Y.  Bowditch  as  a  member  of  our 
consulting  staff.  This  was  enthusiastically  received  and  confirmed 
by  the  Directors. 

Dr.  Helen  L.  Betts  has  resigned  as  ophthalmologist,  and  Dr. 
Ella  L.  Dexter  has  been  appointed  to  fill  her  position  in  the  Hos¬ 
pital.  Dr.  Emma  B.  Culbertson  has  been  appointed  Assistant 
Surgeon  to  the  Hospital,  and  Dr.  Anna  M.  Wilkin  a  member  of 
the  Dispensary  staff. 

Miss  Macbrien  resigned  in  December,  after  more  than  six  years 
of  very  efficient  service  as  Matron.  Dr.  Van  Hoosen  resigned  the 
position  of  Resident  Physician  in  October,  1891,  and  Dr.  Clara  J. 
Alexander  was  elected  to  succeed  her. 

A  thorough  change  in  the  official  management  of  the  Hospital 
having  been  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Physicians,  the  Direc¬ 
tors,  in  co-operation  with  the  doctors,  decided  to  create  a  new 
office, —  that  of  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  said  Superinten¬ 
dent  to  have  executive  authority  in  all  matters  not  medical.  By 
this  arrangement  it  is  thought  that  the  two  offices  of  Resident  Phy¬ 
sician  and  Matron  will  be  merged  in  the  one  of  Superintendent, 
and  that  the  complications  arising  from  having  more  than  one 
head  will  thus  be  avoided. 

We  have  engaged  Miss  Linda  Richards,  who  commenced  her 
career  as  pupil  nurse  in  our  Hospital  in  1872,  and  who  is  now  in 
the  M.  E.  Hospital,  Philadelphia,  to  undertake  the  duties  of  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  the  Hospital  on  Jan.  1,  1893.  The  wide  experience 
and  efficiency  of  Miss  Richards  in  this  country  and  in  Europe  in 
the  work  of  hospitals  leads  us  to  hope  for  the  best  results. 

Miss  Gertrude  Montfort,  who,  as  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  had 
rendered  efficient  service  for  more  than  a  year,  feeling  the  need  of 
rest,  resigned  in  April;  and  the  school  —  since  temporarily  con- 
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ducted  by  Miss  Bertha  Dixon  and  Miss  Jane  Tarleton,  two  of  our 
own  pupils  —  is  now  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Augusta  E.  Andrews, 
who  entered  upon  her  duties  October  i. 

Very  careful  attention  has  been  given  to  the  subject  of  our  Free 
Bed  system,  an  account  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Treas¬ 
urer’s  Report. 

Feeling  sure  of  the  interest  of  long-tried  friends  and,  as  well, 
trusting  that  many  new  names  will  be  added  to  our  list  of  helpers 
in  this  humane  cause,  we  look  forward  to  the  day  when  we  may 
open  our  doors  freely  to  suffering  humanity. 

With  this  hope  and  with  ever-renewed  thanks  for  aid  hitherto 
received,  we  start  forward  on  a  new  year.

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PAPER  READ  BY  DR.  ZAKRZEWSKA 


At  the  Opening  of  the  Sewall  Maternity  House,  June  n. 


It  was  in  the  beautiful  month  of  June,  just  twenty  years  ago, 
that  a  large  number  of  the  earliest  friends  and  coworkers  of  this 
institution  gathered  to  celebrate  the  dedication  of  our  buildings. 

Joyously,  with  hearts  swelling  with  gratitude  and  hope,  they 
recognized  thus  the  faithful  endeavors  of  women  physicians  and 
surgeons  to  restore  health  and  happiness  to  many  an  invalid 
woman  ;  and  with  pride  they  looked  upon  the  increased  oppor¬ 
tunities  now  to  be  given  to  the  young  college  graduates  coming 
here  as  assistants,  and  thus  gaining  experience  for  the  larger  re¬ 
sponsibility  in  private  practice. 

Twenty  years ! 

In  this  great,  free,  rich  country  of  ours  we  march  with  such 
gigantic  strides  towards  an  evolution  and  a  progress  unknown  in 
other  parts  of  the  globe  that  we  really  accomplish  as  much  as  is 
done  in  fifty  years  or  more  in  Europe. 

For  this  reason  a  few  retrospective  words  are  here  permissible, 
because  in  our  rush  onward  we  ought  to  pause  occasionally,  and 
recall  to  mind  such  friends  as  have  passed  away  from  the  field  of 
action. 

Let  me  speak  first  of  one  of  our  recent  losses,  Dr.  Henry  Inger- 
soll  Bowditch,  the  faithful  friend  of  women  physicians.  Twenty 
years  ago  how  he  rejoiced  in  our  celebration  here  !  His  dignified 
appearance,  his  friendly  smile,  and  the  happy,  bright  sparkle  of  his 
eyes  lent  a  charm  to  the  occasion,  making  the  words  of  congratu¬ 
lation  which  his  lips  uttered  sink  deeper  into  our  hearts. 

He  passed  away  at  a  ripe  old  age,  eighty-four  years.  Yet  we 
shall  always  miss  him. 

Most  competent  judges  pronounced  their  eulogies  upon  the 
character  of  Dr.  Bowditch,  in  its  various  exhibition,  honored  as 
the  wise  physician,  the  warm-hearted  philanthropist,  the  upright, 
brave  citizen  and  patriot,  the  undaunted  reformer;  yet  it  be- 
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hooves  me  to  speak  of  him  with  gratitude  as  the  champion  of  the 
education  of  women  as  physicians. 

The  spontaneous  awakening  of  woman  for  medical  practice  was 
first  manifested  in  Boston  by  Harriet  K.  Hunt  (to  whom  in  later 
years  an  honorary  degree  of  M.D.  was  given  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Woman’s  Medical  College),  who  knocked  at  the  door  of  Boston’s 
Medical  School,  connected  with  Harvard  University, 

Dr.  Bowditch  befriended  her  in  her  efforts,  regardless  of  the 
contempt  showered  upon  such  an  idea,  and  in  spite  of  the 
threatened  social  ostracism.  He  stood  firmly  by  every  woman 
who,  later,  made  an  honest  attempt  to  gain  a  medical  education 
and  practice;  and  it  was  thus  that  I  became  acquainted  with  him, 
and  again  and  again  found  in  him  a  defender  and  advisor. 

The  idea  that  woman  should  be  the  guide  and  counsellor  of  the 
young  and  inexperienced  mother  took  such  deep  hold  upon  him 
that  he  not  only  recommended  cordially  the  young  striving  practi¬ 
tioner,  but  encouraged  many  an  educated  woman  within  his  own 
social  circle  to  prepare  herself  for  this  noble  function. 

From  the  very  beginning  of  this  reform  he  urged  the  women 
physicians  to  seek  membership  in  the  Massachusetts  Medical  So¬ 
ciety;  and  as  early  as  1856,  when  Dr.  Nancy  Clark  opened  her 
office  in  Boston,  he  declared  his  intention  to  persist  in  their  ad¬ 
mission.  Ridiculed  and  rebuffed  by  his  colleagues  for  his  es¬ 
pousal  of  the  advancement  of  women  practitioners,  he  prophesied 
that  he  should  see  women  doctors  established  in  the  Massachusetts 
Medical  Society  before  he  should  die.  He  was  correct,  and  lived 
many  years  after  women  were  thus  admitted.  Dr.  Bowditch  was 
the  only  physician  in  Boston  who  encouraged  my  undertaking, 
when  I  first  came  to  this  city  in  1856,  trying  to  raise  money  for  the 
first  hospital  to  be  carried  on  by  women  doctors,  myself  being 
one  of  the  triumvirate  in  New  York  who  dared  to  propose  such  an 
innovation  as  a  woman’s  hospital;  Drs.  Elizabeth  Blackwell  and 
Emily  Blackwell  being  the  originators  of  the  idea,  which  found  an 
echo  in  my  heart  in  Berlin,  1853,  and  brought  me  to  this  field  of 
action. 

Oh,  if  I  could  but  picture  to  you  the  harassing  position  which 
we  then  occupied,  you  would  realize  how  grateful  was  a  word  of 
sympathy  and  encouragement,  when  in  1859  I  removed  to  Boston, 
and  found  myself  standing  almost  alone,  with  the  eyes  of  all  the 
doctors  upon  me,  ready  to  criticise  in  a  condemnatory  spirit,  while 
the  laity  looked  on  and  wondered,  and  shrank  back  from  the 
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woman  who  dared  to  take  the  responsibility  of  patients  in  a  hos¬ 
pital. 

Dr.  Bowditch,  soon  followed  by  Dr.  Samuel  Cabot,  gave  me  this 
sympathy,  and  thus  gave  it  to  all  womankind,  whose  representa¬ 
tive  I  was  simply,  the  plougher  of  the  field,  the  drudge  of  the 
hour. 

These  notes  were  thus  far  prepared,  when  the  announcement 
reached  me  of  the  death  of  the  friend  who  gave  the  first  dollar 
towards  the  establishment  of  this  present  Hospital.  I  mean  our 
old  and  beloved  friend,  Mr.  George  William  Bond.  He  had 
hoped  to  be  present  to  day,  and  only  regretted  that  the  festival 
could  not  be  held  on  his  birthday,  as  was  the  first  one,  when  the 
present  hospital  building  was  dedicated  twenty  years  ago.  His 
wish  is  with  us.  His  spirit  hovers  around  me,  and  us  all.  I  can 
say  no  more  ! 

The  sadness  of  this  event,  this  loss  of  another  old  friend,  has 
changed  my  mood,  and  instead  of  joyful  words  I  feel  more  like 
speaking  in  grateful  reminiscence.  Let  us  call  the  roll  of  the 
friends  who  would  rejoice  with  us,  could  they  have  lived  to  see 
this  institution  grow  and  prosper.  Listen  to  the  noble  names  on 
our  record, —  Dr.  Samuel  Cabot,  Dr.  Walter  Channing,  Dr.  John 
Ware,  Dr,  Jarvis,  Dr.  Henry  E.  Clark,  one  after  another  coming 
to  us,  having  conquered  their  prejudices. 

Next  let  me  express  the  gratitude  we  owe  for  our  existence  to 
a  man  whose  influence  secured  to  us  the  noble  friends  who,  in  the 
spirit  of  justice  to  women,  gave  invaluable  assistance  with  their 
labors  and  their  financial  help.  I  mean  Rev.  James  Freeman 
Clarke. 

I  feel  justified  in  saying  that  it  was  among  the  members  of  his 
church  that  the  idea  was  materialized,  and  that  funds  for  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  experiment  were  provided,  when  in  1862  the  Hos¬ 
pital  Department  of  the  New  England  Female  Medical  College 
was  given  up,  and  the  New  England  Hospital  was  incorporated, 
just  thirty  years  ago. 

Many  of  the  noble  women  who  rendered  assistance  in  work  and 
in  money  have  also  passed  away,  and  I  fear  that  I  do  not  even 
know  them  all  by  name.  Yet  let  me  recall  a  few:  Mrs.  Sarah  S. 
Russell,  Miss  Abby  W.  May,  Mrs.  Louisa  Bond,  Mrs.  V.  G. 
Faulkner,  Mrs.  Charles  G.  Loring.  Let  us  remember  also  with 
gratitude  the  many  other  friends  who  left  us  legacies  for  the  en¬ 
largement  of  the  small  beginnings  of  1861. 


One  other  sad  feeling  is  in  my  heart  on  this  occasion, —  the 
absence  of  the  woman  who  gave  me  early  the  hand  of  fellowship, 
and  to  whose  exertions  we  owe  so  much  of  the  progress  of  our 
work. 

I  mean  our  first  President,  Miss  Lucy  Goddard. 

But  there  is  no  stand  still  in  nature.  The  world  laughs, 
sings,  yes,  even  dances,  on  just  the  same, —  in  fact,  remains  young, 
hopeful,  enthusiastic,  full  of  activity.  Therefore,  I  will  cast  aside 
all  gloomy  thoughts,  and  mention  rejoicingly  one  name  more,  the 
name  of  Sewall,  by  which  this  new  Maternity  House  will  be  called. 

We  honor  in  this  name  the  noble,  generous  father  and  the 
devoted  daughter  who  gave  their  deepest  interests  and  their  best 
years  to  the  successful  carrying  out  of  the  idea  of  hospital  education 
for  women  physicians. 

On  previous  occasions  we  have  paid  our  tribute  to  these  two 
noble  characters  who  have  done  so  much  for  this  institution,  and 
I  shall  therefore  speak  only  in  satisfaction  that  their  name  will  be 
preserved  here  in  our  memory  by  attaching  it  to  a  department  of 
our  Hospital  in  which  both  had  so  deep  an  interest. 

Therefore,  away  with  all  sad  thoughts!  Thanks  alone  shall  swell 
our  hearts,  as  we  mingle  with  the  cheerful  throng  around  us,  who 
have  come  to  share  with  us  the  joy  of  being  able  to  afford  comfort 
to  the  mother  and  the  new-born  babe,  temporary  though  the  aid 
may  be.  The  young  life  is  the  hope  of  those  who  are  nearest  to 
the- end  of  their  career,  and  it  always  awakens  a  fresh  inspiration. 
Let  us,  then,  join  in  a  chorus  of  joyful  hope,  “  All  hail  to  the 
Sewall  Maternity  !  ”

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While  the  number  of  hospital  days  is  two  hundred  and  thirty 
(230)  less  than  last  year,  the  number  of  patients  admitted  is 
ninety-three  (93)  greater,  and  the  death-rate  has  not  been  in¬ 
creased. 

The  change  is  especially  marked  in  the  Medical  Department, 
where  the  average  stay  of  patients  has  been  reduced  from  fifty- 
one  (51)  to  thirty-five  (35)  days. 

The  tabulated  list  of  diseases  in  this  department  shows  fewer 
cases  of  neurasthenia  and  general  debility,  with  an  increase  in 
number  of  cases  sub-acute  or  acute  in  character. 

The  change  is  also  due  to  the  fact  that,  while  the  number  of 
major  surgical  operations  performed  has  been  greater,  the  period 
of  convalescence  has  been  shortened,  allowing  of  a  more  speedy 
removal  from  the  Hospital. 

The  great  event  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital  this  year  has  been 
the  completion  and  dedication  of  the  new  building  known  as  the 
Sewall  Maternity.  The  Old  Maternity  Building  had  served  its 
purpose  well,  but,  on  account  of  age,  size,  and  lack  of  modern  ap¬ 
pliances,  was  no  longer  a  fitting  place  in  which  to  carry  on  so  im¬ 
portant  a  work. 

Great  credit  is  due  the  physicians  who  carried  the  patients 
through  so  successfully  with  such  unfavorable  surroundings. 
The  first  child  was  born  in  the  new  building  April  5,  and  the  for¬ 
mal  dedicatory  services  were  held  June  n.  The  best  test  of  the 
value  of  a  building  and  its  adaptability  to  any  given  purpose  is  oc¬ 
cupancy  and  actual  trial  of  utility.  The  Sewall  Maternity  has 
stood  this  test  admirably,  proving  the  wisdom  of  both  plan  and  ex¬ 
ecution  and  furnishing  an  excellent  model  for  other  workers  in 
the  same  line.  The  number  of  patients  in  this  department  is  in¬ 
creasing  so  greatly  every  year  that  it  will  soon  become  imperative 
to  add  to  the  number  of  beds  in  constant  use.  The  Maternity 
bids  fair  to  soon  be  the  most  important  branch  of  the  hospital 
work,  as  it  already  is  the  most  important  factor  in  furnishing  ex¬ 
perience  to  the  young  physicians  and  training  to  the  nurses. 

In  April  Miss  Gertrude  Montfort,  Superintendent  of  the  Train¬ 
ing  School  for  Nurses,  was  obliged,  on  account  of  ill  health,  to  re¬ 
sign  her  position.  The  vacancy  was  filled  temporarily,  during  the 
months  of  August  and  September,  by  Miss  Jane  Tarleton,  a  former 
pupil  in  this  school.  Miss  Augusta  Andrews  of  the  Bellevue 
Training  School  has  been  appointed  Superintendent  from  Oct.  1, 
1892,  and  came  on  that  date  to  assume  her  duties.  The  following

When  the  Old  Maternity  Building  was  abandoned  for  hospital 
purposes,  it  was  immediately  put  into  a  state  of  excellent  repair, 
walls  tinted,  .floors  relaid,  closets  built,  and  the  structure  made  at¬ 
tractive  and  comfortable  as  a  home  for  the  nurses.  It  was  dedi¬ 
cated  to  this  purpose,  under  the  name  of  the  Goddard  Home  for 
Nurses,  June  11,  1892.  The  new  quarters  have  added  in  no  small 
degree  to  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  nurses,  and  to  the 
efficiency  and  standing  of  the  school. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me  in  offering  this  the  Twenty-ninth 
(29th)  Annual  Report  to  be  able  to  furnish  statistics  showing  that 
a  great  and  increasing  amount  of  good  work  is  being  done  and  an 
immense  load  of  misery  lifted  from  suffering  humanity  by  the  New 
England  Hospital. 

There  is  ample  ground  for  offering  hearty  congratulations  to  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  to  the  Board  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
who  have  given  the  Hospital  their  time  and  best  effort. 

Eight  new  graduates  have  occupied  the  position  of  Internes  to 
the  institution  during  the  year,  and  gave  both  the  Hospital  and 
Dispensary  excellent  service.  These  physicians,  having  completed 
the  year’s  work  here,  are  pursuing  medical  work  elsewhere  in  the

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TRAINING 

SCHOOL. 

Oct.  i,  1891,  to  Oct.  1,  1892. 


The  year  is  marked  by  an  event  to  which  we  have  long  looked 
forward,  and  which  the  completion  of  the  new  Maternity  Building 
made  possible.  This  is  the  use  of  the  Old  Maternity  as  the 
Nurses’  Home.  It  was  well  adapted  to  the  purpose,  and  but  few 
changes  were  necessary.  The  walls  were  thoroughly  cleansed  and 
painted,  the  ceilings  whitewashed,  new  floors  laid  in  some  of  the 
rooms  and  halls,  and  closets  built.  The  convenience  of  having 
the  nurses  together,  and  in  a  house  so  near  the  main  building,  is 
greatly  appreciated  after  the  temporary  expedients  which  have 
been  necessary  ever  since  the  Hospital  outgrew  its  original 
plan. 

We  can  now  give  comfortable  accommodation  to  the  twenty 
nurses  who  are  needed  for  the  work  of  the  Hospital  on  its  present 
scale. 

During  the  year  thirteen  nurses  have  graduated,  and  received 
diplomas  which  they  have  earned  by  faithful  service  for  eighteen 
months.  Their  names  are  as  follows :  Misses  Margarita 
McKenna,  Margaret  A.  O’Connell,  Maria  W.  Stevens,  Marie  L. 
Burgess,  Maria  McDonald,  Mary  S.  White,  Lizzie  McCloud,  Mrs. 
L.  G.  Abbott,  Misses  Hanna  Williamson,  Bertha  Dixon,  Mary  E. 
Thompson,  Mrs.  Clara  B.  Fitts,  Miss  Mary  E.  Stratton. 

These  nurses  had  been  trained  by  Miss  Gertrude  Montfort,  who 
was  with  us  as  Superintendent  of  Nurses  from  September,  1890,  to 
May,  1892,  when  she  felt  obliged  to  resign,  the  strain  of  the  work 
proving  too  great. 

We  accepted  her  resignation  with  much  regret :  and,  as  it  was 
impossible  to  suitably  fill  her  place  at  short  notice,  we  were  fortu¬ 
nate  in  having  among  our  elder  nurses  one,  Miss  Bertha  Dixon, 
who  was  willing,  so  far  as  able,  to  undertake  the  duties  in  the 
emergency.  She  filled  the  difficult  place  with  great  credit,  and  won 
our  warm  esteem.  Finally,  we  were  able  to  secure  the  temporary 
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services  of  Miss  Jane  Tarleton,  one  of  our  graduates  of  several 
years  ago ;  and  she  remained  until  October  i,  when  Miss  Augusta 
E.  Andrews  from  Philadelphia  was  appointed  Superintendent  of 
the  Training  School. 

One  of  the  most  valuable  experiences  for  the  nurses  is  that  of 
their  month’s  stay  at  our  Dispensary.  Many  of  them  have  never 
seen  or  imagined  the  lives  of  the  poor  in  cities.  Their  knowledge 
is  enlarged  and  their  power  in  expedients  exercised  in  nursing 
where  all  appliances  to  which  they  have  been  used,  are  lacking.

DISPENSARY  REPORT. 


The  attendance  at  clinics  during  the  year  has  been  n,n6  women 
and  children  ;  the  number  of  Dispensary  days,  292,  showing  an 
average  of  38  daily. 

Of  these  the  new  patients  number  3,674.  1,846  were  gyneco¬ 

logical  1,828  medical  and  surgical. 

For  six  months  an  electrical  clinic  has  been  held,  more  especially 
for  the  Apostoli  method  of  uterine  treatment  by  electricity.  This 
has  been  held  in  the  afternoon,  and  adds  much  to  the  possibilities 
of  the  Dispensary.  The  resident  Internes  have  visited  at  their 
homes  884  patients,  and  dispensed  1,523  prescriptions,  also  at¬ 
tended  92  cases  of  midwifery. 

4,005  visits  have  been  made  by  the  Internes.  The  cases  have 
been  varied,  and  the  results  of  treatment  good. 

The  work  in  the  out-practice  has,  as  formerly,  always  the  super¬ 
vision  of  one  of  the  Dispensary  staff,  with  whom  consultations  are 
held  more  or  less  frequently  as  the  seriousness  of  the  cases  re¬ 
quire. 

Fourteen  nurses  have  assisted  in  the  attendance  of  these  patients 
2,319  times,  as  the  reports  of  the  Nursing  Committee  will  show; 
and  the  graduate  nurses  testified  to  the  immense  use  their  Dis¬ 
pensary  training  had  been  to  them  in  their  outside  work.  Coming 
from  the  Hospital,  with  everything  at  hand  and  orderly  arrange¬ 
ment  of  work,  they  become  accustomed  at  the  Dispensary  to  the 
lack  of  conveniences. 

Two  of  the  Dispensary  staff  have  been  absent  during  the  entire 
year,  and  one  for  a  few  months.  Dr.  Helen  Morton,  Dr.  Van  Pelt, 
Dr.  Call,  Dr.  Wilkin  of  Framingham,  and  Dr.  Allen  of  Lynn  have 
kindly  aided  in  Dispensary  work. 

Miss  Gibbs,  appointed  Pharmacist  last  year,  gives  real  satisfac¬ 
tion  by  her  scientific  work  and  readiness  to  help. 

The  Supervisor  of  Pharmacy  reports  careful  management  and 
diminished  expenditure. 

The  number  of  prescriptions  compounded  by  the  Pharmacist, 
8,651.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  THE 
NEW  ENGLAND  HOSPITAL. 


Every  application  for  admission  to  the  New  England  Hospital 
must  be  made  to  the  Resident  Physician,  who  will  examine  the 
patient,  and  decide  whether  the  case  is  a  suitable  one  to  enter  the 
Hospital. 

No  patient  can  enter  the  Hospital  without  a  card  of  admission 
signed  by  the  Resident  Physician. 

If  possible,  all  applications  should  be  made  in  person,  during 
the  office  hours  of  the  Resident  Physician,  from  n  to  i  daily,  ex¬ 
cept  Sundays.  Patients  too  ill  to  apply  personally,  and  living 
within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the  Hospital,  will  be  visited  by  the 
Resident  Physician  at  their  homes,  on  payment  of  fee. 

Applications  for  admission  from  patients  living  at  a  distance 
from  Boston  can  be  made  in  writing ;  but  a  medical  certificate 
from  the  physician  in  attendance  upon  the  case  is  required,  which 
may  be  accepted  by  the  Resident  Physician,  at  her  discretion,  as 
a  substitute  for  her  preliminary  examination. 

The  New  England  Hospital  is  supported,  aside  from  the  money 
received  from  patients,  entirely  by  private  subscriptions  from  its 
friends.  It  receives  no  State  aid,  and  has  the  right  to  refuse  any 
application.

There  are  also  a  few  endowed  free  beds  for  indigent  patients. 

Patients  applying  for  free  beds  must  give  satisfactory  reference 
as  to  their  inability  to  pay. 

No  incurable  cases  are  taken  upon  the  free  beds,  and  no  chronic 
cases,  unless  there  is  reasonable  ground  to  expect  an  immediate 
change  for  the  better. 

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  or  of  insanity  are  received.

REPORT  OF  TREASURER. 


September  30,  1892. 


We  have  received  four  legacies  this  year :  $3,000  unrestricted, 
from  the  estate  of  Miss  Anna  L.  Townsend,  of  Roxbury,  by  Mr. 
Francis  S.  Sturgis,  executor;  $1,000  on  account  of  an  unrestricted 
legacy  from  Dr.  Robert  Williams  Wood  by  Messrs.  Edward  M. 
Brewer,  Richard  C.  Humphreys,  and  Francis  V.  Balch,  executors  ; 
$4,000  unrestricted,  under  the  will  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  J.  W.  Baker,  of 
Dorchester,  by  Messrs.  Benjamin  C.  Hardwick  and  Horace  C. 
Williams,  executors  ;  and  $100  unrestricted,  from  Miss  Susan  M. 
Ware,  of  Milton,  by  Messrs.  William  Ware  et  a/s.,  executors.  We 
have  also  received  a  gift  of  $5,000  from  Miss  Harriet  O.  Cruft  to 
found  The  Doctors  Pope  Free  Bed,  which  has  been  done.  The 
total  received  is  $13,100,  of  which  $8,100  is  free.  We  have  in¬ 
vested  everything  but  $1,834.33 

We  have  withdrawn  $3,394.58  from  our  income  bearing  invest¬ 
ments  to  pay  borrowed  money,  which  was  $6,000  in  all.  Besides 
this  we  have  invested  in  our  new  Sewall  Maternity  Building  this 
year  $16,060.61,  making  its  cost  so  far  $26,624.61,  with  something 
more  yet  to  pay;  and  we  have  invested  so  far  in  the  Goddard 
Home  for  Nurses  $1,736.16.  These  were  paid  for  in  part  by 
special  subscriptions  of  $2,050  given  this  year,  or  in  all,  with  ac¬ 
cumulations,  $4,692.83  to  the  Sewall  Maternity  Building.  The 
various  donations  for  a  Nurses’  Home  since  October,  1884,  have 
been  kept  invested  separately  for  accumulation,  and  there  has  now 
been  turned  in  a  total  of  $1,752.80.  The  balance  from  our  last  fair 
and  subsequent  sales  has  been  $619.07.  All  this  is  to  go  into 
buildings  not  bringing  in  money  income,  but  only  the  usufruct. 

Our  current  receipts  only  run  behind  current  expenses  by 
$149.38  this  year,  which  is  the  most  conservative  management  we 
have  ever  yet  shown,  as  compared  with  an  average  deficit  for  the 
previous  three  years  of  $4,443.79.  This  is  largely  accounted  for  by 
our  having  had  more  paying  patients  this  year,  the  receipts  for 
board  and  treatment  showing  an  increase  of  $3,986.39,  or  nearly 
fifty  per  cent.  On  the  other  hand,  income  of  funds  has  diminished 
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$1,846.20,  free  bed  receipts  $510.05,  subscriptions  and  donations 
$885.47,  and  doctors’  fees  $277.60,  showing  a  net  gain  in  current 
receipts  of  only  $501.81.  Except  for  these  paying  patients  we 
should  have  been  much  behind.  Our  subscription  list  is  only  two- 
thirds  as  large  as  it  was  ten  years  ago,  and  this  in  spite  of  large 
single  donations,  notably  $1,000  from  one  person.  Our  free  bed 
receipts  are  the  lowest  but  one  for  ten  years  past,  with  as  many 
free  beds  to  support. 

The  cause  of  income  of  funds  being  reduced  this  year  from  a 
4^/0  per  cent,  rate  of  income  to  Si%5o  Per  cent,  is  the  considerable 
outlay,  $2,283.62,  for  water  and  a  costly  sewer  connection  necessary 
on  the  two  Farnsworth  houses  opposite  to  fit  them  for  renting. 
This  outlay  exceeds  that  loss  on  income,  which  was  $1,846.20. 

During  the  year  we  have  given  special  study  to  the  problem  of 
the  cost  and  support  of  our  free  beds,  and  in  April  last  decided 
to  limit  the  number  of  free  days  allotted  to  these  beds  to  700  per 
month.  We  found  that  we  had  been  doing  three-quarters  of  all 
our  work  as  charity,  and  that  this  was  beyond  our  means,  and  was 
one  cause  of  our  deficits.  The  result  so  far  shows  a  reduction  of 
only  per  cent,  in  our  total  of  free  days,  when  our  total  of  hos¬ 
pital  days  is  reduced  if  per  cent,  for  the  same  time.  It  may  be 
stated  that  our  special  income  for  free  beds  would  only  pay  for 
keeping  them  occupied  383^  days  in  the  month  out  of  the  700 
voted.  The  cost  per  patient  per  hospital  day,  not  including  rent, 
is  for  this  year  $1,844.  Last  year  it  was  $1,901,  and  for  1890 

Our  current  expenses  have  diminished  $1,365.21.  The  largest 
reductions  are  in  repairs,  $2,082.96,  and  in  vegetables,  $512.07. 
Both  accounts  are  small  beyond  precedent.  Meat  has  increased 
$603.47,  fuel  $626.47,  with  the  new  building,  and  wages  $815.01. 
The  other  items  vary  very  little.  Food  items  are  in  all  only  $14.87 
more  than  last  year. 

The  Dispensary  receipts  and  expenses  have  both  increased 
slightly,  and  the  net  expense  to  the  Hospital  is  $292.02  as  com¬ 
pared  with  $298.65  last  year. 

The  Massachusetts  Charitable  Fire  Society  has  again  given  us 
$100. 

We  close  the  year  with  a  balance  on  hand  of  $1,883.45.

BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children. 

AS  ADOPTED  UNDER  THE  ACT  OF  INCORPORATION,  FRIDAY,  JUNE  5,  1863, 
AND  AS  AMENDED  UP  TO  OCT.  29,  1889. 


1.  The  name  of  the  institution  shall  be  The  New  England  Hospital  for 
Women  and  Children. 

2.  The  objects  of  the  institution  shall  be:  — 

I.  To  provide  for  women  medical  aid  of  competent  physicians  of  their 
-  own  sex. 

II.  To  assist  educated  women  in  the  practical  study  of  medicine. 

III.  To  train  nurses  for  the  care  of  the  sick. 

3.  The  Government  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twelve  (12)  nor  more  than 
forty  (40)  Directors,  one-fourth  of  the  number  to  be  elected  annually  by  the 
Corporation  to  serve  for  four  years,  or  until  others  are  elected  to  succeed  them. 
Directors  are  eligible  for  re-election.  They  shall  have  the  entire  management 
of  the  business  of  the  institution. 

4.  There  shall  be  an  Advisory  Board  (called  Counsellors),  elected  annually  by 
the  Directors  from  among  those  members  or  ex-members  of  the  Board  who 
have  served  for  at  least  ten  years,  but  are  no  longer  able  to  give  the  active 
attention  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital  required  of  a  Director.  They  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  attending  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  but  no  vote  therein. 

5.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary, 
Assistant  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  three  Auditors,  chosen 
from  the  Board  by  the  Directors. 

6.  The  Corporation  of  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children 
shall  consist  of  those  persons  named  in  the  act  of  incorporation ;  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  Counsellors  now  in  office  and  their  successors;  of  the  Life 
Members  and  of  annual  subscribers  of  five  dollars  and  upward  who  have  paid 
a  subscription  during  the  current  hospital  year  and  at  least  three  months  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Corporation  at  which  a  vote  is  to  be  taken. 

Members  of  the  Corporation  alone  are  entitled  to  vote  at  the  Annual  and 
other  meetings  of  the  society. 

7.  Subscribers  paying  fifty  dollars  at  any  one  time  may  be  considered  Life 
Members. 

8.  Subscribers  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually  are  entitled  to  a 
free  bed. 

9.  The  visitors  for  each  month  shall  be  chosen  from  the  body  of  Directors, 
and  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  the  Plospital  during  the  month,  co-operat¬ 
ing  with  the  permanent  officers  of  the  institution. 

10.  The  Medical  Officers  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  Resident  Physicians 
one  or  more  Attending  Physicians,  and  not  less  than  two  Consulting  Physicians, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  such  other  necessary  Medical  or 
Surgical  officers  as  may  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 


11.  The  annual  meetijig  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  October,  at 
which  time  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  read  and  the 
election  for  Directors  held. 

12.  The  annual  subscription  shall  date  from  the  first  day  of  October. 

13.  The  Directors  shall  hold  a  regular  monthly  meeting  for  the  transaction  of 
the  hospital  business.  Non-attendance  on  the  part  of  any  Director  at  three 
consecutive  stated  meetings,  except  in  case  of  sickness  or  absence  from  the  city 
(of  which  the  Secretary  should  be  notified),  shall  be  considered  as  a  resignation, 
and  so  reported  to  the  Board  at  the  next  regular  meeting  for  its  action. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  give  notice  of  the  annual  meeting 
in  one  or  more  papers.  Of  this  and  all  other  special  meetings,  the  Secretary 
shall  notify  the  Directors  by  letter. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  the  clerk  of  the 
Corporation,  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the  meetings  and  doings  of  the  Directors 
and  of  the  society,  and  to  conduct  all  necessary  correspondence,  subject  to  the 
approbation  of  the  Directors;  also,  to  prepare  a  full  report  to  be  read  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys 
on  account  of  the  society,  and  to  keep  careful  account  thereof,  open  at  all  times 
to  the  inspection  of  the  Directors,  with  proper  vouchers  for  all  payments. 

17.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  temporary  disability  of  the  Secretary  or  Treas¬ 
urer,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  and  the  Assistant  Treasurer 
respectively  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office. 

18.  The  Auditors  shall  examine  the  accounts  annually,  and  oftener,  if  neces¬ 
sary,  and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident  Physician  to  submit  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  at  the  annual  meeting  such  report  of  the  year’s  labor  as  may  be 
deemed  profitable  to  the  objects  and  interests  of  the  institution. 

20.  Five  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  their  Board. 

21.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  sufficient  for  transaction  of  all 
business  at  any  special  meeting  of  the  society. 

22.  The  Directors  may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  their  number  during  the 
year. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  and  by  the  Secretary  on  the 
written  request  of  three  Directors. 

23.  The  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  society  by  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  two  weeks’  notice  that  amendments  are 
proposed  being  given  by  advertisement.

Form  of  Endowment  of  a  Free  Bed  in  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children. 

The  donor  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  bed  which 
shall  always  be  free,  to  nominate  an  occupant  for  such  bed,  and  to  appoint 
a  successor  to  the  right  of  nomination  for  such  occupancy. 


Every  successor,  for  the  time  being,  to  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  successor 
who  shall  in  turn  have  the  like  power  of  nomination  for  such  occupancy. 

The  occupant,  however,  must  be  in  needy  circumstances,  the  case  one  suitable 
for  said  Hospital,  and  the  nomination  in  conformity  with  the  by-laws,  rules,  and 
regulations  of  the  same. 


AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  ENGLAND  HOSPITAL  FOR  WOMEN 

AND  CHILDREN. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows :  — 

Section  i.  Lucy  Goddard,  Marie  E.  Zakrzewska,  Ednah  D.  Cheney, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of 
the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  for  the  purpose  of  estab¬ 
lishing  and  maintaining  in  the  city  of  Boston  or  its  vicinity  a  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  the  diseases  of  women  and  children,  and  of  giving  therein  clinical 
instruction  to  female  students  of  medicine  and  of  training  nurses,  with  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities,  and  restrictions 
set  forth  in  the  sixty-eighth  chapter  of  the  General  Statutes. 

Section  2.  The  said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate  not  exceed¬ 
ing  in  value  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding  in  value 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  all  of  which  shall  be  devoted  to  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Approved  March  12,  1863. 


An  Act  to  authorize  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  to  hold 
additional  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Property. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows :  — 

Section  i.  The  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  real  estate  not  exceeding  in  value  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding  in 
value  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  instead  of  the  amounts  of  real 
estates  and  personal  property  authorized  by  its  act  of  incorporation. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  14,  1871. 


An  Act  to  authorize  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  to  hold 
additional  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Estate. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows :  — 

Section  i.  The  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  real  estate  not  exceeding  in  value  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding  in 
value  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  instead  of  the  amounts  of  real 
estate  and  personal  property  authorized  by  its  act  of  incorporation. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  15,  1S87.
